University Professorships 


TAGORE LAW PROFESSORSHIP. 

The Hon’ble Prosnnno Coomar Tagore, C.S.I., one of the Fellows of 
the University, who died on the 30th August, 1868, bequeathed by bis will, 
dated the 10th October, 1862, to the University a monthly allowance of 
Rs 1,000 for the purpose of founding a Professorship of Law in connection with 
the University to be called the “Tagore Law Professorship.*^ The terms of 
the bequest are given in the following extract from the will (4 Bengal Law 
Reports, O.C.J. 103, at 116) ; 

“ I am desirous of founding a Law Professorship to be called * The Tagore 
Law Professorship* and of providing an adequate remuneration for the Professor 
who shall fill the chair provided by me. I direct that my Trustees or Trnstea 
do and shall, as soon as may conveniently be after my death, invest, in Govern- 
ment Securities, such a sum of money taken from my personalty or, by degrees, 
from the income of my real estate at the discretion of my Tr ns tees or Trustee, 
as will produce the monthly sum of Rs. 1,000, and that when such sum has been 
invested, the same may be assigned, transferred and made over to the University 
of Calcntta, to be held upon the following trusts, that is to say, in trust to pay 
out of the interest accruing due therefrom the annual sum of Rs. 10,000 • by 
equal monthly payments to the Tagore Law Professor, for the time being, and 
in trusts to apply the residue of the interest in the manner hereinafter men- 
tioned. And I desire that until such sum shall have been so invested and made 
over as hereinbefore directed, my said Trustees or Trustee shall either from the 
proceeds of my personal estate or from the rents, issues, and profits arising 
from my real property, pay the sum of Rs. 1,000 a month to the University of 
Calcutta to be applied by the University in the same manner and for the same 
purposes as the interest to accrue due from the funds which I have hereinbefore 
directed to bo made over to the University. And I declare that the right of 
appointing a Professor to the said ‘ Tagore Law Professorship,* and removing 
or dismissing the incumbent therefrom shall be vested in the Senate of the 
University. And that the first appointment shall be made so as to begin to 
take effect not later than tbo end of one year from the date of death : my will 
is that the ‘ Tagore Law Professor * shall read or d^yer at some place within 
the town of Calcntta, one complete course of Law lectures without charge, to 
the students and other persons who may attend snoh lectures. Within six 
months after the delivery of each course of leotares, the lectures shall be printed 


* The present salary is Rs. 0,000 per annum. 
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and not less than 500 copies thereof shall be distributed • gratuitously. I desira ^ 
that the expense of such printing and distribution may be defrayed out of the 
residue of the annual interest of the said fund. Whatever portion of the residue 
may remain after defraying the expenses, 1 desire that it ihay be devoted to the 
printing and publication of approved works of Law of Jurisprudence. It is my 
will that the said ‘ Tagore Law Professorship ' shall save as herein provided, be 
as to the kind of Law which is to be taught ani in all other matters and things 
regulated by and subject to the control of the Senate of the said University.” 

The Senate has adopted the following scheme for the lectures: 

1. In the month of June in each year, the Faculty of Law shall select 
not more than three subjects upon one of which the Professor for the following 
year shall be required to deliver a course of at least twelve lectures. 

2. Immediately after the subject or subjects shall have been thus selected, 
advertisements shall be published in such newspapers as the Syndicate may 
think proper, stating the subject or subjects so selected and inciting applications 
from cadidates for the Professorship. 

3. Candidates shall send in their applications to the Registrar on or 
before the Ist may following, and each candidate shall forward with his applica* 
tion one hundred copies of a brief synopsis of his proposed lectures and, if he 
so pleases, the same number of copies of his introductory lecture. 

4. The copies of the introductory lectures and the brief synopses so sent 
shall be referred to a Committee of the Faculty of Law, consisting of five mem* 
bcrs to be chosen by the Faculty, who shall consider the same and report 
thereon to the Faculty, who shall recommend a candidate to the Senate for 
election. 

5. The election of the Professor shall take place in the month of August. 

5A. That if no application is received in accordance with Rule 3, or if the 
Faculty of Law are satisfied, upon the report of the Committee mentioned in 
Rule 4, that Introductory Lectures and the briof synopses submitted by the 
candidates do not evince sufficient merit to justify the appointment of any of 
them as Professor, the Faculty shall take steps to invite a suitable scholar to 
accept the appointment and to deliver a course of lectures on such subject as 
may be determined by the Faculty in consultation with him. The name of the 
person so nominated together with the names of the original applicants shall be 
submitted to the Senate with a full report by the Faculty on the matter. The 
Senate shall then elect a Professor or give such further directions as may be 
deemed necessary. 

6. The Professor, whether elected under Rules 5 or 5A, shall, not later than 
the expiry of twelve month.s from the date of his election, forward to the Regis- 
trar a complete copy (manuscript or type-written) of the lectures which ho 
proposes to deliver. The copy shall bo forthwith referred to a Committee of the 
Faculty of Law, consisting of not more than three members to be chosen by the 
Faculty, who shall examine the same, and before the expiry of two months 
from the date of the submission of the copy by the Professor to the Registrar, 
report to the Faculty whether the work is complete and ready for the Press. 
If, upon such report, the Faculty are satisfied that the work is complete, the 
Professor shall commence to deliver his lectures within three months from the 
date of the resolution of the Faculty and shall complete the delivery 
thereof in another three months. The copy of the lectures delivered shall 


* The Syndicate has laid down the following rules for the distribution of 
the books. 

That copies of the lectures be distributed gratis only to such students as 
shall have attended 75 per cent, of the lectures delivered by the Tagore Professor 
of Law, and shall have obtained not less than 40 per cent, of the marks in the 
ezaminsttion held by him. 
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remain in the custody of the Registrar and shall be sent to Press as soon aa 
* practicable after delivery thereof. 

7. If the Professor fails to submit the copy of the lectures as required by 
Rule 6 or, if the copy submitted be found on examination to be incomplete and 
not ready for the Press, the matter shall Xn/a referred to the Faculty of Law upon 
whose recommendation the Senate may either extend the time or cancel the 
appointment. In the event of the appointment being cancelled, the Senate shall 
take fresh steps for the appointment of a Professor. 

8. The salary of the Professor shall be paid in twelve equal monthly 
instalments; the first instalment to be paid on the first day of the month 
following that in which the first lecture is delivered.

MINTO PROFESSORSHIP OF ECONOMICS. 

To commemorate the Jubilee of the University of Calcutta which was 
celebrated in 1906, the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor (Mr. Justice Asutosh 
Mocker jee) proposed to the Government of India that a Professorship of 
Economics should be established. This proposal was accepted by Government, 
and the Senate'resolved on the 1 1th April, 1908, that the chair should be named 
after the Earl of Minto, the then Chancellor of the University. 

The following rules have been adopted for the appointment and duties of 
the Professor : — 

The appointment shall be made by the Senate. 

1. The salary of the Professor will be Rs. 12,000 a year, to be paid in 
equal monthly instalments. The Professor will in the first instance be appointed 
for a term of five years only, but upon the expiry of his term, he will be 
eligible for re-appointment. 
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2. The University will pay first class passage to the selected candidate 
from his place of residence to Calcutta. 

3. The duties of the Professor will be as follows : 

(a) To devote himself to the investigation of the Soience of Economics 
and its application to Indian Problems. 

(b) To deliver (not loss than once a week during six weeks every year), a 
. course of at least six loot ares upon Economics with special reference to Indian 

Problems and embodying, as far as possible, the result of his own researches 
in the subject. (Such lectures, after delivery, will be published by the 
University.) 

(c) To hold classes in Economics not less than twice a week during at least 
twenty-five weeks every year, for the benefit of post-graduate students and to 
promote research by them as far as practicable. 

(d) To prepare a work dealing with the application of the principles of 
Political Economy to such Indian topics as may be agreed upon between the 
Senate and the Professor at the time of his appointment. 

4. Applications from candidates for the Professorship must reach the 
Begistrar of the University, not later than (to be specified). 

5. Every application shall be accompanied by ~ 

(a) a statement of the original work or investigation in Economics which 
may have been done by the candidate ; 

(b) testimonials to indicate special fitness for appointment to the Professor* 
•hip of Economics ; 

(e) a statement of the topics on which he undertakes to prepare a work 
dealing with the application of economic principles to Indian conditions. 

6. The Professor will be required to vacate his appointment unless a 
substantial portion of the manuscript of the work alluded to in para. 3 
(d) above, is made over to the University within three years from the date oU 
which he first takes charge of his duties. 

7. The copyright in the lectures as well as the treatise (para. 3, clauses 
(b) and (d) ) will be in the Professor ; but he will make over to the University 
200 copies of his lectures annually for distribution. 

8. Canvassing by intending candidates for the Professorship is strict^ 
prohibited ; and if any candidate is proved to have canvassed for the appoint- 
ment, directly or indirectly he will, on that ground alone, be disqualified.

GEORGE V PROFESSORSHIP OF MENTAL AND MORAL SCIENCE. 

In commemoration of the visit of their Imperial Majesties King-Emperor 
Ctoorge V and Qneen-Empress Mary to India during 1911 and 1912, His 
Sxoellenoy the Governor-General in Council, on the recommendation of the 
Syndicate and the Senate of the Calcutta University, was pleased to sanotlon 
the foundation of a Professorship to be called the George V Professorship of 
Mental and Moral Science. At the Annual Convocation of the Senate in 1912 
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His Excellency the Chancellor made the important announcement that a 
recurring grant of Re. 65,000 per annum would be made by the Government of 
India to the Calcutta University for the purposes of higher teaching. The 
Syndicate, thereupon, decided that the University should have a Professor of 
Mental and Moral Scyence of its own. No provision existed at that time for 
the teaching of this branch of knowledge up to the M.A. standard in any of 
the Colleges in Calcutta, except the Scottish Churches College where the 
arrangements for that purpose were likely to be unfavourably affected by the 
impending retirement of Professor Stephen. Although elaborate Regulations 
, for a course in Experimental Psychology had been framed in 1906, no arrange- 
ments were made or could yet be made in any College for the teaching of 
this increasingly important branch of knowledge. Mental and Moral Science 
‘ has always had great attraction for Indian students and important papers 
• dealing with topics under this head have been written by some of the 
graduates of this University. It was therefore expected that the establish- 
ment of a special chair in the subject would stimulate higher study and research 
on lines likely to prove fruitful. It was resolved that the salary of the 
Professor be fixed at Rs. 12,000 per annum.

HARDINGE PROFESSORSHIP OP HIGHER MATHEMATICS. 

To commemorate the visit of their Imperial Majesties King-Emperor George 
V and Queen-Empress Mary to India during 1911 and 1912 and Their gracious 
reception of a loyal address from the Calcutta University, His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council, on the recommendation of the Syndicate and the 
Senate, was pleased to sanction the foundation of a chair to be styled Hardinge 
Professorship of Higher Mathematics. At the Annual Convocation of the 
Senate in 1912, the important announcement was made by His Excellency the 
Chancellor that higher teaching would receive fresh impetus from the Govern- 
ment of India, who had decided to make a recurring grant of Rs. 65,000 a 
year to the Calcutta University. The Syndicate came to the conclusion that 
the purposes of stimulating higher study and research would be best served 
by utilising a portion of the Imperial grant for making adequate arrange- 
ment for the delivery of post-graduate lectures in Higher Mathematics. 
Inadequate accommodation in the M.A. and M.Sc. Mathematics classes in the 
affiliated Colleges and the yearly increasing number of candidates for examina- 
tion in the subjects, since the introduction of the new University Regulations 
in 1906, convinced the Syndicate of the desirability of founding a chair in 
Higher Mathematics. It was resolved that the Professorship be associated 
with the name of His Excellency the then Chancellor of the University and 
called the Hardinge Chair of Higher Mathematics. It was also, resolved 
that the Chair should carry a salary of Rs. 12,000 per annum. The Senate 
also agpreed to grant to the first Professor Rs. 3,000 a year as house allowance.

CARMICHAEL PROFESSORSHIP OP ANCIENT INDIAN HISTORY 
AND CULTURE. 

Aocient Indian History and Cultnre oonstitutea a branch of study in which 
research can be carried on by the advanced students with every hope of success. 
In 1912, the Syndicate were of opinion that the foundation of a Chair of Ancient 
Indian History and Culture was probably the foremost need of the Calcutta 
University. It was decided that the money for the Chair would be met 
from the sale proceeds of the Sanskrit Matriculation and Intermediate 
Courses and the Sanskrit Grammar published by the University. It was 
resolved that the Chair be designated the Carmichael Professorship of Ancient 
Indian History and Culture and that the salary be fixed at Rs. 12,000 per 
annum.

PALIT PROFESSORSHIP OF CHEMISTRY. 

Among the public-spirited and generous benefactors of the University, 
the first and foremost rank must be assigned to the late Sir Taraknath Palit, 
whose princely gift worth about Rs. 1,. 500, 000 in 1912 is unsurpassed in the 
annals of this or any other Indian University. Out of the income derivable 
from the Palit endowment, two Chairs are maintained one of which is 
designated the Palit Professorship of Chemistry and the other, the Palit Profes- 
sorship of Physics. Out of the total value of the endowment, Rs. 1,00,000 will 
be set apart for the founding of a Scholarship to be awarded to a dirtingnished 
graduate of high attainments and character with a view to enable him to 
proceed to some foreijpi University for the purpose of advanced study and 
research in some special branch of Science. It is expressly stated in the 
Trust Deed that the object of the founder is the promotion and diffusion 
of scientific and technical education and the cultivation and advancement 
of Science, pure and applied, among his countrymen by and through indi- 
genous agency. The Senate has agreed, therefore, that the Chairs will 
always be filled by Indian (that is, persons born of Indian parents, as dis- 
tinguished from persons who are called Statutory Natives of India). The 
Professors-elect may in the discretion of the Governing Body of the Univer- 
sity College of Science, be required to receive special training abroad, before 
they enter upon the duties of their office. It shall be the^uty of the Professors 
(a) to carry on onj^nal research with a view to extending the bounds of 
knowledge (6) to stimulate and guide research by advanced students, and 
M an essential preparation for this purpose, (c) to arrange for the adequate 
instruction of students for the Degree of Bachelor of Science with Honours, 
Master of Science and Doctor of Science and also of other students who 
may be exceptionally qualified in any of the subjects of study, although they 
may not be even under-g^duates of any University, provided that they be 
recommended by the Governing Body constituted as follows : 

1. The Vice-Chancellor of the University of Calcutta, President, Ex-Officio, 

2. The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

3. The Dean of the Faculty of Science. 

4 . The Dean of the Faculty of Engineering. 
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6. Foar members of the UniTersity, to be annually elected by the Senate 
two of whom at least shall be representatives of Colleges in Calcutta under 
* Indian management, affiliated in Science to this University. 

6. Four members to be nominated every three years by the founder and 
after his death by his representative or representatives in that behalf as is 
hereafter provided : 

The founder nominated 

Mr. Lokendranath Palit, I.O.S. (since deceased), 

The Right Hon’ble Lord Sinha of Raipur, 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice B. K Mullick, I.G.S., 

The Hon'ble Sir Nilratan Sircar, Kt., M.A., M.D., LL.D., D.C.L., 

to be his nominees on the said Governing Body and they are and each of them 
is authorized to nominate his or their successor or successors, provided always 
that the Hon’ble Sir Asntosh Mookerjee shall always be a nominee of the 
Foander if he has not otherwise a seat on the Governing: Body. 

The power of nominating a successor or successors shall be inherent in 
every original or derivative nominee of the Founder. 

7. Two representatives of the Professorial staff to bo elected by them 
annually from amongst themselves. 

The proceedings of the said Governing Body shall be laid before the 
Syndicate and may be revised by it.

On the recommendation of the Syndicate the following proposals made by 
the Governing Body of Sir Taraknath Palit Endowment, regarding the duties 
and tenure of appointment of Palit Professors, were adopted by the Senate on 
the 80th January, 1914: — 

I. That the duties of each of the Professors be specified as follows : — 

(1) To devote himself to original research, in the subject in which he has 
been appointed, with a view to extend the bounds of knowledge. 

(2) To stimulate and guide research by advanced students in his special 
subject in the University College of Science and generally to assist such stu- 
dents in Po.it-graduate study and research. 

(3) To superintend the formation and maintenance of the Laboratory of 

the College of Science in his own subject. * 

II. That the Professors be appointed subject to the following condi- 
tions 

(1) (a) The salary of Sir Taraknath Palit Professor of Chemistry be 
Rs. 800 a month rising to Rs. 1,000 a month by annual increment of Rs. 50. 

(6) The salary of Sir Taraknath Palit Professor of Physics be Rs. 800 a 
month rising to Rs. 1,000 a month by annual increment of Rs. 50. 

(2) Each Professor shall be a whole-time officer of the University College 
of Science and shall not, without the special sanction of the Governing Body 
and of the Senate previously obtained, hold any other office to which any 
■alary, emolument or honorarium is attached. 
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(3) The appointment of each Professor shall be permanent, and no 
Professor shall be liable to loss of or removal from office or to reduction of the 
emolument attached thereto on any ground whatsoever, subject, however td 
the following provisos — 

(a) A professor shall vacate his office upon completion of the sixtieth year 
of his age, unless upon the recommendation of the Governing Body, the 
Senate is satisfied that his services should in the interests of research, be still 
retained by the University, and in such event, the Senate may, on the re- 
commendation of the Goveiming Body, sanction his retention for such period 
as may be determined. 

(h) A Professor may voluntarily resign his appointment at any time, upon 
not less than six months* notice given by him in writing to the Governing 
Body. 

(c) A Professor on retirement on the ground of either attainment of age 
or of proved ill health, will bo entitled to receive a gratuity of one month’s 
pay for each completed year’s tenure of appointment, but such gratuity shall 
in no case exceed a maximum limit of eighteen months* salary. 

(d) A Professor shall be liable to removal by the Senate on the ground of 
misconduct or neglect of duty, if a recommendation to that effect is made by 
the Governing Body after full enquiry into specific charges brought against 
him ; provided that at such enquiry the Professor concerned shall be allowed 
adequate opportunity to defend himself. 

(e) Every Professor shall be eligible for the privilege of tlie regular 
academic vacations. In the event of a Professor requiring leave on account 
of duly certified ill health or on urgent private affairs, in addition to the period 
of the regular academic vacations, the Senate may on the recomiiiendatioi» of 
the Governing Body grant leave on conditions analogous to those prescribed in 
the Civil Service Regulations for officers in the Indian Educational Service.

called the Founder) of the One Part And the University of Calcutta incorpora- 
ted by and under Act II of 1857 (hereinafter called the said University) of the 
Other Part. Whereas the founder is seized snd possessed of or otherwise woH 
and sufficiently entitled as and for an absolute and indefeasible estate 
inheritance in fee simple in possession or an estate equivalent thereto fpee feeu^ 
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encumbrances to the messuage land hereditaments and premises No. 92 Upper 
Circular Road fully described in the first Schedule hereto and whereas by an 
Indenture bearing date the sixth day of September one thousand nine hundred 
and'two and registered at tho Calcutta Registry Office in Book I Vol. 62 pages 
57 to 74 .being No. 1664 for 1006. All that undivided one equal third part or 
sliare of and in all those Zemindari estate Taluqs lands hereditaments and 
premises fully described in the second Schedule hereto were granted transferred 
and conveyed by Satyendranath Tagore therein described to the Founder his 
heir executors administrators and assigns to secure the repayment on the first 
day of September one thousand nine hundred and twenty six by the said 
Satyendranath Tagore hir« heirs executors administrators or assigns to the 
Founder his heirs executors administrators or assigns of the sum of One Lac 
of Rupees with interest thereon at the rate of six per cent, per annum reducible 
to four and four-fifth per cent, per annum if paid punctually every month on 
the date thereby appointed for the payment of such interest or within two 
weeks thereafter and whereas the Founder is also entitled to the monies and 
shares specified in the third Schedule hereto and whereas the Founder 
has for some time passed contemplated doing something of a permanent 
character for the promotion and diffusion of scientific and technical 
Education in Bengal and the cultivation and advancement of Science 
Pure and Applied amongst his countrymen and in this behalf that this 
object could be best attained by the establishment of University Profes- 
sorship of Science as a first step towards the foundation of a University 
College of Science and Technology he approached the said University of 
Calcutta and offered to endow and make over to them the properties specified 
in the said first, second and third Schedules hereto on the conditions and upon 
the Trusts following namely : — 

(A) — That the said University should found two Professorships or Chairs 
one of Chemistry and the other of Physics and appl}^ the entire income of 
tlie said properties set out in the said second and third Schedules hereto or so 
much thereof as they may deem necessary to and towards the maintenance 
of the said two Chairs and that in the event of the said entire income 
being found insufficient, for the purpose the said University should 
make such a recurring grant or contribution as will supplement such 
deficiency. 

(B) — That the Founder’s object being the promotion and diffusion of 

Scientific and Technical Education and the cultivation and advancement of 
Science, Pure and Applied, amongst his countrymen by and through indigenous 
agency such Chairs shall always be filled by Indians (that is persons born of 
Indian parents as contra-distinguished from persons who are called Statutory 
Natives of India) to be nominated by the Governing Body hereinafter mention- 
ed who may in their discretion require a Professor-elect to receive a special 
training abroad before he enters upon the discharge of the duties of his office 
and who may give such Professor-elect during such period of his training 
abroad such allowance including travelling expenses as may in such case, be 
determined by the said Governing Body — such allowance being considered as 
part of the maintenance expenses of the Chair or Chairs. • 

(C) — Thi^t in connection with the said two Chairs, the said University shall 
from its own funds provide suitable Lecture-rooms, Libraries, Museums, 
Laboratories, Workshops and other facilities for teaching and research and that 
it shall out of its own funds ear-mark and set apart a sum of two lacs and fifty 
thousand rupees and apply the same to and towards the construction on the site 
of the said premises No. 92 Upper Circular Road (described in the said first 
Schedule hereto) of permanent and substantial structures and their, proper and 
adequate equipment as such Lecture-rooms, Libraries, Museums, Laboratories, 
Woncthops, etc., as aforesaid. 

(i)) — That the said Governing Body shall consist of the following persons, 

viz ; — 

1 — The Vice-Ohancellpr of the said University, as Ex-officio President. 

2 — The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 
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3 — The Dean of the Facnlty of Science of the said Universitj. 

4— The Dean of the Faonlty of Engineering of the said University. 

5 — Four members of the said University to be annually elected by the 
Senate two of whom at least shall be representatives of Calcutta Colleges 
under Indian management affiliated in Science to the daid University. 

6 — Four members to be nominated every three years by the Founder and 
after his death by his representative or representatives in that behalf as is 
hereafter provided. 

The Founder hereby nominates Mr. Lokendranath Palit, I.C.S., Mr. 8. P. 
Sinha, Barrister-at-Law, the Hon'ble Mr. B. K. Mallik, I.C.S.,and Dr. Nilratan 
Sircar to be his nominees on the said Governing Body and they are and each 
of them is hereby authorised to nominate his or their successor or successors 
provided always that the Hon*ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee shall always 
be a nominee of the Founder if he has not otherwise a seat on the Board of 
the said Governing Body. 

The power of nominating a successor or successors shall be inherent in 
every original or derivative nominee of the Founder. 

7 — Two representatives of the Professorial Staff to be elected by them 
annually from amongst themselves. 

The proceedings of the said Governing Body shall be laid before the 
Syndicate and may be revised by it. 

(E) — That the said University shall from its own funds make such 
recurring and periodical grants or contributions as may be required for the 
following purposes namely : — 

a. — For the maintenance and up-keep of the said two Professorships or 
Chairs in the event of the income of the said properties mentioned in the said 
second and third Schedules hereto proving insufficient as hereinbefore stated. 

b. — For the maintenance of the said Libraries, Laboratories, Mnseums and 
Workshops in such a condition of efficiency as may be required and approved 
of b> the said Governing Body, subject to the control of the Senate. 

c. — For the maintenance and repairs of the buildings and structures to be 
erected as aforesaid at No. 92, Upper Circular Road. 

d. — For the payment of all rates, taxes and other impositions payable in 
respect of the said premises No. 92, Upper Circular Road. 

(F) — That it shall be the duty of the Professors (1) to carry on original 
research with a view to extend the bounds of knowledge, (2) to stimulate nnd 
guide research by advanced students and, as an essential preparation for this 
purpose, (3) to arrange for the adequate instruction of students for the 
Degrees of Bachelor of Science with Honours, Master of Science and Doctor 
of Science and also of other students who may be exceptionally qualified in 
any of the subjects of study though they may not be even under-graduates 
of any University, provided that they be recommended by the said Governing 
Body. 

(G) — That if the income of the said endowed properties shall exceed the 
amount required to meet the expenses for the maintenance and up-keep of the 
said Professorships or Chairs such surplus income may at the discretion of the 
said Governing Body be applied to the payment of Scholarships or Stipends 
to such advanced students for the Degrees of Master of Science or Doctor of 
Science as may receive training or carry on research under the said Professore 
— the number and value of such scholarships to be determined by the said 
Governing Body and to be awarded only if it is satisfied that the awards are 
necessary to enable deserving students to carry on research or investigation. 

(H) — That the said income of the said endowed properties shall be 
accumulated by the said University until the said Professorships or Chairs 
are founded and such accumulation shall be treated as part of the corpus of 
the said endowed pro|)erties specified in the second and third Schedules hereto 
and be held upon the Trusts and for the purposes hereinbefore declared and 
expressed of and concerning such properties. 
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(1) — That the bnildini^s now etanding upon the said premises No. 92, Upper 
Oft’cular Road shall as soon ns may be, be. dfsinantled under the direction of 
the fisi^ University who shall sell the old materials and hold the sale-proceeds 
b 8 part of the corpus of the endowed properties mentioned in the second and 
third Schedules hereto and upon the trusts and for the purposes hereinbefore 
declared and expressed of and concerning such properties. 

And whereas the said University has agreed to accept the Founder’s offer 
of the said properties specified in the said first, second and third Schedules 
hereto as and by way of endowment on the conditions and upon such trusts as 
are hereinbefore set forth and whereas in pursuance of the said agreement the 
Founder has delivered ar d made over to the said University the shares men- 
tioned in the said third Schednle hereto and has also made over to the said 
University the 6um of Rupees Three Lacs mentioned therein upon the Trusts 
nnd to and for the ends, intents and purposes hereinbefore as well as hereinafter 
declared, expressed and contained of and concerning the same and whereas the 
said messuage ]aiid and premises No. 92, Upper Circular Road are of the esti* 
mated value of Rupees Two Lacs and Fifty Thousand and whereas the several 
shares mentioned in the siiid third Schedule to these presents are of the esti- 
mated value of Rupees Sixty Thousand only — and whereas for the purpose of 
o unplelimr the transfer of the said shares for the purpose of these presents and 
the transfer of the said shares intended to be hereby made it is necessary that 
separate deeds of tran^fer of the said shares should be executed and it is 
intended that these presents shall be deemed the principal instrument and the 
same is accordingly stamped with the full ad valorem stamp duty chargeable 
in respect of the said shares and that the said deeds of transfer respectively 
shall be stamped with a stamp of one rupee.

demand at law nnd in equity of him the Founder into out of and upon the 
said hereditaments and premises »*nd every part thereof together with all deeds 
documents and muniments of title and other ivritings whatsoever in the custody 
or power of the Founder which rehite exclusively to or concern the said 
hereditaments and premises or any part thereof to have and to hold the said 
messuage land hereditaments and all nnd singular tho premises hereinbefore 
expressed to be hereby transferred unto tho said University and its assigns upon 
the Trusts and to and for the ends intonts and purposes hereinbefore as also 
koroinafter declared expressed and contained of and concerning the same and 
this indenture also witnesseth that in further pursuance of the said agreemend 
&nd in consideration of the premises the Founder doth hereby assign unto the 
said University tho said principal sum of Rupees One Lao secured by the said 
hereinbefore in part recited Indenture of the six day of September one thousand 
^ine hundred and two and all interest henceforth to become due thereon and 
the fall benefit of all sot'urities for the same to hold the same unto the said 
University absolutely and this indenture further witnesseth that in fuirther 
pursuance of the said agreement and arrangement and for the consideration 
aforesaid tho Founder as such mortgagee as aforesaid doth hereby grant transfer 
convey all that undivided one equal third part or share of and in all 
^^ose Zemindaries ^Estates Talnqes lands hereditaments and premises foil/ 
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described in the second Schedule hereto together with all rights members 'and 
appartenances to have and to hold the same unto the said Universitj* and its 
assigns sabjeot to such right or equity of redemption as is now subsisting in the 
■aid premises under or by virtue of the said hereinbefore dn part recited Indenture 
of Mor&gHge and subject thereto upon the Trusts and to and for the ends, 
intends and purposes hereinbefore as also hereinafter declared and expressed 
and this Indenture further witnesseth that in further pursuance of the said 
recited agreement and in consideration of the premises it is hereby agreed 
and declared between and by the said parties to these presents that the said 
University shall hold the said endowed properties specified in the said first, 
second and third Schedules hereto on the condition and upon the Trusts foU 
lowing namely : — 

(I) — That the said University shall fount! two Professorships or Chairs, one 
of Chemistry and the other of Physics and apply the entire income of the said 
properties set out in the second and third Schedules hereto or so much thereof as 
they may deem necessary to and towards the maintenance of the said two 
Chairs and that in the event of the said entire income being found insufficient 
for the purpose the said CJuiversity shall make such a recurring grant or 
contribution as will supplement such deficiency. 

(II) — That the Founder's object being the promotion and diffusion of 
Scientific and Technical Education and the cultivation and advancement of 
Science Pure and Applied amongst his countrymen by and through indigenous 
agency such Chairs shall always bo filled by Indians (that is persons born of 
Indian parents as contra-distinguished from persons who are called Statutory 
Natives of India) to be elected by the Governing Body hereinbefore as also 
hereinafter mentioned who may in their discretion require a Professor-elect to 
receive special training abroad before he enters upon the discharge of the duties 
of his office and who may give such Professor-elect during such period of his 
training abroad such allowance including travelling expenses as may in each 
case be determined by the said Governing Body — such allow'ance being consi- 
dered as part of the maintenance expenses of the Chair or Chairs. 

(III) — That in connection w ith the said two Chairs the said University shall 
from its own funds provide suitable Lecture-Rooms, Libraries. Musentns, 
Laboratories, Workshops and other facilities for teaching and research and that 
it shall out of its ow'n funds ear-mark and set apart a sum of two lacs and fifty 
thousand rupees and apply the same to and towards the construction on the site 
of the said premises No. 92, Upper Circular Road (described in the said first 
Schedule hereto) of permanent and substantial structures and their proper and 
adequate equipment as such Lecture- Rooms, Libraries, Aluseums, Laboratories, 
Workshops, etc., as aforesaid. 

(IV) — That the said Governing Body shall consist of the following persons, 

i — 

1. — The Vice-Chancellor of the said University as Ex-officio President. 

2. — The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

3. — The Dean of the Faculty of Science of the said University. 

4. —The Dean of the Faculty of Engineering of tho said University. 

5. — Four members of the said University to be annually elected by the 
Senate, two of whom at least shall bo representatives of Calcutta Colleges 
under Indian Management affiliated in science to the said University. 

0. — Four meml^rs to bo nominated every three years by tho Founder and 
after his death by his representative or representatives in that behalf as is here- 
after provided. 

Tho Founder hereby nominates Mr. Lokondranath Palit, I.O.S., Mr. S. P- 
Sinha, Barrister-at-Law, the Hon’blo Mr. B. K. Mallick, I.O.S., and Dr. Nilratau 
Sircar to be his nominees on tho said Governing Body and they are and each or 
them is hereby authorised to nominate his or their successor or successors pro- 
vided always that the said Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee shall 
be a nominee of the Founder if he has not otherwise a seat on the Board of tuo 
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The power of nominating a successor or successors shall be inherent in 
e^ery original or derivative nominee of the Founder. 

Y — Two representatives of the Professorial Staff to be elected by them 
annually from amongst themselves. 

The proceedings of the said Governing Body ahull be laid before the 
Syndicate and may be revised by it. 

(V) — That the said University shall from its own funds make such recurring 
and periodical grants or contributions as may be required for the following 
purposes, namely : — 

(a) For the maintenance and up-keep of the said two Professorships or 
Chairs in the event of the income of the said properties mentioned in the said 
second and third Schedules hereto proving insufficient as hereinbefore stated. 

(b) For the maintenance of the said Libraries^ Laboratories, Museums and 
Workshops in such a condition of efficiency as may be required and approved 
of by the said Governing Body subject to the control of the Senate. 

(c) For the maintenance and repairs of the buildings and structures to be 
erected as aforesaid at No. 92, Upper Circular Road. 

(d) For tlie payment of all rates taxes and other impositions payable in 
respect of the said premises No. 92, Upjier Circular Hoad. 

(VI) — l‘hat it shall be the duty of the Professors (1) to carry on original 
research with a view to extend the bounds of knowledge (2) to stimulate and 
guide research by advanced students and, as an essential preparation for the 
purpose (3) to arrange for the adequate instruction of students for the Degrees 
of Bachelor of Science with Honours, Master of Science and Doctor of Science 
and also of other students who may be exceptionally qualified in any of the 
subjects of study though they may not be even under- graduates of any 
University provided tliey bo recommeded by tne said Governing Body. 

(VII) — That if the income of the said endowed properties shall exceed the 
amount required to meet the expenses for the maintenance and up-keep of the 
said Professorships or Chairs such surplus income may at the discretion of the 
said Govi^rning Body be applied to the payment of Scholarships or Stipends 
to such advanced students for the degrees of Master of Science or Doctor of 
Science as may receive training or carry on research under the said Professors — 
the number and value of such scholarships to be determined by the said Govern- 
ing Body and to be awarded only if it is satisfied that the awards are necessary 
to enable deserving students to carry on research or investigation. 

(VIII) — That the said income of the said endowed properties shall be 
accumulated by the said University until the said Professorships or Chairs are 
founded and such uccuiiiulation shall bo treated as part of the corpus of the 
said endowed properties specified in the second and third Schedules hereto and 
bo held upon the Trusts and for the purposes hereinbefore declared and express- 
ed of and concerning such proporiiies. 

(IX)— That the buildings now standing upon the said premises No. 92, 
Upper Circular Road shall as soon as may be dismantled under the direction 
of the said University who shall sell the old materials and hold the sale-proceeds 
as part of the corpus of the endowed properties mentioned in the second and 
third Schedules hereto and upon the trusts and for the purposes hereinbefore 
declared and expressed of and concerning such properties. 

That the Founder hereby directs that if the said University should deem it 
beneficial to the trust hereinbefore declared to convert the shares mentioned in 
the third Schedule hereto into money they shall be at liberty to do so and to 
invest the proceeds in any form of investment authorised by law or in the 
purchase or mortgage of landed property within the Municipal limits of 
Calcutta and the said University shall also be at liberty to similarly invest the 
Baid sum of Rupees Three Lacs mentioned in the third Schedule hereto and also 
all other moneys may be similarly invested as aforesaid.

School and the College of Surgeons and Physicians Bengal respectively have 
assented to the conditions hereinafter expressed and appearing upon which the 
settlement hereinafter contained for their benefit respectively is herhby made and 
whereas the Government Securities, Hank Shares, Debentures and Promissory 
Notes and Life Policy mentioned in the said Schedule B hereto as also the 
Promissory Notes mentioned in the said Schedule D hereto are intended to be 
endorsed and transferred by the said settlor unto or otherwise vested in the said 
Trustees to the intent that they shall stand possessed of the same upon the 
trusts and for the ends intents and purposes hereinafter declared and expressed 
of and concerning the same and whereas the present approximate value of the 
several properties set forth and mentioned in the said Schedules A, B, <' and D 
hereto and intended to be hereby settled is rupees seven lakhs eighty-five 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven annas eight the particulars whereof 
are set out in such Schedules.

impositions and outgoings chargeable upon or payable in respect of the said 
Trust Estate including the cost and expenses of the maintenance and repair of 
the hereditaments and premises comprised in the said Schedule A) to apply and 
dispose of the said rents issues profits dividends and income to and for the 
absolute use and benefit of the said settlor with liberty to and for the said settlor 
to reside in the premises no. 35, Ballygunj Circular Road mentioned and 
described in the said Schedule A free of rent. 

(6) And upon Trust upon the death •of the said settlor that the other Trus- 
tees or the survivors or survivor of them or other the Trustees or Trustee for the 
time being of these presents do and shall transfer and make over the said Trust 
Estate to the University of Calcutta who shall thenceforth become the sole 
Trustee of these presents and shall hold and stand possessed of the said Trust 
Estate upon the Trusts and to and for the ends intents and purposes hereinafter 
declared and expressed of and concerning the same. 

6. And it is hereby declared and agreed that from and after the death of 
the said settlor the University of Calcutta hereinafter referred to as ** the said 
Trustee University ” shall hold and stand possessed of the said Trust Estate 
upon the Trusts and to and for the ends intents and purposes hereinafter declared 
and expressed of and concerning the same that is to say 

(а) Upon Trust to Collect, receive and take the rents, issues, profits 
dividends and income thereof respectively and thereout in the first place to pay 
and discharge the Government Revenue, Cesses, rates and taxes including 
income-tax and other impositions and outgoings chargeable upon or payable in 
respect of the said Trust Estate, Fire Insurance Charges in respect of such of 
the properties as the said Trustee University may think desirable to insure and 
also the costs and charges of all necessary repairs of bouse property belonging 
to the said Trust Estate. 

(б) That the said Trustee University shall, out of the said Trust Estate, set 
apart or realise and set apart the sum of Rupees One Lac and shall stand possess- 
ed of the said sum of Rupees One Lac and the investments from time to time 
representing the same Upon Trust to apply the net income thereof in perpetuity 
in establishing and maintaining scholarships for advanced students in Science to 
enable them to carry on research or investigation abroad that is to say outside 
India the number and value of such scholarships to be determined by the 
Governing Body in the said recited Indenture of the fifteenth of June One 
thousand nine hundred and twelve mentioned hereinafter referred to as the 
said Governing Body and the said scholarships shall be awarded upon the 
following conditions namely : — 

(t) That the recipients of the said scholarships must be very distinguished 
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graduates of the Calcutta University of either sex and must have taken the 
Degree of Master of Science or Doctor of Science or have been awarded the 
Premchand Royohand Scholarship. 

(ti) That such recipients must be unmarried and must continue so during 
the period they hold such scholarships and if they contravene this condition 
they shall forfeit their scholarships as well as refund the whole of the amount 
of the pecuniary benefit they shall have received in respect of their scholar- 
ships with interest at the rate specified in the bond hereinafter mentioned. 

(in') Before proceeding abroad such recipients must insure their lives in 
favour of the said Trustee University for such amount and in such manner 
as the said Governing Body may determine and the premium in respect of 
such Insurance shall be payable by the recipients out of the amount of the 
scholarships so awarded to them. 

(iv) The said recipients shall not during the period they may hold the 
said scholarships enrol themselves as members of any of the Inns of Court 
or attempt to qualify themselves for any of the branches of the legal pro- 

VfiSQsion and if such recipients contravene this condition they shall forfeit 
' their scholarships as well as refund the whole of the pecuniary benefit 
thereunder as aforesaid with interest at the rate specified in the Bond herein- 
after mentioned. 

(v) No one shall be eligible for the above scholarships whoso knowledge 
of the language of the Country in which his or her researches or investigations 
have to be prosecuted is not such as to enable him or her to intelligently 
prosecute such researches or investigations in that country. 

(r») The period during which such scholarships shall be tenable shall be 
determined by the said Governing Body and it shall he competent to them to 
extend such period if they deem such extension beneficial. 

(v«) If the said Governing Body are satisfied that the recipient of any 
scholarship is not diligently prosecuting his or her researches or investiga- 
tions or is misbehaving him.solf or herself it shall bo competent to the said 
Body to stop payinent of his or her scholarship either temporarily or per- 
manently as they may think fit. 

(utti) The right of nomination for any of the aforesaid scholarships shall 
be with the said Governing Body. 

(ij;) The said Trustee University shall require each of the recipients of 
such scholarships before proceeding abroad to enter into a bond with them 
to refund such sum as may be spent for him or her in respect of his or her 
scholarships together with interest on the total amount spent at a rate not 
exceeding six per cent, per annum from the date or dates of expendituro 
within such time, and on such conditions as the said Trustee University may 
think fit provided always that the said Trustee University may in any case 
forbear enforcing such Bond as to any part or the whole of the money 
secured thereby as the said Trustee University may in their discretion 
think fit. 

(x) Should the said Governing Body at any time be "unable for want of 
suitable candidates or for any other reason to apply the moneys alloted to 
snch scholarships the said Trustee University shall accumulate the same and 
apply the same for the purposes of such scholarships thereafter and all 
moneys recovered under the Bonds aforesaid shall be applicable to the pro- 
vision of such scholarships as hereinbefore mentioned. 

(c) That the said Trustee University shall out of or by means of the said 
Trnst Estate provide and pay transfer and make over to the authorities of 
the Institution Registered on the thirtieth day of January one thousand 
nine hundred and seven under Act XXI of 1860 as the Shilpa Samiti and 
which has since been Registered and is known as the Sakhi Shilpa Samiti 
Government Securities of the three and, half per cent, loan of the nominal 
▼alne of Rs. 15,000 (Rupees fifteen thousand) when the same shall be required 
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by the said Institution to be applied by it for the purposes of providinp' a 
lt:>cal habitation with a view to the promotion of the welfare of Hindu widows 
and upon the undertaking to be given in writing by or on behalf of the said 
Institution to the said Trustee University that in case the said local habita- 
tion to be constructed or acquired partly by means of the said payment ceases 
to be utilised for the promotion of the welfare of Hindu widows the said 
Institution shall be bound to refund the amount of the said Government 
Securities and to make over the same to the said Trustee University to be 
held by them upon the Trusts declared in the Iiklenture of the fifteenth day 
of June one thousand nine hundred and twelve. 

(d) That the said Trustee University shall out of or by means of the said 
Trust Estate provide and pay transfer and make over to the Institution 
Registered undejr Act XXI of 1860 and known and styled as the Albert 
Victor Hospital Calcutta Medical School and the College of Surgeons and 
Physicians Bengal, Government Securities of the three and half per cent, 
loan of the nominal value of Rs. 50,000 (Rupees fifty thousand) when the 
same shall be required by the said Institution to be utilised by it for the 
purpose of providing the said Institution with well-equipped Laboratories in 
order to qualify for the requirements of application to the University of 
Calcutta or in order to instruct and prepare students for any examinations 
which may be held by any Examining or Licensing Board w'hich may here- 
after be established by any duly constituted authority in this country and 
empowered to hold examinations and grant licenses and diplomas and upon 
the undertaking given in writing to the said Trustee University by or on 
behalf of the said Institution that in the event of the said Institution ceasing 
to exist or failing to carry out the purposes for which this grant is made, 
then the amount of the said Government Securities shall be refunded and 
made over to the said Trustee University to be held and applied by the latter 
upon the Trusts set out in the said Indenture of the fifteenth of June one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve. 

Provided neverthelesil that the authorities of the said Sakhi Shilpa Samiti 
and the said Albert Victor Hospital, Calcutta Medical School and College 
of Surgeons and Physicians, Bengal, shall not be held liable to satisfy the 
said undertaking out of their uwn private means or resources. 

(e) That the said Trustee University shall out of the income of the said 
Trust Estate pay to Srimati Rani Palit, the daughter of Jogendranath Palit 
late nephew of the said settlor the sum of Rupees 15 (Rupees fifteen) per 
month during the term of her natural life. 

(/) That the said Trustee University shall from time to time make such 
contribution if any as in their discretion shall or may from time to time 
appear desirable in order to provide for the adequate instruction of and to 
give every facility by allotting separate accommodation in Lecture Rooms, 
Laboratories, Retiring Rooms or in any other like manner to female students 
who may be desirous of prosecuting their studies for the Degrees of Bachelor 
of Science with Honours, Master of Science or Doctor of Science and also 
to other female students who may bo exceptionally qualified in any of the 
relevant subjects of study though they may not bo under-graduates of any 
University. 

(g) That the said Trustee University shall apply the entire balance of 
the income of the said Trust Estate in aid of and for the better carrying out 
of the Trusts in the said Indenture of the fifteenth day of June one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve. 

7. It is hereby also declared notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contain- 
ed that if at any time hereafter the said Trustees or the said Trustee University 
deem it necessary and expedient to make or execute heavy and substantial 
repairs, additions and alterations of and to the existing buildings forming part 
of the said premises No, 36, Bally gunge Circular Road and to partially or 
entirely fill up the Jhil on the grounds of the said premises with a view to the 
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said premises being easily let or sold and the costs thereof cannot conveniently 
be met out of the income of the said Trust Estate then the said Trustees and 
the said Trustee University respectively are and is hereby authorised to pay 
for such costs out of the corpus of the said Trust Estate. 

8. And it is hereby further declared and agreed. 

(a) That the said Trustees and the said Trustee University respectively 
may at their absolute discretion leave the said Trust Estate or any part or 
parts thereof or the investments th€?reof respectively Jin the same state of 
investment as the same are respectively at the date of these presents or as 
they may be when they are transferred and made over to the said Trustee 
University under these presents and may retain them in such state of invest- 
ment respectively so long as the said Trustees or the said Trustee University 
shall think fit. 

(5) That the said Trustees or the said Trustee University shall have full 
power to sell or exchange any part of the said Trust Estate on such terms 
and conditions and in such manner ais they respectively shall think proper 
whenever in their judgment it shall be for the benefit of the said Trust 
Estate so to do and to apply the sale proceeds of any property sold in any 
way that they consider for the benefit of the said Trust Estate but no purcha- 
ser shall be bound to see to the application of the purchase money and 
the said Trustees or the said Trustee University may from time to time let 
and lease any part of the immovable properties belonging to the said Trust 
Estate from month to month or from year to year or for any term of years 
or in perpetuity with or without payment of premium for such lenses respec- 
tively and on such terras and r‘onditions and subject to such covenants as 
they respectively shall think fit and may accept surrender of leases tenancies 
and generally manage the said Trust Estate as they shall think fit. 

(c) That any moneys liable to be invested by the said Trustees or the said 
Trustee University shall bo invested by them resjwctively in their names 
or in the case of the said Trustees in the names of any two of them in any 
of the following forms of investments with liberty to v&ry and transpose 
the same from time to time namely Government Promissory Notes or other 
Securities of the Government of India, Calcutta Port Trust and Calcutta 
Municipal Debentures, Shares or Stock of Debentures of any Railway or 
other Company the interests and dividends accruing wherefrom shall have 
been guaranteed by the Secretary of State for India in Council or by the 
Government of India or by any of the Lociil Governments in India, Eaat Indian 
Railway scrips, Bank of Bengal Shares, Purchase or Mortgage of immovable 
properties in Calcutta or its suburbs and any other securities authorised by 
any rule which the Calcutta High Court may from time to time prescribe as 
a proper investment for Trust Funds. Provided nevertheless that during 
the life of the said settlor the said Trustees or the Trustees for the time being 
shall invest the moneys liable to be invested in such forms of investment as he 
may approve. 

(d) The said Trustees and the said Trustee University respectively may 
at their uncontrolled discretion instead of acting personally employ and pay 
any other person or persons to transact any business or to do any act of 
whatever nature in relation to the Trusts hereof without being liable for 
loss incurred thereby. 

9. And it is hereby further agreed and declared that if any of the said 
Trustees shall die or permanently reside outside British India or shall desire 
to retire or refuse to act or become incapable of acting in the Trusts of these 
presents then and in every such case it shall be lawful for the surviving or 
continuing Trustees or Trustee (and for the purpose of this clause every re- 
tiring Trustee shall be considered to be a continuing Trustee) to appoint a new 
Trustee or new Trustees hereof in the place of the Trustee or Trustees so 
dead or permanently residing outside British India or desiring to be discharg- 
ed or refusing to act or becoming incapable of acting as aforesaid and such 
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new Trustees shall bo appointed by a majority of votes of the continuing 
Trustees. During the said settlor’s life-time the Trustees of these presents 
shall never be less than three in number and any vacancy in the said Trustee- 
ship shall be filled up as soon as conveniently may be and upon every such 
appointment the said Trust Estate shall be vested in the new Trustees or 
Trustee alone or jointly with the surviving or continuing Trustee or Trustees 
as the case may bo and every such new Trustee shall have the same powers 
and authorities as if he had been a Trustee appointed by these presents. 

10. In case there shall arise any difference of opinion among the Trustees 
for the time being in regard to any Trust affairs or any act matter or thing 
proposed to be done in relation thereto the opinion and determina- 
tion of a majority of the Trustees shall bo conclusive. It is the intention 
of these presents that the acts and proceedings of the majority of the Trustees 
of these presents shall for all the purposes of this indenture be and be deemed 
to be and be taken as the acts proceedings of the whole or entire body of 
the Trustees any rule of Law or Eciuity to the contrary notwithstanding and 
no rrustee acting under these presents shall be liable for any loss not 
attributable («) to his own dishonesty or (b) to the wilful commission by 
him of an act known by him to be a breach of Trust and the Trustees may 
reimburse themselves out of the said Trust estate all costs and expenses 
incurred by them in or about the execution of the Trusts of these presents. 

11. It is hereby also declared that during the life-time of the said Settlor, 
he in conjunction with any of the Trustees shall Ije competent to do all the 
acts required to be done by the Trustees or to exercise all the powers con- 
ferred upon them and the same shall be regarded as if they had been done or 
executed by all the Trustees.

PROFESSORSHIP OF COMPARATIVE PHILOLOGY. 

In order to provide for the teaching of Comparative Philology, the Senate 
at their meeting held on the 19th of July, 1913, unanimously accepted the 
recommendation of the Syndicate that a Professorship of Comparative Philology 
be established and that the first appointment be made for a term of three years 
on a salary of Rs. 600 a month. In accordance with sections 1 and 10, Chapter 
IX of the University Regulations, the above proposal which was submitted to 
the Governor General in Council, received the sanction of the Goveniment pf 
Tndia on the filst of August, 1913,

On the 8th of August, 1913, Sir Rash Behary Ghose, Kt., C.S.I., 0.1. E., 
M.A., D.L., Ph.D., offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta University the 
munificent sum of Ten lakhs of Rupees W the promotion of Scientific and 
Technical Education and for the Cultivation and Advancement of Science, Pure 
and Applied, amongst his countrymen by and through indigenous agency, on 
the conditions, stated in the following letter : —

The 8th August^ 1913. 


My Dear Sir Asutosh, 

For some time past, it has been my desire to place at the disposal of my 
University a substantial sum for the promotion of Scientific and Technical 
Education and for the Cultivation an»i Advancement of Science, Pure and 
Applied, amonirst my country men by and through indigenous agency. I have 
now decided to make over,^ to the University a sum of ten lakhs of Rupees, in 
furtherance of the University College of Science, as projected by you with the 
sanction of the Senate, and my gift to the University will be made on the 
following conditions : — 

First. — That the aura be invested in such approved securities as would 
produce an income, whenever practicable, of four per cent, per annum. 

Second. — That four University Professorships or Chairs be established, one 
for each of the following subjects ; — 

(a) Applied Mathematics. 

(b) Physics. 

(c) Chemistry* 

(<i) Botany, with special reference to Agriculture. 

Third. — That the Chairs mentioned be always filled by Indians (that is 
persons born of Indian parents as contra- distinguished from persons who are 
called Statutory Natives of India). 

Fourth. — That the salary of each Professor be as nearly as possible, a sum 
of six thousand rupees annually, to be paid out of the income bf the fund ; but 
that it be open to the Senate to supplement such sum from the University or 
other funds at their disposal from time to time. ' 

Fifth. — That the appointments to the Chairs be made by the Senate upon 
the nomination of the Board to be constituted as stated hereinafter, and the 
power of removal of Professors by the Senate, if occasion should ever arise, be 
exercised only after the matter has been considered by the said Board. 

Sixth. — That every person elected to one of these Chairs, whether he has 
been educated in this country or elsewhere, may, in the discretion of the Senate 
be required, before he enters upon the execution of the duties of his office, to 
receive 'special training, during a period of not less than one year and not more 
than two years, under specialists in Europe, America, Japan or such other place 
outside India as the Senate may, in each instance upon the recommendation of 
the Board, determine ; and that during such period the Profesors-eleot be paid 
from the income of the fund, such allowance as the Senate may, upon the 
recommendation of the Board, determine, so as to enable him to receive a 
thorough theoretical and practical training in his special subject. 
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Seventh, — That it be the duty of each Professor — 

(а) to carry on original research in his 8))ecial subject with a view to extend 
the bounds of knowledge and to improve by the application of his researches, the 
Arts, J ndustries, Manufactures and Agriculture of this country ; 

(б) to stimulate and guide research by advanced students, and generally, to 
assist them in Post-graduate work, so as to foster the growth of real learning 
amongst our young men. 

Eighth. — That eight studentships be founded, each of the annual value of nine 
hundred rupees, to be paid out of the income of the fund; that such studentships 
be annually awarded by the Syndicate, on the recommendation of the Board, to 
distinguished graduates who have taken the Degree of Master in the Faculty of 
Arts or the Faculty of Scieiiw and that two students be attached to each Pro- 
fessor to car/*y on investigation under his guidance and generally to assist 
him in his work of original research. , 

Ninth. — That a graduate who has been elected a Student for any year be 
eligible for re-election, if his work has been satisfactory, and the Senate may, in 
their discretion, supplement the atipen<l payable to any Student, from the 
University or other fumls at their disposal; provided, nevertheless, that a 
graduate elected to one of those studentships shall devote himself exclusively to 
research in his special subject, and shall not, so long as he holds the studentship 
engage in the study of Law or any other branch of professional knowledge. 

Tenth. — That, subject to the general principles outlined above, the mode of 
appointment of Professors, the terms and conditions under which they are to 
hold office, and the manner in which they are to discharge their duties, as also 
the conditions on which the studentships shall be awarded, retained, and 
renewed, be determined bV Rules to be framed by the Senate in that behalf 
from time to time, upon the recommendation of the Board. 

Eleventh. — That the Senate do, on the recommendation of the Board, make 
adequate provision for Laboratories, Museums, Workshops, Appliances and all 
other requisites essential for the due discharge of their duties by the Professors 
and for original investigation by the Professors and the Students attached to 
them. 

Twelfth. — That whatever balance may remain out of the annual income of 
the fund, after payment of the salaries and allowances of the Professors and the 
stipends of the Research Students, as provided above, be on the recommendation 
of the Board, applied in the equipment and maintenance of the Laboratories 
and Museums, in so far as such equipment and maintenance may be necessary 
for the accomplishment of the work undertaken by the Professors, the Students 
attached to them, and other advanced pupils, if any. 

Thirteenth. — That the Board mentioned above do consist of the following 
persons, namely : — 

1. The Vico-Chandellor of the University as President^ Ex-officio^ 

2. The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

3. The Dean of the Faculty of Science of the University. 

4. The Dean of the Faculty of Engineering of the University. 

6-8. The professors of Applied Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and 
Botany (appointe<l as provided above). 

9-12. Four members of the University, to be annually elected by the Senate 
two of whom, at least, shall be representatives of Calcutta Colleges under Indian 
management, affiliated in Science to the University. 

13 - 16 . The nominees of the Founder, namely — 

(a) The Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., MA«, D.Sc., 
13.L., Ph.D., F.R.A.S., P.R.S.B., F.A.S.B. 

(b) Professor Prafullaohandra Ray, C.I.E., D.Sc., Ph D., F.C.S. 
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(c) The Hon*ble Baba Mahendranath Ray^ G.I.E., M.A., B.L. 

These nominees of the Founder are and each of them is authorised to 
nominate his or their successor or successors; and the power of nominating a 
successor or successors shall be inherent in every original or derivative nominee 
of the Founder. 

The proceedings of the Hoard so constituted shall be laid before and may be 
revised by the Syndicate. 

This is an outline of the scheme I have in my mind^ and I trust you will 
exert yourself to the utmost so that my long-cherished ambition to promote 
Scientific and Technical Education amongst my countrymen may be speedily 
realised. As soon as you send me intimation that the Senate is willing to accept 
the proposed gift on the conditions mentioned, I shall send you a cheque for ten 
lakhs of Rupees.

On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the following proposals, made by 
the Board of Management of Sir Rashbehary Ghose Endowment regarding the 
duties and tenure of appointment of Sir Rashbehary Ghose Professors were 
adopted by the Senate at the meeting held on the 30th January, 1914 : — 

I. That the duties of each of the Professors be specified as follows ; — 

{a) To devote himself to original research in the subject in which he has 
been appointed, with a view to extend the bounds of knowledf^e. 

(6) To stimulate and guide research by advanced students in his special 
subject in the University College of Science and generally to assist such students 
in Post-graduate study and research. 

(c) To superintend the formation and maintenance of the Laboratory of the 
College of Science in his own subject. 

II. That the Professors be appointed subject to the following conditions : — 

(1) The monthly salaries of the Professors shall bc^fts follows : — 


Sir Rashbehary Ghose Professor of Applied Mathematics ... ... 600

„ „ „ of Physics ... . 500 

„ „ „ of Botany ... ... 600 


(2) Each professor shall be a whole-time officer of the University College 
of Sdenoe and shall not, without the special sanction of the Board of Manage- 
ment and of the Senate previously obtained, hold any other office to which any 
salary, emolument or honorarium is attached. 

(8) The appointment shall be permanent in the cases of the Professor of 
Appliecf Mathematics and the Professor of Chemistry, and shall be for a term 
of seven years in the cases of the Professor of Physics and the Professor of 
Botany. No Professor shall be liable to loss of or removal from office or to 
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redaction of the emolament attached thereto on any §r<*OQnd whatsoever, sabjeet, 
ffowever, to the following provisos : — • 

(а) A Professor shall vacate his office upon completion of the sixtieth year 
of his age, unless, upon the recommendation of the Board of Management, the 
Senate is satisfied that his services should, in the interests of research, be still 
retained by the University and, in such event, the Senate may, on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Management, sanction his retention for such period 
as may be determined. 

(б) A Professor may voluntarily resign his appointment at any time upon 
not less than six months’ notice given by him in writing to the Board of 
Management. 

(c) A Professor, on retirement on the ground of either attainment of age or 
of proved ill-health, will be entitled to receive a gratuity of one month’s pay for 
each completed year’s tenure of appointment, but such gratuity shall in no case 
exceed a maximum limit of eighteen month’s salary. 

(d) A Professor shall be liable to removal by the Senate on the ground of 
misconduct or neglect of duty, if a recommendation to that effect is made by 
the Board of Management after a full enquiry into specific charges brought 
against him ; provided that, at such enquiry, the Professor concerned shall be 
allowed adequate opportunity to defend himself. 

(e) Every Professor shall be eligible for the privilege of the regular academic 
vacations. In the event of a Professor requiring leave on account of duly 
certified ill-health or on urgent private affairs in addition to the period of the 
regular academic vacations, the Senate may, on the recommendation of the 
Board of Management, grant leave on conditions analogous to those prescribed 
in the Oivil Service Regulations for officer^ in the Indian Educational Service.

Abont six years ago 1 made over to the University ton lakhs of rupees in 
aid of the University College of Science for the promotion of Scientific and 
Technical Education and for the cultivation and advancement of Science, Pure 
and Applied, amongst my countrymen. I understand that althciigh that sum 
has enabled the University to arrange for instruction and research in Pure 
Science, the University has not been able from lack of funds, to make a similar 
advance in Applied Science. I have accordingly decided to place at the disposal 
of the University a further sum, namely, three and a half per cent, (lovernment 
Securities for Rs. ll,43,C>p(), which will produce an annual income of Rs. 40,000 
to bo applied exclusively for purposes of technological instruction and research. 
This sum will be held by the University as an integral part of the original gift 
and all the conditions mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913, shall 
apply, subject to the following modifications : 

First : — That two new University Professorships or Chairs (in all respects 
subject to the same conditions as mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1918) 
be established, one for each of the following subject's : 

(e) Applied Chemistry. 

(/) Applied Physics. 

Note. — By ‘ Applied Chemistry ’ I mean one or more of the following subjects 
ta suggested in the report of the Calcutta University Commission : 

Colour chemistry, preparation of dyes, drugs and photographic chemicalsf 
tanning, fermentation, gas and coal-tar industries and oil industry, or such 
other subject or subjects as may from time to time be determined by the Board 
of Management. 

By ‘Applied Physics’ 1 mean one or more of the following subjects as 
suggested in the report of the Calcutta University Commission : 

Electrotechnology, applied thermodynamics and the standardisation of 
instruments, 

or such other subject or subjects as may from time to time be determined by 
the Board of Management. 

Secondly : — That four additional studentships (in all respects like those 
mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913) bo established, to such students 
to be attached to each of the Professors mentioned above. 

Thirdly ; — That the balance which will remain out of the annual income of 
the fund, which is likely to exceed Rs. 24,0(X), after payment of the salaries of 
the Professors and studentships, should be applied to the equipment and 
maintenance of the necessary Laboratories, Museums and Workshops, the 
adequate provision for which is absolutely necessary, and for which sufficient 
money might not be available from other funds at the disposal of the University 

Fourthly : — That the Board of Management do include the Professors of 
Applied Chemistry and Applied Physics in the same way as the other four 
Professors mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913.

SCUXMR FRAMRD BT SlR AsUTOSH MOOKBBJEB FOR THE USE OF THE KhAIRA 

Fund and adopted bt the Senate on the 6th August, 1921. 

The decree of the High Court in the suit of Rani Bageswari Debi against 
Knmar Guru Prasad Singh of Khaira provides that the nltimate use of the Fund 
vested in the University is to be carried out by the University “under the 
direction of and according to a scheme to be framed by Sir Asntosh 
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Mookerjee.** This gift was accepted by the Senate by Besolniions, dated 3rd 
January, 1920, and 8rd June, 1921. In accordance with the provision of the 
decree, the following scheme was framed by the How'ble Justice Sir Asutoeh 
•Mookerjee, Kt., 0.8.1. : — 

I. That the sum^be constituted into a fund to be called the * *KHA1BA 
fund for the promotion of Post-Graduate Teaching and Hesearch/* 

II. That the sum be invested in such securities as would produce an 
annual income, whenever practicable, of not less than Rs. 30,000. 

Provided that if the Senate should deem it beneticial to the purposes of the 
endowment as hereinafter declared, they shall be at liberty to invest the 
proceeds or any part thereof in any form of investment authorised by law or 
in the purchase or mortgage of landed property within the municipal limits of 
Calcutta and its suburbs. 

in. That five University Professorships or Chairs be established, one for 
each of the following subjects: 

(i) Indian Fine Arts. 

(ii) Phonetics. 

(m) Physics. 

(iv) Chemistry. 

(v) Agriculture. 

IV. That the Chair of Indian Fine Arts be named Bageswari Professorship 
of Indian Fine Arts ; and that the other four Chairs be named Guruprasad Singh 
Professorship of Phonetics, Physics, Chemistry and Agriculture respectively. 

V. That if the state of the fund at any time should so permit, additional 
Professorships or Readerships, to be named after Guruprasad Singh, be 
established in such subject as may be determined by the Senate on the 
recommendation of the Board of Management to be constituted as stated 
hereinafter. 

VI. That the salary of each Professor be, as nearly as possible, a sum of 
Rs. 6,000 annually, and the salary of each Reader be, as nearly as possible, a 
sum of Rs. 3,600 annually, to be paid out of the income of the Fund ; but 
that it he open to the Senate to supplement such sums from the University ot 
other funds at their disposal from time to time. 

VII. That the Professorships and Readerships be always filled by Indians 
(that is, persons born of Indian parents as contradistinguished from persons 
who are called statutory natives of India). 

VIII. That the appointments to the Professorships and Readerships be 
made by the Senate upon the nomination of the Board of Management to be 
constituted as stated hereinafter, and the power of removal of Professors and 
Readers by the Senate, if occasion should ever arise, be exercised only after 
the matter has be^n considered by the said Board on full opportunity afforded 
to the person concerned to make his defence. 

Provided that the first appointments to the five Chairs specified herein- 
before shall be made by the Senate on the recommendation of the Syndicate. 

IX. That every person elected to one of these Ohairs, whether he has 
been educated in this country or elsewhere may, in the discretion of the 
Senate, be required, before he enters upon the execution of the duties of his 
offioe, to receive special training during a ^riod of not less than one year and 
not more than two years, under specialists in Europe, America, Japan or snob 
other place outside India as the Senate may, in each instance, upon the 
recommendsiition of the Board, determine } and that during such period the 
Professor^eleot be paid, from the income of the fond, such allowance as the 
Senate may, upon the recommendation of the Board determine, so as to 
enable him to receive a thorough theoretical and practical triaining in his 
special subjeott 
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X. That it be the duty of each Professor 

(a) to carry on original research in his special snbjeot with a view to 

extend the bounds of knowledge ; • 

(b) to take steps to disseminate the knowledge of his special subject 
with a view to foster its study and application; 

(c) to stimulate and guide research by advanced students and 
generally to assist them in Post-Graduate work so as to secure the growth of 
real learning among our young men. 

XI. That, subject to the general principles outlined above, the mode of 
appointment of Professors and Readers, the terms and conditions under 
which they are to hold ofRoe and the manner in which they are to discharge 
their duties, be determined by rules to be framed by the Senate in that 
behalf from time to time on the recommendation of the Board. 

XII. That the Senate do, on the recommendation of the Board, make 
adequate provision for laboratories, museums, workshops, appliances and all 
other requisites essential for the due discharge of their duties by the 
Professors and Readers. 

XIII. That the balance which may remain out of the annual income of the 
Fund, after payment of the salaries and allowances of the Professors and 
Readers as provided above, may, on the recommoiulation of the Board, be 
applied either in whole or iif part, in the equipment and maintenance of 
laboratories and museums in so far as such equipment and maintenance may 
be necessary for the accomplishment of their work by the Professors and 
Readers. 

XIV. That the Professorship, and Readership, if any, in Physics, 
Chemistry, Agriculture and such other like subjects shall be deemed attached 
to the University College of Science and Technology and the Professors in 
such subjects shall be Ex-Officw Members of the Governing Body of that 
Institution. 

XV. That notwithstanding the provision hereinbefore made, the Senate 
shall be at liberty to pledge temporarily and for a period not exceeding two 
years, a sum not exceeding three lacs out of the securities of the fund to 
borrow money to carry on Post-Graduate Teaching and Research. 

Provided that no such pledge shall be effected without the previous written 
consent of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee. 

Provided further that this clause shall be in operation for a term of five 
years, but the period may be extended from time to time by Sir Asutosh 
Mookerjee for such additional periods as he may consider necessary. 

XVI. That the Board mentioned above do consist of the following 
persons, namely, 

The Vice-Chancellor of the University as President^ 

The Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 

The Dean of the Faculty of Science. 

The Professors appointed as above to the Chairs of Indian Fine Aits, 
Phonetics, Phydics, Chemistry, Agricnlture and such other subjects as may^be 
determined from time to time. 

A University Teacher nominated by the Council of PostiGraduaie

The Proceedings of the Board shall be laid before the Syndicate, who shall 
transmit them for confirmation to the Senate (with such observations, if any, 
as may be considered necessary). 

The Scheme was adopted by the Senate on the 6th August, 1921.

STEPHANOS NIRMALENDU GHOSH LBOTURBSHIP. 

In August, 1919, Mr. G. 0. Ghosh of 2, Simla Street, Oaloutta, made over 
to the University 3^ per cent. Government Promissory Notes for one Isw of 
rupees for the institution, in memory of his son, of a course of lectures on 
Comparative Religion to be delivered before the University of Calcutta accor- 
ding to appointment made at stated intervals of not more than three years, the 
lecturer to be appointed after advertisement in the celebrated Universities of 
the world. The donor st&ted that his desire was that the lecturer should, in 
dealing with the subjects o^is lectures, endeavour to show that the highest 
ideal for man lay in love an(Oervice to his fellowmen according to the essence 
of the teaching and life of Christ, and that life lived under the Guidance of this 
ideal constituted the highest advancement of human personality, the acceptance 
of a particular creed or dogma being of subordinate importance. 

From G.O. Qhosh^ Esq.^ 2 Simla Sfreet, Calcutta^ to the Vice-Chancellor ^ 
Calcutta University y Calcutta^ dated th£ lOt\March^ 1919. 

I am' desirous of making over to the University of Calcutta 3^% G.P. Notes 
for one lac of rupees for the following purpose : — 

The University is tqaappoint an eminent Savant by advertising to the 
celebrated Universities of tne world to deliver a series of lectures in Compani- 
tive Reli^on quinquennia^y in the cold season in Calcutta, to be called ” Ste- 
phanos Nirmalendu Ghosn Lectures, whose remuneration will be paid from the 
4 years’ accumulated income from the above described Seeurities, after deduct- 
ing from it the approximate coat of printing about 1,000 copies of his Lectures. 

By a previous arrangement by the Calcutta University with the Lecturer, 
tif he kindly so agrees and one or two other Universities in India sodesir^, he 

may deliver such lectures also in other places in India.

It is my desire that in dealing .^with the subjeits of his Lectures it will be 
the aim of the Lecturer to show that the highest ideal for man is in unselfish love 
and service to his fellow-man which is the essence of thejteaohings of Christ. 

I shall be glad if my offer is accepted.

In continuation of my letter to you on the 10th instant regarding the foun- 
dation of lectures in Comparative Religion by |me quinquennialiy in Calcutta, 
I desire to say for removal of any ambiguity that the lectures to be arranged 
by your University to be delivered in other places shall be after such lectures 
have been first deliver^ in Calcutta every time. 
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From 0. C. Qhosh, Waq.^ 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, to the Vice-Chancellor, Calcutta 
University ^ Calcutta, dated the 28th April, 1919, 

With reference to my previoaa correspondence regarding the Lectureship 
on Comparative Religion founded by me, I have the honour to request you to 
consider this letter aq a part of the same for the future guidance of the 
University and the Lecturers to be appointed under the scheme. 

(1) If the University thinks that quinquennial lectures would make the 
intervals too long for effect and that three years* income from the I^dowment 
will be adequate for securing the service of the Lecturer, the lectures may be 
given quatemially and the three years’ accumulated income may be availed 
of, instead of four years’ as stated in my first letter. 

(2) 1 think it would be well under the circumstances if Rs. 1,000 or so be 
spent towards tlie publication of the lectures, instead of having a thousand 
copies of them published as suggested in my first letter, as I consider the latter 
measure would mean too much expense in view of the increased cost of paper 
and printing. 

(3) As I have stated in my first letter I beg to state, in order to be more 
explicit, that my object is to show the young men of my country that it is not 
meant that men’s eternal welfare should depend upon any belief, the interpre- 
tation of a particular text or the acceptance of a religious creed, but that be is 
required to love and serve his fellow beings whereby he would be able to live 
the life that is required of him by God. It is ff^d that centuries of schools 
of thought and religious discussions have resulred only in hatred and persecu- 
tion of those who have sincerely differed from the views dominant at the time, 
instead of producing love and sacrifice which only are acceptable offerings 
to God. 

(4) My object is not to show the superiority of a particular religion but 
to show that in the dealing out of man’s unselfish love and service to man, i,e., 
in living the religion of love constitutes the highest advancement of his 
personality. 


From Q, C, Ohosh, Esq,, 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, to the Registrar, Calcutta 
University, dated the 5th August, 1919, 

“ I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 
2nd instant intimating to mo that my offer of one lac of rupees for founding a 
Lectureship on Comparative Keligion to be called The Stephandl Nirmalendu 
Ghosh Lectures” has been accepted by your University, and that any suggestions 
that I might make in its connection your University would take them into 
consideration and that one 1^ of rupees in Government Promissory Notes might 
now be sent by me to the Umversity. 

(1) I am glad that your University is willing to let the Lectures be 

founded by me on the conditions stated in my first letter and I am grateful for 
its acceptance of the suggestions made by me in my letter of the 28th April last 
and that it is willing to take any further suggestions that I would like to make 
about them. ^ 

(2) If the University will make the Lectures quatern^il as has been 
desired by me in my letter of the 28th April last, the lectures for the first time 
will be delivered in the Winter of 1922, and the interest of the Government 
Promissory Notes for 1919, 1920 and 1921 will be used to 'meet the expenses 
of the same. 

(3) 1 trust your University will be so good as to arrange for all things 
1 have desired in connection with the Lectures before they are delivered in 
Calcutta and elsewhere, 

(4) It is my wish the lectures should be delivered in a pentral academic 
place where a large audience is expected to gather by previous notifications in 
public places and in two public prints for the information of the Mofussil 
people. 
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(5) I think it would be well if the delivery of the lectures be inaugurated 
and opened every year by a distinguished gentleman. 

(6) I think it wpuld be well also if some University authority will kindly 
be present during the delivery of the lectures till their end to keep order att 
the place. 

(7) I shall bo obliged if you will inform me to whom I shall endorse over 
and deliver the Government Promissory Notes. 

(8) I shall be grateful if I be supplied with the abstracts of deliberations of 
the University about my endowment from time to time. 

(9) In conclusion 1 beg to suggest for the consideration of the Lecturer that 
my object is (a) to help the moral and spiritual advancement of my countrymen 
by helping the iinfoldmont of the Divinity in them which is calculated to make 
them truly happy, (6) that the Lecturer will aim to show that excepting the fun- 
damental truths of the Godhead and its attributes, me., Love, Wisdom, etc., 
which are acknowledged by all civilized men, creeds, dogmas, canons, etc., of the 
religions past and present which were necessary in the time of their first pro- 
mulgation have no permanent value, just as in all living organisms wo find 
elimination of the old and decayed cells is incessantly going on and newer cells 
are coming forth for the formation of newer bodies. So it may be proper to 
think that God’s revelation was not clo.sed in the past when the creeds, etc., 
were fixed, and so if the fountain of revelation has not dried up they should 
not be made to hinder the reign of an ever higher conscience in human mind, 
if a religion is to be taken as a^ institution having a norm of life within it. 
So the true and lasting form of religion will bo based upon the inner supremacy 
of reason purified by revelation above any external authority, dogma, etc., 
which are inadequate to sustain a feeling of obligation. 

Although I venture to make these my humble suggestions, I do not like to 
make them binding upon any Lecturer who I trust will be a Godftlled man 
and knowing his duties well.” 

The generous offer of Mr. Ghosh was thankfully accepted by the Senate ac 
their meeting held on the 29th March, 1919. 

The following rules were adopted by the Senate at their meeting held on 
the 27th September, 1919. 

(1) (a) That a course of lectures on Comparative Religion bo delivered in 
English once in every three years ; 

(6) that the Course do consist ordinarily of eight lectures, and be delivered 
not more than twice a week. 

f2) That the honoi*arium of the lecturer be Rs. 9,000. 

(3) That the copyright in the lectures do vest in the University. 

(4) (a) That the cost of publication of an edition (consisting ordinarily of 
600 copies) be paid by the University ; (b) that of the sum required for this 
purpose, Rs. 1,000 be paid out of the endowment fund, and the balance if any 
be paid out of the general funds of tlie University,' and (e) that the sale pro- 
ceeds be placed to the credit of the endowment fund. 

(5) That the first course of lectures be delivered during the cold weather 
of the session 1921-22. 

(6) That applications be invited by public advertisement in the principal 
Indian, British, Colonial, American and Continental Universities, selected 
Theological Co^eges not connected with Universities and selected news* 

papers. 

(7) That the advertisement do state that applicants are expected to 
send a brief syllabns indicating the scope of the lectures proposed to be 
delivered. 

(8) That on each occasion, the advertisement bo issued at least two 
years and a half before the time fixed for the delivery of the lectures 
and candidates be required to submit their applications on or before 
a prescribed date at least one and a half years previous to duch 
time. 

(9) That a Committee of five members be appointed by the Senate in each 
instance to report on the applications received. 
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(10) That it be a condition of appointment of each lecturer that he will 
deliver to the University :i complete copy of his lectures within one month 
after thoir delivery. 

« (11) That the Senate be at liberty to invite at any time an 
eminent scholar to accept the lectureship even though he may not have 
applied.

4. That the lectures be publicly delivered at the Senate House and be 
printed and published as soon as possible after delivery. 

5. That the honorarium payable to the Lecturer be the income of the Fund 
for the year together with such supplementary sum, if any, as the Senate may 
from time to time direct, 

6. That the names of the Lecturers and their subjects be published in the 
University Calendar. 

The Senate at its meeting of the 23rd November 1918 accepted the gpft 
with thanks and the Lectureship was named ** Adharchandra Mookerjee 
Lectureship ” after the Founder.

RAJA KIRTYANAND SINHA BAHADUR AND KUMAR 
KALIKANAND SINHA LECTURESHIP. 

Kumar Ganganand Sinha, B.A., offered to pay Rs. 1,200 annually for 
maintaining a Maithili Chair in the University for the promotion of study of 
Maithili with special reference to research, for at least five years in case

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Ghose Travelling Fellowships 

The Seeate adopted the following resolutions on the 30th January, 1914 : — 

I. The Syndicate shall annually set apart from the Fee Fund a sum of 
Rs. 3,000 for the fnaintenance of a Travelling Fellowship. 

II. A Travelling Fellowship of the value of Rs. 3,000, tenable for one year, 
shall be awarded in 1914 and the four following years. The Travelling 
Fellowship will be allocated successively to the Faculties of Arts, Science, Law, 
Medicine and Engineering. If in any year, there is no suitable candidate for 
the Travelling Fellowship in the particular Faculty concerned it may be placed 
at the disposal of one of the other Faculties. 

III. The Fellowship shall be open to — 

(а) all persons who have been at any time admitted to a Degree in the 
University of Calcutta ; 

(б) all persona who have been at any time a Fellow of the University , 
Honorary or Ordinary, or an Added Member of a Faculty ; 

(c) all persons who have at any time held the office of a Professor, Assistant 
Professor, Reader or Lecturer in the University. 

IV. The Travelling Fellows shall be elected by the Senate on the recom- 
mendation of the Syndicate, who are empowered to invite applications and 
frame rules in this behalf. 

V. Each candidate for a Travelling Fellowship shall satisfy the Syndicate 
as to his general ability to profit by a course of study abroad. He shall also 
submit a general scheme of thew'ork he proposes to undertake during the tenure 
of his Fellow’ship. 

VI. The Travelling Fellows shall investigate educational methods abroad 
in their special branches of study (such branch to be determined by the 
Syndicate in consultation with them) — preferably in Great Britain and in the 
Continental European seats of learning. They shall submit periodical accounts 
of their work to the Syndicate and supply such other evidence of the progress 
made by them as the Syndicate may from time to time require. 

VII. Each Travelling Fellow on his return to India shall submit to the 
Syndicate a full Report embodying the results of his studies and travels which 
shall be published and be the property of the University. 

VIII. The emoluments attached to the Fellowship shall be paid in two 
half-yearly instalments. The Syndicate shall have power to withhold the 
payment of the second instalment, if the work done by a Travelling Fellow 
during first half-year of the tenure of his Fellowship be deemed unsatisfactory 
by them. 

IX. This scheme shall be in force for a term of five years from 1914. 

Note. — The outbreak of the Great War made the award of these Fellow- 
ships impracticable. Meanwhile, on the suggestion of the Hon’ble Juitioe 
Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, the necessary funds were arranged for by Sir Rath- 
behary Ghose, Kt., 0.8.1., O.I.B. 
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The late Sir Rashbeharj Ghose, in hie Will, made a bequest to the University, 
of a sura of Rs. 2,60,000, for the purpose of founding a few Fellowships in the 
University. ^ 

The following is a joint letter from the exeoutora to the said Will on the 
subject of the bequest. 

“ Calcutta, 

The 22nd June^ 1921. 

To 

The Hon’ble the VICE-CHANCELLOR 

of the Calcutta University. 

Sib, 

We have the honour to inform you that Sir Rashbehary Ghose, by the 
seventh clause of bis Will, dated the 23rd day of May, 1920 (of which we 
have recently obtained probate from the High Court), directed us, as his 
Executors, to make over to the Calcutta University, out of his estate, the 
sum of Rs. 2,60,000 for the foundation of a few Travelling Fellowships. It is 
his recommendation that the University should employ the said sum by 
following the clauses and rules which he recorded in English in the Schedule 
marked “Ka” to his said Will. A copy of the English translation of the 
seventh clause to the said Will annexed to the Probate and of the said 
Schedule marked Ka*’ is appended hereto. 

We shall feel obliged if you will place the matter before the University in 
due course for acceptance of the said bequest.

7th Clause of the Will. 

7. I have resolved to found a few Travelling Fellowships, under the 
supervision of the Calcutta University. In order to defray the annual costs 
of those Travelling Fellowships, it is necessary to make over Rs. 2,60,000, 
two and half lacs of Rupees, to the said University. Hence I hereby direct 
the Executors appointed by this my Will that they should as soon as they can 
within one year of my death make over Rs. 2,60,000, two and half lacs of 
Rupees out of my Estate to the said University. It is my recommendation 
that the Calcutta University should employ the said Rs. 2,50,000, two and half 
lacs of rupees by following the clauses and rules which I have recorded in 
English in the Schedule marked “ Ka " to this Will.” 

Schedule “ Na.” 

1. That the sum of 2^ lacs to be made over to the University of Calcutta 
be invested in approved Securities so as to produce an income, whenever 
practicable, of four per cent, per annum. 

2. That the entire management of the said fund in all respects whatsoever 
and the application of its income be, subject to the general control of the 
Senate, vested in the Board of Management mentioned in my letter of the 
8th Augpist, 1913, to the University of Calcutta, founding four University 
Professorships. 

3. That three Travelling Fellowships be founded, each tenable for one 
year, the Fellows to be remunerated from the income of the Fund. 
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4. That the Fellowships be open only to persons who have been at any 
time admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

6. That the Travelling Fellows be nominated by the Board of Manage- 
ment subject to confirmation by the Senate. The Board of Management 
shall have power tcf invite applications and shall satisfy themselves as to the 
general ability of a candidate for Fellowship to profit by a course of study 
abroad. Each candidate shall be required to submit a general scheme of the 
work ho proposes t » undertake during the tenure of his Fellowship. 

6. It shall be the duty of each Travelling Fellow to investigate educa- 
tional methods abroad (that is, outside India) in his special branch of study 
or to undertake research in any special branch of learning — such branch and 
the seats of learning where the investigation is to be carried on to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Management in consultation with the candidate. The 
Fellows sljiiiill submit periodical accounts of their work to the Board and 
supply such other evidence of the progress made by them as the Board may, 
for time to time, require. 

7. Bach Travelling Fellow shall, on his return to India, submit to the 
Board a full report embodying the results of his studies and travels which 
shall be published by and be the property of the University. 

8. The emoluments attached to a Fellowship shall be paid ordinarily in 
advance in two half-yearly instalments. The Board shall have power however- 
to withhold the payment of the second instalment if the work done by a 
Travelling Fellow during the first half-year of the tenure of his Fellowship be- 
deemed unsatisfactory by them. A Travelling Fellow may be re-appointed or 
have his term extended at the discretion of the Board of Management. 

9. Of the three Fellowships to be awarded each year, at least two shall 
be allotted to a Scientific subject. 

10. The Senate shall have power, on the recommendation of the Board of 
Management, to frame supplementary rules for the efficient administration 
of the Fund, Such rules, however, shall in no wise, conflict with the 
principle laid down above, nor shall have the Senate power, under any circum- 
stances, to spend any portion of the corpus of the Fund but, if one or more 
Fellowships are not awarded in any particular year on account of lack of 
suitable candidates or for like reason, the sum unspent may be temporarily 
invested by the Board and applied in the award of additional Fellowships in 
any subsequent year. 

The bequest was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 6th of August^ 
1921.

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University Law College 

The history of the foundation of the College is set out in the 
following^minnte by the Hon’ble Justice Sir Asntosh MookeHee, 
Kt.,C8.f., M.A, D.L.. D.Sc,Fh.D, FJEt AS., FJLS £.,,F.A.S.B., 
Vice-Chancellor of the University. — “ Tho branch of our educa. 

tional system which stands inmeed of the most urjjent and radical reform is that 
concerned with the teaching of Law for our Degree Examinations. It is a 
noteworthy fact that we have not got a single College devoted entirely to the 
study of Law, as we have in the cases of Medicine and Engineering. When the 
tJniversiiy was founded in 1857, Law classes were attached to the Presidency 
College which was in the main, an Arts College. The number of Law students 
was comparatively small, and the first Professors employed to teach Law 
were men of considerable distinction. In 18f:4, the Grovernment decided 
to attach Law classes to its College at Hughly, Dacca, Krishnagar, Berhampur 
and Patna. In each case, a distinguished graduate in Law was appointed 
on a fixed monthly salary, and the be.st men available from the ranks 
of the then now batches of Law graduates were engaged. The classes 
at all these Colleges were comparatively small, and the tsaching impart- 
ed was more or less efficient from the point of view of the Law Regu- 
lations as they existed at the time. In 1869 similar Law classes were 
attached to the Colleges at Cuttack and Chittagong, and in 1880 Law classes 
were attached to the College at Hajshahi. Up to the point of time we have 
reached the Law classes were attached only to Government Collegen, and the 
fees charged were moderately high ; in the case of the Presidency College, the 
fee was five rupees a month in the First-year Class and ten rupees a month in the 
Second and Third-year Classes ; in the case of other Colleges, it wa.s nowhere 
less than five rupees a month. In 1882, the authorities of the Calcutta Metro- 
politan Institution applied for affiliation in Law. The application was granted, 
and as no conditions were imposed Law classes were opened with a monthly fee 
of three rupees in the First-year Class, four in the Second, and five in the Third- 
year Class. The immediate result was that the Presidency College lost the 
majority of its Law students. Shortly after, the City College was affiliated in 
Law in 1883. Two years later, the Ripon College was affiliated in Law in 1885 
and opened clasces at a uniform rate, of throe rupees, W’ith the result that the 
other private Colleges were obliged to come down to the same level. About this 
time, the Government closed the Law classes in the Presidency College. Since 
then, another College has been affiliated in Law in Calcutta, namely, the 
Bangabasi College in 1896, and six Colleges in Mofusail have also been 
affiliated in Law, namely, Cooch-Behar, Bhagalpur, Midnapnr, Bankipur, 
Barisal and Rangoon. The University, therefore, has at the present time 
nominally 19 Colleges to which Law cldfeses are attached, but there are really 
18 at work, as the Presidency College has had no classes during more than 
twenty years. The Calcutta Colleges have raised their fee from rupees three 
to rupees four. In the Mofnssil Colleges, the fee ranges from rupees three 
to rupees six. The classes everywhere in the past were more or less 
full ; but the College which has had the largest number on its rolls 
is the Ripon College. As regards the efficiency of these Colleges, judged 
from the point of view of the requirements of the New Regulations, only one 
opinion is possible ; they are nowhere near the mark, and the arrangementSt 
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made, can, at the best, be rej?arded as nominal compliance with the regula- 
tions. The system which has prevailed for many years past in most of the 
, Government Colleges in the Mofussil, namely to pay the Law Lecturer the 
amount of fees paid by the students has been suicidal. To take one example, 
in a Government College situated not very many miles from Calcutta, 
there was during the last session only one student who paid five rupees a 
month, and for this sum a Government Pleader, who is the Law Lecturer, 
is supposed to have taken him through a complete course of Law studies. In 
Calcutta, where the number of students is very large, the state of things 
has been just the opposite, and the successful endeavour has been made to turn 
the Law Classes into as lucrative a business as possible. The object has 
been gained, practically by an entire sacrifice of discipline. A class may 
have on its rolls 150 students; the Lecturer begins at the appointed time, 
say 8 o’clock in the morning, with a dozen students ; after he has lectured 
for half ati hour, students begin to drop in till the class becomes pretty 
full when the rolls are called Proper continuity of work is hardly possible 
under such circumstances. The majority of the students have no books ; 
they do not intend to listen to the lectures ; very many of them are employed 
as Teachers in Schools or Clerks in Offices and their only anxiety is to 
got credit for attendance at a certain number of lectures as required by 
the University Regulations ; and it is by no means an unusnal incident for a 
.student to get himself marked “present” by a proxy. Not only are the 
majority of the students irregular and unpunctual in attendance, not only in 
attendance expressly for the ])iirpose of colourable compliance with the 
University Regulations — the same laxity characterises, in many instances, 
the payment of college fees wliiph are often allow'ed to fall into arrears and 
sometimes unrealised and lost to the college. All this laxity encourages our 
graduates to enter themselves largely as Law students, so that at some 
future time when occasion may arise or when they may find it convenient 
they may appear at the Examination on the strengtli of their attendance 
at these lectures. Thi^ is manifestly contrary to the spirit of the new 
Regulations. Tho new University Regulations in Law contemplate a thorough 
training in all the snbjecf.s of the Examination. The number of subjects 
has been increased by tho introduction of important branches like Roman Law, 
Theory of Legislation. Equity and the English Law of Real Property. The 
number of lectures to be delivered, to cover the course, is considerably in 
excess of w’hat was required under the Old Regulations. Students are re- 
quired to attend Moot Courts where legal problems are discussed by them 
under the presidency of their Professor as judge. This can be done with 
profit and instruction only if the students have been taken in small batches 
and taught by their teachers to study and analyse cases and to deduce 
legal principles from a first-hand study of important judicial decisions. 
Then again, in the Examination under the New Regulations 40 per c^nt. of 
the marks are to bo allotted to the solution of questions framed with a view 
to test tl»e cibility of candidates to apply the more important legal principles 
to concrete cases. The Regulations provide not only that full credit is to 
be given for well-reasoned answers to such questions, even though the con- 
elusions happen to differ from the views taken in decided cases but also that 
no credit shall be given for bare answers unsupported by arguments. All 
this implies a far more thorough training than can be obtained by 
mere attendance at lectures delivered^ to large classes of Students. Indeed 
the Regulations assume a thorough grounding in legal principles, and a 
systematic study of illustrative cases such as can be pursued only in a good 
Law Library and under the guidance of an efficient teacher placed in 
^argo of a limited number of students. From the point of view of the 
New Regulations, not one of the Law classes can consequently pretend to 
liiake any approach to efficiency. No College has got a good Law Library 
or a sufficient number of efficient teachers. No attempt is made to enforce 
discipline among the students. The Bengal Edneation Department has 
realised this and I understand that the Law classes attached to all the

OoverDtnent CollefireB in Ben^l will be closed from the befi^inning of the 
current session. The Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam have also- 
realised the sitnatioo, and the Law classes attached to the Government 
Colleges in the Province will shortly be closed, and will be replaced*' 
by a Law School at Dacca, a proposal for the affilfation of which will be 
submitted to the University by the Director of Public instruction. So far as 
the private Colleges out of Calcutta are concerned they cannot possibly satisfy 
the requirements of the Regulations. So far as the private Colleges in Calcutta 
are concerned, the authorities of the Bangabasi College have already intimated 
to the University that they have decided to discontinue the Law classes from the 
beginning of the ensuing session. So far as the Metropolitan Institution and 
the City College are concerned, neither of them makes a substantial profit upon 
the Law classes and if their Law classes are closed, the financial position of the 
Colleges would not bo seriously affected. As regards the Ripon College, with 
which I shall deal later on, the case is different ; this particular College effects 
a substantial saving upon the Law classes, a portion of which is apparently 
absorbed in the maintenance of the Arts Department. If the Law classes in the 
Ripon College are closed, it would mean a substantial loss to the Proprietor. As 
I have already stated, however, none of the existing Law classes is efficient from 
the point of view of the New Regulations, and I am not prepared to concede that 
these Law classes should be allowed to exist either for the maintenance of the 
Arts classes or for the profit of the Proprjptors. Under Section 7, Chapter XiX 
of the Regulations, the University is called upon to submit the case of each 
College to the Government of India and I feel no doubt that neither the 
Syndicate nor the Senate can, with any sense of self-respect, recommend the 
continuance of the present system which has been a serious blot on our educa- 
tional methods for many years past. 1 invite the University, therefore, to face 
the situation, and refuse to countenance any longer what has hitherto 
prospered under the name of legal education. The only solution of the situation 
is to close all the Law classes and for the University, to found a Law College, 
like the Law Colleges in Madras, Bombay and Allahabad. The Law Colleges in 
the other Provinces are owned and midntained by Government ; the Law College 
proposed by me will, however, bo a University College, though we may thank- 
fully accept any aid which the Government may give. I do not desire it to be 
understood, however, that 1 claim any monopoly for the University Law College 
as I have already stated there will be a similar Law School, though on a 
smaller scale, at Dacca and 1 trust that at no distant date, there may bo a 
well-equipped Law School for Behar at Bankipur. It is not inconceivable also 
that with liberal endowments a Law College may bo established in some other 
part of the province. But whenever or wherever such an institution may be 
established, and whoever may maintain it the essential condition for its 
affiliation to the University must be that it is honn fide centre of legal education. 

I shall now give an outline of my scheme. 

The University Law College shall be under the management of a Governing 
Body of Twelve members, constituted as follows : — 

1. The Vice-ChaucelTor, Ex-officio President. 

2-4. Three Judges of the High Court (to be nominated by the Chief Justice 
of Bengal in consultation with the Vice-Chancellor). 

5. The Advocate-General of Bengal, Ex-officio. 

6-7. One member of the Bar and one Vakil of the High Court. (Both to 
be nominated by the Faculty of Law). 

8. The Legal Remembrancer to the Government of Bengal. 

9. The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

10. The Principal of the Law College. 

11-12. Two Lecturers of the College to be elected by the Staff. 

Members of the Governing Body shall be elected annually. Occasion* 
vacancies shall be filled up by the Syndicate, upon the recommendation of th® 
body entitled to elect. 
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Tho inanagement of the College shall be vested in the Governing Body, but 
their proceedings shall be subject to confirmation by the Syndicate. 

^ As the Governing Body described above cannot be completely constituted 
till the College has been actually established and the Principal and the staff 
appointed, a provisional Committee shall be appointed by the Syndicate. 

The College shall have a whole-time Principal who shall not be allowed to 
practise in Courts. His salary shall be lis. 800 a month rising to Rs. 1,000 by 
annual increment of Rs. 50. It may be added that each of the Law Colleges in 
the other Provixtces has a whole-time Principal, and it does not require any 
argument to show that some one must make it his business to look after the 
College and to maintain it in a state of efficiency. 

If we assnme that there will be 150 students in each class there must be 
in addition to the Principal, one Professor on Rs. 200 a month, and 8 Assistant 
Professors on Rs. 150 a month. For a larger number of students, the staff will 
have to be proportionately increased. 

The Principal shall lecture two hours a day, and the Professor one hour a 
day, during at least 30 weeks in the year (this would iuclude s^'stematic 
lectures as well as sittings of the Moot Court). The Assistant Professors will 
take the students in batches of twenty. Each Assistant Professor will, 
therefore, have under his charge 20 First-year and 20 Second-year students. 
He will, on alternate days, take the tWo sets of students to the Library for 
tutorial, work and discussion of cases, during, on an average, 2 hours a day ; he 
will also give the students under his charge regular weekly exercises or subjects 
for essays which will be corrected and returned. The duty of each Assistant 
Professor, tjiereforo, will be discussion with the students 2 hours every day and 
correction of forty exercises a week. Each student, will, thus, have 9 hours' 
lectures a week and 6 hours work a week in the Library. This, I think, is a very 
moderate demand to make, and I shall not be surprised if it is found 
necessary to increase the quantity of work later on. What 1 have suggested is 
extremely moderate in comparison with the work demanded from students in 
Law Colleges elsewhere which have reached a hiuh degree of excellence, for 
instance, Columbia and Harvard in the United States and Tokyo in Japan. 
1 do not doubt, however, that even the moderate beginning in earnest work 
which I propose, will reduce the existing number of nominal sfudents who now 
swell the rolls. In the University College no one, I hope, will take his admission 
who does not seriously wish to undertake the study of Law, and, for myself, I 
do not wish anybody else to come near the place. No one, I trust, deems it 
the duty of the University to encourage or countenance a system under which 
the very first art practised by young aspirants for entrance into a learned and 
honourable profession is defiance of discipline and evasion of the University 
Regulations. 

The monthly recurring expenditure will be Rs. 2,200 in the first year. I 
have estimated the number of students at 3(X). The tuition fee must, therefore, 
be fixed at Rupees eight a month, which is, by no means, too high, if we consider 
the quality of training we propose to give. In any event, a Law student, even 
under the conditions I proposs, will have to spend less, and will have* much 
easier life than a medical or an engineering student. I am in a position to 
add, however, that the Government of Bengal is prepared to make an annual 
grant, to be devoted to reducing the fees of students by the grant of scholarships 
at the discretion of the Governing Body ; the amount of the grant will be 
Rs. 3,500 a year for the first five years, and will be subject to reconsideration 
at the end of that period. With this sum at our disposal we may, for instance, 
institute about oiie hundred and forty-five studentships of Rs. 2 a month to be 
given to deserving students upon the results of work done in the College. The 
effect of this arrangement will be that deserving students will, praotioall}^, have 
to pay a fee of Hs. 6 only a month. 

The College must have a good Law Librarary ; Rs. 30,000 to start with is a 
>3aodorate estimate. 1 suggest that this amount be provided from the University 
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Reserve Fund. In addition to this, the Government of India and the Government 
of Bengal nre prepared to help us and to place in the Law College Library, for 
the use of Law students, several sets of the Indian Law Reports and other Law 
Publications of the Government of India and of the different Local Governments. *' 

The College must be suitably located. There will ^ be no difficulty in 
providing proper theatres in the University Buildings which we propose to erect 
at once on the land recently acquired by the University towards the west of the 
Senate House. I wonld also suggest that of the Reading Rooms in the 
Darbhaiiga Library Building, eight may be fitted up with small working 
Libraries where the students may read under the guidance of the Assistant 
Professors. 

If the scheme is approved, I hope to be able to get everything ready so as 
to be in a position to open the Law College in July, 1909. 

1 have given, I hope, an intelligible outline of the proposed University Law 
College. The details, of course, will require careful consideration and must be 
loft to the Provisional Committee. 1 wish it to be understood also that the 
details 1 have suggested may require modification in the light of experience. 

There are two other questions which incidentally arise and deserve con* 
sideration ; the first of these relates to what are known as Pleadership 8tudents» 
and the second, to the Ripon College. 

As regards the Pleadership students, they are required under Rules, framed 
by the High Court (Chapter XI, Rule 6 of the High Court Rules, page 263), to 
attend lectures at one of the Colleges affiliated in Law to the Calcutta University, 
before they are allowed to appear at the Pleadership Examination. The 
University is not directly concerned with these students, and if a strict view is 
taken of the scope of the Oniversity Law College, it may well be contended that 
these Pleadership students ought not to find any place in our institution. It 
will be a matter for the authorities who contn)lled that Examination to decide 
whether the Rules ought to bo so modified as to allow Pleadership students to 
read in some one or all of the existing Law Classes. If such a course is adopted 
— as may w’ell bo on the ground that the Pleadership course differs in some 
essential respect from our B.L. Course — we shall have nothing to do with the 
Pleadeiship students. If, however, the High Court desires that the Pleadership 
students in future should undergo the same kind of training as we propose to 
give to our B.L, students, and if the University consents to find accommodation 
for them, we may very w'ell ask the Government to give us substantial aid. The 
question of the provision to be made for the education of Pleadership students, 
however, obviou.sly does not concern the University directly, and cannot deter or 
delay afiv action which the University may find essential in the true interests of 
the education of its Law students. 

Next, as regards the Ripon College, I have already stated, that it makes a 
substantial profit out of the Law clas-ses ; the withdrawal of affiliation in Law 
will therefore mean loss to the Proprietor. I do not hesitate to say that this 
ought not to deter or delay that action on the part of the University which is 
essential in the interests of sound education and discipline. At the same time, 

I think the University may, if the Proprietor so desire, assist him to put the 
College finances on a sound basis. I have before mo the Report of the 
University Auditor on the College Accounts, such as they are. One fact is 
patent. A large amount of money is annually lost in the B.L. classcjs, in the 
Pleadership classes, as also in the Arts classes, by reason of great laxity in the 
realisation of fees from the students. The remedy for this lies in the hands of 
the Proprietor himself. In the next place, it seems to me clear that if the Arts 
classes are to be made self-supporting, the college fees must Ije raised, and a 
rise of even one rupee a month in the foe paid by each student would bring 
in a considerable sum, nearly sufficient to make up for the loss likely to be 
caused by the abolition of the B. L. classes. If the Pleadership classes are also 
abolished, there would perhaps, bo no margin left for the Proprietor ; if| 
however, the High Court is satisfied that the Pleadership classes can be 
remodelled, so as to meet the requirements of that description of students, and 
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if the High Court recognises the Pleadership classes, there would be a margin 
left for the Proprietor. The condition of this particular College and of some 
of the other Private Colleges in Calcutta suggests to my mind that it may be 
iesirable for the University to arrange for University Lecturers to teach the 
B.A. and B Sc. Honours Courses. If this idea is carried out, as has already 
been recommended the Syndicate, the pressure upon thesp Colleges in the 
Arts department would be considerably reduced. I may add that if one or 
more of these Colleges will seriously consider the question of a small rise in 
the fees levied from Arts students, the Syndicate may very well help them to 
come to a. common understanding upon the point, so as to avoid the unfair 
competition referred to in Section 6, Clause (i) of Chapter XVIII of the Regula* 
tions. The University may reasonably be expected to assist the Colleges so as 
to facilitate their work, but I maintain, at the same time, that the University 
ought not to be expected to countenance a thoroughly unsound system which is 
misnamed legal education for the benefit of either Arts Classes of Colleges or of 
their Proprietors.*’ 

The above Minute was considered by the Syndicate at their meeting on the 
4th July, 1908, when the following Resolution was adopted : — 

“ That the Syndicate recommend to the Senate that a University Law 
College be established and that the Syndicate be authorised to appoint a 
Provisional Committee to organise it.” 

The Minute was also considered by the Faculty of Law at a special meeting 
held on the 14th of July, 1908, when the following motion was carried : — 

“ That the Faculty do record its opinion that for the promotion of legal 
education of students for degrees in Law, it is desirable to establish a University 
Law College, to serve as a model College, but not so as to create a monopoly 
cither general or local.” 

On tho 21st July, 1908, upon the motion of the Hon’ble Vice-Chancellor the 
Senate unanimously accepted the recommendation of the Syndicate and the 
Faculty of Law that a University Law College be established. This resolution 
of the Senate subsequently received the sanction of the Governor-General in 
Council on the 2oth August, 1908, and the College was formally affiliated 
to the University in Law with effect from July, li)09. 

The College is under the management of a Governing Body, consisting of 
sixteen members, constituted as follows ; — 

I. The Vice-Chancellor, President, Ex-officio. 

II-IV. Three Judges of the High Court (to be nominated by the Chief 
Justice of Bengal in consultation with the Vice-Chancellor). 

V. The Advocate-General of Bengal, Ex-officio. 

VI. Tho Senior Goveriiraent Pleader of the High Court, Ex-officio. 

VII-IX. Three members nominated by the Faculty of Law, one of whom at 
least, shall be a member of the Bar and one a Vakil of the High 
Coiu*t. 

X. One Representative of the Incorporated Law Society. 

XI. The Legal Remembrancer to the Government of Bengal, Ex-officio, 

XII. The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, Ex-offi>cio. 

XIII. The Principal of the Law College, Ex-officio. 

XIV. The Vice- Principal of the Law College, Ex-ojfficio. 

XV-XVI. Two Lecturers of the College to be elected by the staff. 

The members of the Governing Body are appointed annually. They hold 
office during the academic year for which they are appointed, occasional 
vacancies being filled up by the Syndicate upon the recommendation of tho Body 
entitled to appoint. 

At meeting^ of the Governing Body, seven Members form a quorum. 

The proceedings of the Governing Body are subject to confirmation by the 

Syndicate. 
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The staff of the College consists of a Principal, a Vice- Principal and as 
man/ Professors as are needed to meet the requirements of the students. 

Each of Uie thi^e years* course will comprise not less than 200 working 
days. There will be three terms in each year, the first of which will extend 
from the last week of June to the end of September; the second from the 
beginning of November to the end of the third week of December $ and the third 
from the beginning of January to the middle of April.

Since the session 1918-19, the teaching arrangements in the College have 
been entirely re-organised in accordance with the scheme outlined in the follow- 
ing memorandum by the Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.l. — 

The unsatisfactory system of training of Law students, which prevailed in 
our colleges before the University Law College was founded, is described in a 
memorandum drawn up by me on the Ist July, 1908, and printed in the 
University Calendar for 1917, Part 1, pages 112-117. The Bystem now in force 
marks a considerable advance upon the pre-existing condition of things, but 
stands in urgent need of further improvement in essential particulars. 

Under the present system, the students are taught in two types of classes. 
In one type of classes, the students are required to attend three lectures a day> 
two of them delivered to a class of 160 students each, the other to a class 
of 25 students commonly known as a tutorial class. Each of these lectures 
extends over a period of 45 minutes, so that the student attends lectures 
which occupy him for two hours and fifteen minutes. In the other type 
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clasiesy the stadents are required to attend two lectures a day each extending^ 
orer one hour ; each of these classes comprises on an averai^e from 50 to 60 
students. There is also some arrangement for wHtten exercises, but it is of so 
inadequate a character that no further reference need be made to the subject. 
There are, in addition, « moot courts. Cases are prescribed in advance to be 
studied by students ; these are thereafter, argued by them in the class with the 
Professor in the (^ir. It is obviously impossible for every student to take part 
in these discussions and as a matter of fact in each class there is a small group 
of student! who systematically join in the debate, while the others somewhat 
listlessly watch the proceedings. 

The vital defect of the present system is that it does not ensure in- 
dependent work on the part of the student ; he is supposed to listen patiently to . 
long courses of lectures, and if he is specially diligent, to take down notes and 
analyses with a view tn commit them to memory ; in other words, he is 
supplied with pre-digested food which he is expected to assimilate. But if there 
is any branch of study which requires independent thought on the part of the 
students it is unquestionably law, and he should be made to cultivate from the 
earliest period, that habit of clear and accurate thinking which is essential for 
the attainment of professional success. This point of view has pressed itself 
upon my mind for some time past, but I have not been able hitherto to suggest a 
complete re-organisation of the teaching arrangements in the University Law 
College, by reason of financial considerations. At the time of the establishment 
of the College, in 1909, we found it necessary to draw from the general funds of 
the University a considerable sum of money for the equipment of the library; 
year by year, the sum advanced has been paid back in instalments and on the 
30th Jnne of the current year, the final balance due will be repaid. From the 
commencement of the ensuing academic session, we shall thus be in a position 
to spend the whole of our income for the benefit of the students. In these 
circumstancbs, I venture to ask the indulgence of my colleagnes on the 
Governing Body, to place before them proposals for a more efficient scheme of 
legal studies for the benefit of our students than has hitherto been found 
practicable 

The two principles which underlie my proposals are as follows : 

(1) The number of formal lectures which each student is required to 
attend should be reduced ; 

(2) Each student should be required periodically to compose a short essay 
on a prescribed subject, after he had an opportunity to study it under the 
guidance of his teacher, who would suggest a suitable course of reading therefor; 

(3) These exercises would be submitted to the teacher, who would correct 
them at homo, and would subsequently meet the students in small groups, to 
discuss with them points which arose on the exercises and any cognate topics. 

After careful consideration of the entire course prescribed by the Regulations, 

I am inclined to adopt the view that no student need be required to attend more 
than one lecture a day, and that each student should be required to compose 
under tutorial guidance as indicated above one essay every two weeks. The 
college session covers from 26 to 30 weeks; each student will consequently be 
expected to prepare from 12 to 16 essays during the whole year. This I do not 
consider to be too exacting, and I trust that if a student faithfully does his work, 
he will cultivate that habit of accuracy and conciseness which is absolutely 
essential for a successful career in the profession. In addition to this, the 
arrangements for moot courts will be continued, as required by the Regulations, 

The maximum number of students who can be accommodated in the College 
in the morning and the evening classes, is 2,,400; the highest number we had on 
our rolls was during the last session, v»»., 2,180. If we fix the number at the 
maximum, we have to arrange for approximately 800 students in each of the three , 
classes, as we have under the Regulations a three years* course of Law study. T 
^ould divide each class into sections of 100 students at the most. Each sect’ 

bo subdivided into two groups for delivery of the formal lectures a^ ' 
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four groups for purposes of tutorial work. Each section of 100 students will 
then be placed in charge of two teachers each lecturing on half the course and 
each taking the tutorials in his special subjects. The duty of each teacher^* 
whether appointed chairman or not, thus, will be as follows ; 

(1) to deliver, on six days in the week, one lecture a day to a class of 50 
students at most, extending over one hour ; 

(2) to correct 25 exercises a week, 

(3) to meet 25 students in group of 8, on three days in the week {one hour 
each day). As the correction of exercises will be done at home, each teacher 
will have to attend in the University buildings 9 hours in the course of the 
week. 

(4) To attend, at a stated time, once a week in the University Buildings 
a meeting of teachers in the special subject including the Ohairman, with a view 
to fix the subjects for tutorial work, to consider and prepare the syllabus, to 
discuss the progress of work, to compare notes of their experience, and generally 
to transact all such business as may be necessary for the proper co-crdination 
of the work of instruction. 

(5) to hold Moot Courts on stated occasions. 

The work of each student will be as follows : 

(1) to attend one lecture a day, every day in the week ; 

(2) to compose one essay in two weeks ; 

(3) to attend a tutorial class for one hour, once in two weeks ; 

(4) To attend Moot Courts as directed. 

This scheme will require a staff of 48 teachers, namely, two for each of 
the 24 groups of 100 students. It is manifest, however, that some links must 
be provided for co*ordination of the work ; it would be disastrous, indeed, if 
each teacher were left free to follow his own way without consultation with such 
at any rate of his colleagues as might be engaged in dealing with the same 
subject as he himself was teaching. It would consequently be necessary to 
group together the teachers in each subject and to appoint a Chairman for that 
group. Each group, under the guidance of its Chairman, should meet at stated 
times in the University Buildings, fix the subjects for tutorial work, discuss how 
the work was progressing, and compare notes of their experience. Let me take 
a concrete illustration. In the Second-year Class, each stndent is required to 
attend lectures on four subjects, namely (1) Muhammadan Law, etc., (2) 
Transfer of Property, (3) Beal Property and Succession, and (4) Contracts and 
Torts. We shall have 16 teachers for the 8 sections of 100 students each ; 
eight of these teachers will take up the first two subjects in the 8 sections, the 
remaining eight will take up the other two subjects in those sections. Each 
group of 8 teachers will have a Ohairman, to be selected with due regard to 
seniority and academic distinction. As there will be 6 such groups in the 
three Classes taken together, we shall require 48 + 6 b 64 teachers. In addi- 
tion, we have the Principal and the Vice-Principal, who in spite of their heavy 
administrative duties, may be able to participate, to a limited extent, in the 
work of instruction or supervision as Chairman. I would further suggest that 
the gentlemen appointed as Chairmen may not only secure that the work by 
the several groups of teachers with whom they will be respectively associated 
is properly organised but they themselves may very well be expected to 
deliver daring the year, short courses of 4 to 6 public lectures on important 
topics selected at their choice. These lectures may be thrown open to all Law 
students in the University, and the Professors may also be encouraged to publish 
them, i{ they are allowed to retain the copyright. 

* • ♦ • ' • 

I am inclined to think that it would be an advantage to constitute a small 
Council, consisting of the Principal, the Vice- Principal and the 6 Chairmen, to 
•zeroise general fopervision over the whole teaching work of the institution 
and if it is found necessary to associate myself with this body in effectively 
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carrying out the scheme of re-organisation, 1 shall cheerfully find time for the 
^work.” 

The above scheme was modified by the Governing Body on the 17th May, 
1921, and the following modified scheme has been in operation since then : — 

(t) The duty of each teacher whether appointed Chairman or not will be as 
follows:— 

(a) To deliver on six days in the week one lecture a day to a class of 
fifty students ordinarily extending over one hour. 

(b) To correct twenty-five exercises ordinarily every week. 

(c) To meet twenty-five students ordinarily in groups of eight on three days 
in the week (one hour each day). 

(d) To attend, at a stated time, once a week in the University Buildings, 
a meeting of teachers in the special subject including the Chairman, with a 
view to fix the subjects for tutorial work, to consider and prepare the syllabus, 
to discuss the progress of work, to compare notes of their experience, and, 
generally to transact all siiCh business as may be necessary for the proper 
co-ordination of the work of instruction 

(e) To hold Moot Courts on 'stated occasions. 

(ti) The work of each student will ordinarily be as follows : — 

(a) To attend one lecture every day in the week. 

(b) To compose one essay in two weeks. 

(c) To attend a tutorial class for one hour once in two weeks. 

(d) To attend Moot Courts as directed. 

(iii) The duties of the Chairman in each subject, apart from his duties as 
Professor, shall be as follows : 

(a) The staff in each subject, that is, the Chairman in consultation with 
his colleagues, shall prepare a syllabus of the lectures to be delivered in the 
subject so as to cover the course prescribed by the University. To the syllabus 
for each lecture will be appended hints for reading for the guidance of the 
students. Each syllabus will be printed and copies furnished to the members 
of the staff and students. 

(b) The staff in each subject, that is, the Chairman in consultation with 
his colleagues, will draw up a detailed programme for tutorial work indicating 
hints for reading in the case of each topic. These may be printed and circn- 
lated as in the case of the syllabus. 

(c) The staff in each subject, that is the Chairman in consultation with 
his colleagues, shall draw up a detailed programme of topics and cases for 
discussion in the Moot Courts with hints for reading. These may be printed 
and circulated as in the case of the syllabus and programme for tutorial 
work. 

(d) The staff in each subject, that is the Chairman and his colleagues, 
should meet ordinarily once a week during term time. 

As regards the lectures, they will consider how far the scheme as outlined 
in the syllabus was being practically carried out and determine from time 
to time the alterations, if any, required in the syllabus. 

As regards the tutorial work, each Professor will send to the Chairman 
the Bxeicise Books corrected by him. The Chairman will, in his discretion, 
examine at least two books from each group taken at random with a view 
to ascertain the nature of the work done by the students. The Chairman 
will discuss with the Professor concerned what steps, if any, should be taken 
to set right defects he may notice in the work. All questions of importance 
thus brought to light shall be considered at the weekly meeting of all the 
teachers concerned and may, if neoessary, be submitted tp the Council for 
'eonsideration and orders.

An adminion feeotSa..7iiel*> 
charged in the case of first admission to the Oollege. 
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Twelve soholartihips of Rs. 10 a month each tenable for one year, have 
been established. Four of these are open to competition among students of 
»the First-year Class, four among the students of the Second-year Class and 
foar among the students of the Third-year Class. Tho scholarships in the First- 
year Class are swarded towards the end of September upon the results of the 
College test which is held at the time, those in the Second-year Class are 
awarded upon the results of the Preliminary Examination in Law and those 
in the Third-year Class upon the results of the Intermediate Examination in 
Law. All those scholarships take effect retrospectively from July. 

Twenty-four scholarships of Rs. 6 a month, tenable for one year, are also 
awarded from the endowment established by the Maharaja of Cossimbazar. 
Eight of these are open to competition among students of the First-year Class, 
eight among the students of the Second-year Chiss and eight among the 
students of the Third-year Class. They are chiefly open to competition among 
students graduating from Krishnath College, Berhampur. 

Pr ivision has been made for the residence of students who do not reside 
with their parents or guardians. Such students must apply on or before the 
1st July, ancf students are recommended in all cases to take their admission 
before the Ist of July. 

To the College* is attached an extensive Law Library containing numerous 
sets of Re]>orts and Text-books. The Library is divided into two sections — (A) 
for reference, (B) for lending. Books in Section (A) may be consulted by 
students at any time from 9 \.M. to 6-30 P.M. Books in Section (B) may be 
borrowed by students ; no deposit is required, if one volume is borrowed. Those 
who dejmsit Rs. 5 are allowed to borrow two volumes at a time. 

The College is held in the spacious ap'irtments of the Durbhanga Build- 
ings ; ample provision has been made tor Reading Rooms. 

Arrang'^ments have been made to deliver a course of lectures in the M.L. 
Classes which have been opened on JurisprudeMce, Roman Law, Private Inter* 
national Law, flindu Law and Equity. The college fee for M.L. Classes is 
Rs. 24 for each course to be realised in four equal instalments within the flrst 
two weeks of each quarter. No student will be permitted to take np more 
than two courses simultaneously. 

All applications lor admission are to be addressed to the Registrar, Senate 
House, Calcutta. Further information as also a detailed programme of the 
work and Library rules, etc., may be obtained on application to the Librarian, 
University Law College, Senate House, Calcutta. 

RULES OF THE HARDINGE HOSTEL OF THE UNIVERSITY 
LAW COLLEGE. 

I.— Admission. 

1. The Hardinge Hostel is reserved for the use of Hindu students of the 
University Law College. It is a collegiate Hostel as denned in Chapter XXIV 
(7) of the University Regulations. 

2. Applications for admission must be made in the prescribed form. Every 
admission shall be subject to the approval of the Principal or the Vice- Principal. 

II.— Pbks. 

3. A fee of Rs. 6 shall be paid by every student on flrst admission to the 
Hardinge Hostel. If a student withdraws and seeks re-admission the fee must 
be again paid. 

Every student will also be required to deposit a further sum of Rs. 4 on 
his admission to the Hostel to make good any breakage or damage to the eleotrio 
fittings in the rooms, passages or halls for which ho may be found responsible 
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4. The monthly Hostel charges for eaoh student in the first, second, 
third and fourth floors shall be Rs. 25, and for eaoh student in the ground floor 
Bs. 23. 

[I^OTE. — This is based upon an approximate estimate .of the expenses under 
the following heads.] 

Seat rent 

Messing charges 
Electric light 
Farnitiire and Utensils 
Establishment charges 
Municipal rates 
Medical aid 
Incidental expenses 

Each stndent occupying the first, second, third or fourth floor will have to 
pay Rs. 26. and each student occupying the ground floor Rs. 23, during every 
month of the year ; provided that if ho does not reside daring summer vacation 
he will be allowed a r- mission of Rs. 22 if ho is a boarder of the first, second 
third or fourth floor, and a remission of Rs. 20 if he is a boarder of the ground 
floor, for the months of May and June ; and provided that if ho resides during 
summer vacation, he will be allowed a remission of Rs. 13*8 only per month for 
May and June, during which he will reside and will have to make his own 
messing arrangement. 

Boarders will be allowed a remission of their messing charges only for such 
period during the Puja vacation ns may be fixed by the Principal or Vico- 
Principal. They will have to manage their own messing during such period. 

5. The monthly fees are payable in advance in one sura to the University 

Cashier or before the 15 th of every month; for every day’s 
delay beyond this limit, a fine of two annas will be levied. 

6. Admissions are understood to be for a complete term, and boarders are 
liable for all charges from the beginning of the term. Messing charges may, 
however, be remitted in special ca.so8, in particular in cases of leave on medi. 
cal certificate for periods of 15 days and over but not le.ss than 15 provided 
the 15 days fall withiu one and the same month, and in cases of late admission 
on transfer and on the occurrence of vacancies ; also in cases of withdrawal on 
transfer or medical certificate. 

Remission of the messing charges cannot be claimed as a matter of right 
and no remission will be granted unless previously absenting themselves 
boarders obtain the written permission of the Principal or the Vice-Principal. 

7. Withdrawal from the Hostel requires the sanction of the Principal or 
the Vice- Principal. Application for withdrawal must be made by the guardian 
and submitted at least ten days before the date from which the withdrawal 
is to take effect.

III. — PUBNITUB*. 

8. Bedstead, table, ohair, stool, book-self, cloth-peg, dirty linen chest, one 
of each, and also a set of bell-metal utensils (1 rice-plate, I tumbler and 2 cups) 
will be supplied to all boarders on admission. Boarders must provide their 
own bedding. 

Furniture must not be removed from the Common rooms or from one 
to another without permission. 

9. In case of wHfnl damage to fumitore, fixtures or utensils, the damage 
must be made good by the boarder or boarders causing it. 
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IV. -Meals. 

10. The arrangements for meals will be made by the Assistant Super- 
intendent, assisted by a Mess Committee of boarders, elected, two from each 
flat, by the boarders oi^ the flats severally. 

Mess Committee will be elected fortnightly. Each boarder must act as 
a Member of the Mess Committee by turn as required by the Principal or the 
Vice-Principal. One of the Prefects shall be a member of this Committee 
by turn. 

11. Boarders must take their meals in the dining-hall unless they are ill. 
The recognised times for meals are from 10 to 12 in the rooming from 8-30 to 
10-30 in the evening. The dinning-halls will be closed at 12 noon and at 10-30 
in the evening. 

12. In cases of illness, boarders will be supplied with such invalid diet 
as may be prescribed by the medical ofiicer to the Hostel, but, if extra expense 
is involved, it must be borne by the boarder himself. 

V.— Wards and Discipline. 

13. The Hostel is divided into five wards, each of which shall be in 
charge of a Prefect who will bo responsible for good order and discipline under 
the authority of the superintendent. The prefects will be appointed by the 
Principal or the Vice-?rincipal on the recommendation of the Superintendent 
and subjecc to the approval of the President of the Governing Body. 

14. In each ward the Prefect will call the roll morning and evening. 
He will be trusted to do his best to maintain good order in his ward in every 
respect, He will be expected to report breaches of the rules and any serious 
case of misconduct to the Superintendent. The ward servant will he under 
his orders. 

15. The Prefect will enjoy the following privilege : (1) He will be entitled 
to an allowance of lU. 15 per month; (2) He will be entitled to a special 
certificate when he leaves the College. 

Prefects will not be entitled to take leave from the Hostel for a period of 
more than 16 days and that only in case he falls ill. If any Prefect leaves 
the Hostel for more than that period or is unable to attend to his duties sepilr- 
ate arrangement will be made by the Principal or the Vice- Principal and no 
allowance will be paid to the Prefect for the period of his absence. 

16. Morning roll-call will be at 6-30 a.m. and evening roll-call at 9 p.m. 
throughout the year. At the hours of roll-call, the Prefects will be present in 
the Hall or the corridor of the ward as the case may be with the Register 
for 16 minutes. Boarders must come there within that time and sign their 
names in the Register. Failing to do this, the boarders will be treated as 
absent and marked as such by the Prefect. Absence from roll-call will be 
punishable by fine of four annas. 

17. Boarders will be expected to remain in their own rooms ordinarily 
and not disturb others by walking about in the verandahs, or talking. 

18. All boarders are required to be in the Hostel by evening roll-call. 
Boarders returning to tbe Hostel after 9 p.m., unless they have the written 
permission of the Superintendent to remain out later, will pay fines auto- 
matically in accordance with the following scale : —

At 11 P.M., the gate will be looked for the night. The Durwan shall slot 
allow any boarder to enter the Hostel after 1 1 p,m., unless such boarder bad the 
previous written permission of the Superintendent to stay out later tlian 11 
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P.M. Any boarder remaining oat later than 1 1 p.m. whether with or without 
the permission of the Superintendent shall be reported to the Principal. 

19. A Conduct Register will be kept by Superintendent (in acoordanse 
with the University Regalations) in which the names of boarders will bo on. 
tered in all oases of serious misconduct. An entry once' made cannot be altered 
or cancelled. 

Complaints to the Superintendent against the menials and others should 
be made in writing. Hoarders shall not take into their hands the task of 
chastising or punishing the menials. Such conduct will be regarded as mis. 
conduct. 

20. Boarders are liable to be fined at the discretion of the Superinten- 
dent for the infringement of rules, disobedience of orders and any other form 
of misconduct. More serious offences will be punished by the entry of the 
offender’s name in the Conduct Register, and in the extreme cases, by removal 
from the Hostel. If the Hostel charges are not paid within the month for which 
they are due, the name of the defaulter will be automatically removed from 
the Rolls and will not be restored except upon the special order of the Priii* 
cipal or the Vice-Principal. 

21. A form of report for each student will be filled in and signed by 
the Superintendent at the end of each year (or at the time of withdrawal 
from the Hostel). A good report will be a condition of continuance in the 
College, and of admission to the University Examinations. 

VI. — Water and Electric Installation. 

22. Students must not bathe anywhere in the Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th fioors, 
and in the lavatory block of the ground fioor. 

23. Water will be available on these floors from 6 to 10 a.m. and from 
3 to 6 P.M. The Ofiicer-in-charge of each flat will be held responsible, should 
any tap be found running. 

24. All lights except in corridors and passages in the rooms must be shut 
down at 11 p.m. 

25. All lights must be turned off, when the occupant of a room leaves it. 

• 26. If a room locked from the outside is found with lights on a fine of one 

rupee per day will be imposed. 

27. Bulbs must not be changed by the students. Violation of this rule 
by a student will make him liable to a fine of Rs. 4. 

28. Any breakage or damage to the Electric fittings in the rooms, passages, 
halls, must bo at once reported to the Superintendent, who will report to the 
Registrar. In the absence of a satisfactory explanation the occupant of the 
room or occupants of the rooms on the fioor where the damage has been done 
will be required to make good the loss. To ensure this being done, each of the 
occupants of the Hostel will have to deposit Rs. 4 at the beginning of the 
session, an account being rendered at the end of the session. 

29. All assistants Hnd students are expected to co-operate and assist the 
University in reducing the bills by shutting down the fans and lights when not 
in use. The Darwuns and Ghaprasis in each flat and room will be ordered to 
shut down any fans and lights which are not in use. 

Vll.—SlCKNRSS. 

30. Boarders, when ill, will be attended by the Medical Officer of the 
Hostel. If a boarder wishes to be attended by any other medical man, he must 
first obtain the permission of the Superintendent. In such cases, the Hostel 
lledical Offloer has no responsibility for the patient. Any extra expenses 
involved for diet or nursing must in these oases, be borne by the patient. 

31. Boarders when reported as seriously ill will be removed to the hospitsb 
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32. In case of infections illness, special precautions are necessary. Ic all 
such casch (measles, chicken-pox, cholera) there must be sesrregation from the 
rest of the boarders ; cases of small-pox or pla/E^ae must at once be removed from 
tide Hostel. 

VI 1 1. -^Visitors and other Non-Residents. 

33. Outsiders, whether friends or relatives of the students or any of the 
oflicers as a rule, shall not be allowed to pass even a single night in the Hostel. 
In emergent cases such as illness of a boarder, relatives or friends may be 
‘admitted in order to nurse him, with the previous written permission pf the 
Superintendent to be subsequently confirmed by the Principal or the Vice- 
Principal. 

By special permission of the Superintendent, male relatives and friends of 
the boarders may take their meals in the Hostel for one or two days as guests, 
but in no cases shall such permission be given for a longer period than two days. 
Guest’s charge at the rate of five annas per meal will have to be paid tn 
advance. 

In no case can this privilege be claimed as a right. Boarders must always 
obtain the consent of the Superintendent beforehand and permission can only be 
given when there is room in the Hostel without exceeding the recognised 
complement of boarders. 

34. Traders and hawkers of no description should come inside the hostel 
without permission from the Superintendent. 

35. At 9 P.M, all visitors and other persons from outside, except friends 
and relatives with special permission under Rule, 33 must leave the Hostel. 

IX. — Nkw Admission. 

36. Students will be formally admitted, only on showing the University 
Cashier’s receipts for fees deposited for the University Law College. This 
receipt will be evidence that the student has been admitted in the College. 

37. Any student desiring to stay in the Hostel before he is formally 
admitted as a boarder can only be allowed to do so on depositing the admission 
fee of Rs. 6. 

38. A student once formally admitted to the Hostel as a boarder, will not 
be permitted to have his admission cancelled. He may apply for withdrawal 
according to the rules, paying full charges for the whole term {vide Rule 6). 

39. The allotment of the rooms will be entirely at the discretion of the 
Superintendent. His decision in this matter will be final. 



University School of Mining: at Ikhra. 

Mr. Prankrista Chattorjee of 115A, Amherst Street, Calcutta, offered, in the 
following letter addressed to the Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor, to make-over 
to the' Calcutta University his school at Ikhra with buildings and 100 bighas 
of land and rupees ten thousand in cash for the equipment of a laboratory 
suitible for mining students together with an annual grant of 1,800 rupees 
chargeable upon his estate for the purpose of starting a University Mining 
School : —

The Hon’blb Sir Asutosh Mookvrjee, 

Vice-Chancellor , Calcutta University, 

Sis, 

For some time past I have entertained a strong desire to open up facilities 
for instruction in Mining in this Presidency. I feel much attracted by your 
successful efforts to promote scientific and technical training by the establish- 
ment of the University College of Science and Technology, and I venture to 
approach you in the hope that my humble offer of assistance in the direction 
indicated will receive favourable consideration at the hands of the University 
authorities. 

I have maintained for many years at Ikhra (near Raneegunj) a school 
named Basanti-Bejoy H. E School, which has been recognised by the Uni- 
versity as qualified to impart instruction up to the Matriculation standard. 
The school is very largely residential and has, I venture to think, a record of 
successful work to its credit. The school grounds occupy an area of nearly 
30 bighas on which stand the school building and the hostel for students and 
teachers. Ikhra is situated in the very heart of the coal distiict and is an 
obviously suitable pla:e for the establishment of a Mining School. 

It is roy desira that the University may establish a University School of 
Mines at Ikhra ; the beginning may be modest, but doubtless there will be 
considerable development before many years elapse. With this object in view, 
I am prepared to make over to the University in perpetuity the following 
properties : — 

(1) One hundred bighas of land at Ikhra. (Value — about Ks. 60,000.) 

(2) The Basanti-Bejoy H. E. School with its furniture and appurtenances 
to be managed and maintained by the University and to be developed into a 
University School of Mines. 

(Valne of buildings and furniture — about Bs. 75,000.) 

Note. — 1 shall complete the buildings now in course of erection and put 
in order the ezistings building. (Estimated cost — about Rs. 10,000.) 

(3) Rupees Ten thousand in cash for the equipment of a Laboratory 
suitable for Mining students. 

(4) An annual grant of Rs. 1,800 charged upon the estate left by my lato 
father, Babu Bejoy Gobinda Chatterjee, under the terms of his will. 

(Capitalised value Rs. 30,000.) 

The Institution shoold be placed by the University under the msnagemeu^ 
of a Committee composed as follows : — 

1* The Vice-Chancellor of the University, President, Ea-officio, 

2-8. Two members of the Senate (elected annually). 
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4. Ove member of the Faoaltjr of Science (elected annnallj). 

^ 5. One member of the Faculty of Engineering (elected annuatlY). 

6-7. One University teacher in Geology and one University teacher in 
Mining (elected annually by the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in 
Science). 

si One Member to represent the Department of Industries (annually* 
nominated by the Minister in Charge). 

9. Director-General of Geological Survey of India, Ex-officio, 

10. The Head of the Institution, Ex-officio. 

11. One representative of the staff in the General Department of the 
Institution (annually elected by them). 

12. One representative of the staff in the Mining Department of the 
Institution (annnally elected by them). 

The Hon’ble Sir Asntosh Mookerjee shall always be a Member of the 
Committee, if he has not otherwise a seat thereon. 

There shall in addition be an Advisory Board which shall also act as a 
Board of Visitors. The Board shall be constituted annually by the Senate and 
shall include one representative of the Department of Mines of the Govern- 
ment of India and one person possessing intimate knowledge of the working 
of mines. 

As soon as this offer is accepted by the Senate, I shall take the necessary 
steps to execute the requisite deeds in favour of the University.

On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the Senate at its meeting 
held on the 24th September, 1921, accepted the generous offer with thanks.

Donors have some years ago established a High English School at Ikra in 
the District of Burdwan named “ Basanti Bejoy H, E. School ** which has 
been affiliated to the said University as qualified to impart instructions up 
to the Matriculation standard and whereas the Donors have maintained 
tho said School from the income thereof and from their private funds from 
its establishment till this date and whereas the Donors with a view to estab- 
lish the said School on a firm footing are desirous of making over to the said 
University the said School with all its furniture books and other appurten- 
ances belonging thereto or reputed or treated as belonging thereto on the 
terms and conditions hereinafter mentioned and whereas the Donors have

by the establishment of the University College of Science and Technology 
that the said University is capable if properly assisted of establishing and 
^nintaining a Sphool^ of mining instr actions and Whereas the Donors 
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believe that the said ** Baitanti Bejoy High English School *' is capable of 
being developed by the said University if properly assisted in the mannef 
hereinafter indicated into a University School of Mines and whereas the 
Donors have with that object in view approached the authorities of the said 
University and offered to make a gift of the properties mentioned and dee. 
cribed in the First, Second and Third Schedules hereto to the said Univer. 
'sity and to promise that the Donors shall complete the buildings of and 
appurtenant to the said Institution which are now in the coarse of con. 
struotion and effect proper repairs and make additions to and improvements 
on the existing buildings on the terms nnd conditions and upon the Trusts 
following : — 

I. That the Basanti Bejoy High English School with its furniture and 
appurtenances shall be managed and maintained by the University and 
without abolishing the said High School it shall be developed into a Univer- 
sity School of Mines.

The Board shall be constituted annually by the 
Senate and shall include one representative of the Department of Mines of 
the Government of India and one person possessing intimate knowledge of 
the working of the Mines. 

And whereas the said University has agreed to accept the Donors’ 
promises hereinbefore mentioned and the Donors* offer of the properties 
mentioned in the First, Second and Third Schedules hereto on tho terms and 
conditions and upon the Trusts hereinafter set forth now this Indenture 
Witnesseih that in pursuance of the said agreement and in considei*ation of 
the promises the Donors hereby grant convey and transfer to the said Uni- 
versity and its assigns.

more fully described and mentioned in the Schedule *B* hereunto 

annexed. 

(0) All that undivided one half share in the Darpattapis interests 
of the Donor in the Sibpur and Duata Mouzas situate in thana Jrmuria 
Sub-Bertistry Baneegungc Sub-division Asansole in the Disitrict of Burdwan 
which properties are specifically described and mentioned in the Schedule 
‘ C ’ hereunto annexed.

PREMCHAND ROYCHAND RESEARCH 
StDDENTSHIPS. 

Prcjmchand Royohand, Esq., of Bombay, in a letter to the Government of 
India, offered, to make a donation of two lakhs of rupees to the Calcutta Uni- 
versity, and on the 9th February, 1866, paid over this amount to the Government 
of India, to be transferred to the University and held by it as a Body 'orporate, 
under Section 2 of Act II of 1867. Mr. Premcband Roychand further expressed 
a hope, “ that the money should be devoted to some one larf^e object or to a 
portion of some large object for which it might in itself be insufficient.” 

The Senate, at a meeting on the 21st July, 1866, accepted Mr. Premcband 
Roychand’s munificent donation, and directed that it should be invested in 6 
per cent. Government Securities. 

The Senate, at its meeting, held on the 2Dd May, 1908, approved the 
following rules for appropriating the proceeds of the donation : — 

1 Six Studentships of Rs. 1,40Q a year, each to be called the Premcband 
Roychand Research Scholarship,” shall be maintained on the interest of the 
endowment. 

2. Any graduate of the University of Calcutta, who has passed the 
Examination for the Degree of Master or Doctor in any Faculty, during twelve 
years from the time that he passad the Entrance or the Matriculation Examina- 
tion, shall be eligible for only one of these Studentships. 

Explanation — 

Any person who passed the Entrance Examination in 1906 and subsequently 
passed the Examination for the Degree of Master or Doctor in any Faculty, may 
be a candidate for the Studentship in any year not later than 1920. 

3. The Studentships shall be awarded for promotion of research. Each 
Studentship shall be tenable for three years, during which the student will be 
required to carry on some special investigation or work in the subject in which 
the studentship was awarded. 

4. Tw^o Studentships shall, ordinarily, be awarded every year, one in a 
Literary Subject, the other in a Scientific Subject. 

6. The Literary Subjects shall be as follows : — 

English, Sanskrit, Pali, the Prakrits and Indian Vernaculars, Arabic, Com- 
parative Philology with special reference to the Oriental languages, Indian 
Palmography and Epigfraphy, Indian History, Philosophy, Economics. 

The Scientific' Subjects shall be as follows:— 

Mathematics, .Physios, Chemistry, Physiology, Botany, Geology and Mineral- 

Zoology including Proto- Zoology and Comparative Anatony, Experimental 
Psychologjy. 

6. Candidates for the Studentship shall submit their applications to the 
Registrar not later than the 3 let October in any year and shall at the same time 
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jpaj a fee of Hs. 32. Enoh appiioat/on Khali state (a) the academical distinctions 
which the candidate has obtained; (b) the subject in which he has apeciaiiaed; 
(e) any research or invavti^ation which he has made in the selected subject or' 
in any allied branch of knowledge; (d) the subject in which he intends, if 
elected to a Studentship, to carry on special investigation' or research. Every 
oandidate shall produce a thesis dealing with some subject in which he has 
carried on or intends to carry on research. Every candidate shall also state 
whether the research or investigation which he intends to undertake will be 
carried on in any particular Library or Laboratory and, if so, what facilities 
are available. Every candidate shall further produce along with his application 
testimonials to satisfy the Syndicate that he is in habits and character a fit and 
proper person to carry on the research which he proposes to undertake. 

7. The Syndicate shall, as soon as possible, after the applications have 
been submitted, appoint two special Boards, one to report on the applications in 
the Literary Subjects, the other to report on those in the Scientific Subjects. 

The candidates shall not be required to submit themselves to any written, 
oral or practical e.xamination ; but either special Board may, at its discretion, 
require a candidate to appear before it with a view to ascertain precisely the 
nature of the research or investigation in which he has been previously engaged 
or which he wished to undertake if elected to the Studentship. Each Board 
shall submit a report dealing with the name and qualifications of the candidate 
recommended for election to the Studentship, and the grounds for such 
recom mendation. 

8. Neither Special Board shall be bound to recommend any candidate, 
if in their judgment, none of the candidates is qualified to carry on research or 
investigation, so as to be worthy of the ^studentship. 

9. The reports of the Speciiil Boards shall be laid before the Syndicate not 
later than the 16th of December every year and if the Syndicate, upon the 
reports, are satisfied that the candidates recommended are worthy of the 
Studentships, they shall make the award accordingly. 

10. If, in any year, a Studentship in Literary or Scientific subject is not 
awarded on the ground that there is no candidate in that particular group of 
subjects qunlified to receive it, it shall bo competent to the Syndicate to award 
that Studentship in the other group of subjects in the same year or in any 
subjects in any subsequent year. 

11. Each studentship shall be tenable from the month of January and each 
student shall receive Rs. 50 a month. 

Not later than Slst of October in each year, every student shall submit to 
the Registrar a detailed statement of the research or investigation in which he 
has been engaged during the year. If the Syndicate are satisfied that the 
research or investigation has been duly carried on as undertaken by the 
candidate in bis application, so that the object with which the studentship was 
awarded, has been realised, the student shall receive at the end of the year 
a snm of Rs. 800. 

12. If it is proved to the satisfaction of the Syndicate that a student I^b 
undertaken no research or investigation or has abandoned it or has otherwise 
acted in contraveation of the terms upon which the Studentship was granted, 
they may, at any time, suspend the payment of the monthly stipend. 

18. The Syndicate shall, whenever practicable, arrange for the publics* 
tion of such of the researches of Premohand Royohaod Studenti as may 
appear to be of special value or excellenoe. 

14. The names of the Premohand Roychand Students, past and present, 
shall be printed in the Calendar after the names of the Fellows. 

16. The SxaniinattOQ for the Studentship under the old Begulstions wM 
held for the last time in 1909, and the first award nnder the new Begulationi 
was mad* in December, 1910. 
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MOUAT MEDAL. 

The Commission of the Mouat TeBtimonial Fund made over to the Uni- 
versity the Slim of ils. 1,740 in be invested in six per cent. Manicipal 
Debentures with the request that the University would apply the annual 
interest to carry out the following purposeB : — 

1. That two Annual Gold Bledals be instituted to be named the Mouat 
Medals. 

2. That a Medal be awarded to each Premchand Student at the end of 
the term of his studentship, provided he has carried on research or inves- 
tigation in accordance with Kegulations under which the studentship is 
awarded. 

3. That the Medals be presented publicly to the successful students at 
the Annual Convocation for conferring degree.^. 

4. That in the event of a deficiency in the Fund, the balance .required be 
contributed from the University Pee Fund. 

The Sonate at the aiinuul meeting in 1872 thankfully accepted this benefac- 
tion for carrying out the object of the Fund.

JUBILEE RESEARCH PRIZES. 

1. In commemoration of the Jubilee of the University, prizes shall be 
iBstituted for the promotion of research by its graduates. 

2. Out of the University Reserve Fund, a sum of Rs. 30,(X!0 (thirty 
thousand) shall be set apart and called the Jubilee Research Prize Fund. 

3. Out of the income of the aforesaid Fund two prizes shall ordinarily be 
awarded every year. Each prize shall consist of a gold medal of the value of 
Bs. 150 and a sum of Rs. 350 in cash. 

4. One prize shall be awarded for research in Arts subjects and another 
for Research in Scientific subjects. The Arts subjects include Literature, 
Oriental language.s, Philology, Archaeology, History, Economics, Philosophy and 
cognate branches of knowledge. The Scientific subjects include Pure and 
Applied Mathematics and the different branches of Natural aud Physical 
Science. 

6. Not later than the'lwt March in every year the Syndicate shall invite 
the Members of the Senate to make siigtrestions with reference to definite 
problems which they consider to be suitable subject for investigation, such 
BUggestions to reach the Registrar not later than the 31 st of May. It shall be 
the duty of each Member who makes suggestions to show that it is possible to 
carry out the suggested research with the means available in this country. 
Not later than the 30th of June in every year the Syndicate shall determine and 
announce two snbjects, one in Arts and one Scientific, in which prize shall be 
awarded in the second year, following that in which the announcement is made. 
Tbe announcement shall specify as accurately as practicable the particular pro- 
blem or class of problems in which research is invited. 

6. The prize shall be ooen to all persons who have at any time been 
admitted to a degree in this University. 

7. Every thesis shall be sent privately to the Registrar not later than the 
80th of June in the year next but one succeeding that in which the subjects are 
announced. Every thesis shall bear a motto but not the name of the candidate 
and shall be accompanied by a sealed envelope bearing the same motto outside 
and containing inside the name and address of the candidate. 

8. Every candidate shall indicate generally in a preface to his thesis and 
specially in notes the sources from which his information is taken, the extent 
to which he has availed himself of the work of others and the portions of the 
thesis which he claims as original; be shall further state whether his research 
has been conducted independently, under advice, or in co-operation with others 
and in what respects his investigations appear to him to tend to the advance- 
ment of knowledge. 
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9. As soon as may be after all the thesis have been receiVed, the Syndicate 
shall have them adjudged by Boards of Examiners : there shall be one Board 
for the thesis tm the Arts subjects and another for those en the %}ientifio 

'subjects. It shall be an instruction to the Boards not to recoiiin|end any thesis 
for a prize unless it exhibits a sufficient standard of excellence. 

10. Not later thhn the 30th September in every year, the Syndicate shall, 
upon the reports of the Boards (which shall be published in the Minutes), award 
the prizes. 

11. If in any year it is reported that there is no thesis worthy of either 
of the prizes, the prize shall not be awarded, and a prize not so awarded may, 
at the discretion of the Syndicate, be awarded in the same or in any subsequent 
year to the author of a thesis upon any subject which may be declared worthy 
of the prize by the Board of Examine rs. 

12. Any Board of Examiners shall be at liberty, in recommending a 
particular thesis for a prize, to include in their reports the names of any other 
thesis which, in their opinion, deserve considerable praise or commendation. 

13. Every candidate shall be at liberty to publish his thesis, and the thesis 
of every successful candidate shall be published by the University. The Syndi- 
cate may also, at its discretion, publish any thesis which baa been specially 
commended. 

14. The first announcement of the subjects for the prizes was made in 
June, 1908.

GRIFFITH MEMORIAL PRIZE. 

In August, 1901, the Registrar received from Messrs. Winter Bothamley A Co., 
Solicitors, London, a sum of Rs. 25,935-0-9 being the value, deducting costs of 
the one-tenth share of the residuary Estate, bequeathed to the University bj 
the late Mr. William Griffith, A Sub-Committee of the Syndicate consisting of 
the Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor, the Rev. Fr. E. Lafont, 8.J., C.I.E., M.I.E.E., 
Alex. Pedler, Esq., C.I.E., F.R.S., and the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, 
M.A., D.L., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., was appointed to consider the question as to the 
disposal of the amount. In December, 1901, a further sum of Rs. 60 was 
received from Messrs. Winter Botharaley A Co., on account of assets sold since 
the division of the estate, thus making the total value of the bequest 
Rs. 25,995-0-9. The amount was invested in per cent. Government Securities 
of the nominal value of Rs. 26,800. Out of the interest of this fund, the 
Syndicate have decided to award an annual prize to be called the ** Griffith 
PWze.'* 

The follo4ring rules recommended by the Snb-Committee were adopted by 
the Syndicate at* their meeting held 6n the 14th December, 1901 : — 

An Annual Prize to bo called the Griffith Prize, will be awarded by the 
University for the encourpgement of advanced study in Science and Letters. 

«AI1 persons who have taken the Degree of Bachelor in the Faculty of Arts 
or the corresponding Degree in any other Faculty in this University, will be 
allowed to compete. The Prize will be awarded in Science and Letters, io 
alternate years. 

Candidates for the Prize will be required to submit an essay or a record of 
onginal work in some Department of Science or of Letters, as the case may be, 
and each candidate will be required to send his essay or record of work to the 
Registrar under a distinguishing motto. The name of the candidate must be 
forwarded at the same time in sealed envelope with the motto outside.

The Prize for 1923 will be awarded in 
the cocrse of 1924 and the subject for such Prize will be an essay or record of 
original work in some department of Letters. Candidates are to send in their 
essay or records of original work on or before the 31st December of the year 
for which the Prize is to be awarded.

BEERESHOR MITTER MEDAL. 

R. Mitra, Esq., Bar-at-law, made over to the University, Government Secu- 
ritie.s for Rs. 3,000 for the purpose of creating an endowment on the following 
conditions ; — 

1. A gold medal, to be called the “ Beereshur Mitter Medal,’* will be 
annually awarded by the Syndicnte, at their monthly meeting in December, to 
the author of the best Essay in English on some subject (as hereinafter provided 
for) relating to Indian Economics, 

2. The Medal shall bear the University Arms on one side and the words 

" Beereshur Mitter Medal awarded to ,” on the other, and shall be presented 

publicly at the Aunnal Convocation of the Senate for conferring Degrees. 

3. The subject for the Essay for each year shall be specified by the Syndi- 
cate and announced by the Registrar in the official Gazette and in such news- 
papers as the Syndicate shall think proper at least one year before the award 
of the Medal. 

The competition for the Medal shall be limited to candidates who have 
at any time been admitted to a desrree in this University. 

5. Each candidate for the Medal shall be required to send his Essay to the 
Kogistrar in a sealed cover under a distinguishing motto. The name of the 
candidate must also be forwarded at the same time in a sealed cover bearing the 
aiotto outside. 

fi- The Essays in competition for the Medal must reach the Registrar not 
^ter than the let of October next preceding the award. 
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7. An Honorary RzaTniner shall be appointed by the Syndicate, who shall 
adjndicate npon the merits of the work submitted by the candidates. 

8. The Medal shall not be awarded to the author of any Essay, unless sqch 

Essay famishes evidence of research or special investitration or embodies useful 
sufrgestions relating to the subject. • 

9. The successful candidate shall be required to publish his Essay. 

10. The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Gazette^ as also 
in the University Calendar. 

11. If in any yea^, no candidate evinces sufficient merit to entitle him to 
the Medal the income of the year shall be added to the Fund and invested 
accordingly. 

12. The first “ Beereshnr Mitter Medal ” shall be awarded in DecembeJ 
1904), and Essays for the Medal must reach the Registrar not later than the 
1st of October, 1904. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at its meeting held 
on the 29th August, 1903.

SREEGOPAL BASUMALLIK FELLOWSHIP. 

The following scheme for the Fellowship was adopted by the Syndicate and 
the Trustees of the donor : — 

1. In the first instance, a Fellow shall be appointed for a term of three 
years, whose duty it shall be — 

(o) to give tutorial assistance to students of Sanskrit generally 
students of Vedanta Philosophy in particular, 

(b) to deliver a coarse of lectures ou Vedanta Philosophy, 

(e) to carry on research in Vedanta Philosophy with a view to enable 
him to discharge his duties under heads (a) and (b) satisfactorily* 

2. With a view to give effect to the object mentioned in 1 (a), the Fellow, 
shall hold classes nob less than three times a week during at least thirty-s** 
weeks in the year. To such class only such students will be admitted as may 
have satisfied the Fellow either by submitting to a test to be imposed by him or 
otherwise that they are qualified by previous training and attainments to pro 
by his teaching. The name of any student may be removed by reason o 
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irregularity in attendance. The course of tutorial instruction shall include not 
only the Vedanta Philosophy but also-such preliminary branches of study as may 
be determined by the Fellow from time to time in consultation wi^h the Syndi- 
care. Twelve of those students will be entitled to a monthly stipend of Rs. 10 
(Rapees ten) to be paid* daring good conduct and upon satisfactory progress 
made in tboir studies. An annual examination shall be held, upon the result of 
which the best student will be awarded a gold medal of the value of one 
hundred rupees and also a prize of Ks. 600. The annual examination shall be 
open to graduate) and to holders of certificates at the Sanskrit Title exami- 
nation of such standing as the Syndicate may approve. 

3. With a view to give effect to the object mentioned in 1 (b), the Fellow 
shall annually deliver a course of public lectures on Hindu Philosophy in general 
and Vedanta Philosophy in par'.ictilar. These lectures must not be less than 
twelve in number to be delivered not more than once a week. The substance of 
these lectures, as also the result of any original research or investigation made 
by the Fellow under 1 (c) above shall be published in a volume at the close of 
©very year. 

4. The remuneration of the Fellow shall be as follows ; — 

(a) A stipend of Rs. 125 a month. 

(b) A lump sum payment of Rs. 1,400 at the end of the year out of 

which the expenses of printing 600 copies of the lectures shall 
be met, 400 of which shall be placed at the disposal of the 
University and 100 at the disposal of the founder’s represen* 
tative for free distribution. 

6. The Fellow must submit a quarterly report to the Syndicate as to the 
manner in which he has been discharging his duties. 

6. The mode of election shall be as follows . — 

Persons who have made a special study of the subject shall be invited by 
notices and advertisements in the newspapers to send in their names 
together with a synopsis of the proposed lectures to the Syndicate 
who shall select at least three persons out of the applicants and 
send their names to the Trustees, who shall within one week 
thereafter notify their choice, which will be accepted by the 
Syndicate. 


TERMS OF SETTLEMENT AS DECREED BY THE HIGH COURT 
OF JUDICATURE AT FORT WILLIAM IN BENGAL ON 
THE 29th of JULY, 1920. 

Scheme of 1906 stands as notified below: — 

1. It is to be for a period of three years only from Ist July, 1920, to be 
renewed thereafter on such terms as may be mutually agreed upon. Six months 
before expiration of the period either party may move the other for such 
removal. 

2. Trustees to pay minimum sum of Rs. 3,000 a year for three years. If 
balance exceeds that amount, such balance to be paid up to Rs. 6,000. 

3. Durgacharan Sankhya-Vedanta-tirtha to be appointed for three years 
from the Ut August, 1920, on a salary of Rs. 1,700 a year which is to cover 
the expenses of the publication of his lecturea He will be at liberty to publish 
his lectures in one or three volumes yearly or at the end of the period. 

4. The University will use part of the money so paid as monthly stipends 
for 10 students at the rate of Rs. 10 a month and will also provide a gold medal 
for Rs. 100. 
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5. In the event of the University receiving more than Rs. 3,000 and up to 
Re. 6, OX), the excess to be applied for additional stipends to 5 more students 
at the same monthly rate, in the first instance, and then apply any further 
balance for publication of the lectures which is also to bo paid to the fellow, 
prizes and such other purposes, in connection with Che Trust as the Trustee 
and the University may agree upon. 

6. In the event* of the Fellow vacating by death or resignation or other* 
wise before , the 1st August, 1922 another Fellow is to be appointed for the 
iinexpired period according to the original scheme for appointment. 

7. If the vacancy occurs in the third-year, the money for such Fellowship 
will be paid to the University but no appointment will be made until a new 
scheme be framed, which is to be done as expeditiously as possible. 

8. The sum of Rs. 1,461 balance in the hands of the University, the 
Trustees agree to be treated as having been properly spent as payment to Pandit 
Durgacharan for his past services. 

9. The University will account for unexpended balance at the termination 
of the three years to the Trustees and snch balance will be spent as agreed upon 
by the Trustees and the University for advancing the same objects and purpose 
during the next period of three years. 

10. The selection of a Fellow as in the scheme of 1906. 

11. Suit withdrawn on the above terms. 

12. Each party to pay his own costs on scale No. 2, liberty to tax costs 
as between attorney and client on scale No. 2. 

13. The Trustees w'ould allow inspection of the books of account of the 
Trust properties to the authorised agent or agents of the University for the 
purpose of giving facilities to the University to ascertain the amount of the 
surplus income available to the University upon reasonable notice.

M0K8HADA SUNDARI GOLD MEDAL A NALINI SUNDARI 
GOLD MEDAL. 

Babu Onauthnauth Deb made over to the University 4 per cent. Port Trust 
Debentures of nominal value of Rs. 6,000 for the purpose of creating out of the 
interest of the sum, two Gold Medals to be called the Mokshada Sundari 
Gold Medal ” and the “ Nalini Sundari Gold Medal ** respectively, to be 
awarded annually. 

The Sy ndicato adopted the following rules for award of the medals ; — 

1. Out of the interest of the sum of Rs. 5,000 placed at the disposal of 
the University by Babu Onauthnauth Deb, two Gold Medals, to be called the 
“ Moksada Sundari Gold Modal ” and the “ Nalini Sundari Gold Medal ” 
respectively, shall be annually awarded by the University. The Medal shall 
be presented to the recipients at the annual Convocation of the Senate. 

2. The ** Mokshada Sundari Medal ” shall be awarded for the best 
essay writteii in Bengali by a Lady Graduate of this University on a historical 
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or biographical subject to be prescribed by the Syndicate on the recommendation 
of the Board of Studies in Sanskritic Languages, at least one year in advance 
of the date when the medal is to be awarded. 

3. The Nalini Sundari Medal ** shall be awarded for the best poem in 
Bengali by a Lady Graduate of the University on a subject to be prescribed by 
the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Board of Studies in Sanskritic 
Languages, at least one year in advance of the date when the medal is to be 
awarded. 

4. Not later than the month of April of the year preceding the year in 
which the above-named medals are to be awarded, the Board of Studies in 
Sanskritic Languages shall elect and recommend to the Syndicate a historical 
or biographical subject for the Essays to be submitted in competition for the 
“ Mokshada Sundari Medal ” and also a subject for poems to be submitted in 
competition for the “ Nalini Sundari Medal.” The subjects so selected, when 
approved by the Syndicate shall be notified in the Gazette, 

5. Every candidate for each of the two aforesaid medals shall be required 
to submit not later than the 30th November in any year, an essay or poem, as 
the case may be, on the subject selected for the medal for that year to the 
Registrar under a. distinguishing motto. The name of the candidate must also 
be forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope with the motto outside. 

6. Honorary Examiners shall be appointed by the Syndicate to adjudicate 
upon the merits of the essays and the poems submitted by the candidates. In 
adjudging the essays submitted, preference shall be given to the one which 
indicates research or investigation by the author. The essay and the poem of 
the two successful candidates shall be published by the University. 

7. The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Gazette as well 
as in the University Calendar. 

8. If in any year no essay or poem is submitted, or the essays or poems 
sent in are adjudged by the Examiners to be not worthy of a medal, a second 
medal or a medal in a second subject shall be awarded in a subsequent year as 
the Syndicate may direct.

ONAUTHNAUTH DEB PRIZE FOR TUB PROMOTION 
OP RESEARCH IN LAW. 

Baba Onauthuauth Deb made over to tne Univeraity 4 per cent. Port Trust 
Debentures of the noniinal value of Rs. 25,000 for the institution of an. annual 
Prize consisting of a Gold Medal worth Rs, 250 and Rs. 750 in cash to be called 
Onauthnauth Deb Research Prize to be awarded by the University for the pro- 
motion of Research in Law. 

The Syndicate on the recommendation of the Paoulty of Law adopted the 
following rules for the award of the prize : — 

1. An annual prize consisting of a Gold Medal worth Rs. 25l> and Rs. 760 
in cash, to be called the ** Onaythnauth Deb Research Prize ” shall be awarded 
by the University for the promotion of Research in Law. The medal shall be 
presented to the recipient at the annual Convocation. 

2. The competition for the Prize shall be open to all persons who have, 
at any time, been admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

3. A subject for research in any branch of Jurisprudence or Law shall be 
annually selected by the Faculty of Law in the first week of December at least 
two years in advance of the date when the Prize is to be awarded. The subject 
so selected, when approved ly the Syndicate, shall be notified in the Gazette 
for general information. 

4. Each candidate for the Prize shall be required to submit not later than 
the 30th November in any year a thesis or record of original work in the subject 
selected for the prize of that year and to send three type-written or printed 
copies of his thesis or record of work to the Registrar under a distinguishing 
motto. The name of the candidate must also be forwarded at the same time in 
a sealed envelope with the motto outside. 

Explanation. — The thesis for the Prize in any year must be submitted not 
later than the 30th November of the preceding year. 

5. Every candidate shall farther be required to indicate generally in 
preface to his thesis and specially in notes, the sonrces from which his informa- 
tion is taken, the extent to which he availed himself of the work of others and 
the portions of the thesis which he claims as original. He shall also be required 
to state whether bis research has been conducted independently, under advice, 
or in collaboration with others, and in what respects his investigations appear to 
bimvjU>.teDd to the advancement of knowledge. 

6. A Board of Honorary Examiners, consisting of three experts, shall be 
appointed by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Faculty of Law to 
adjndicate upon the merits of the thesis or records of original work submitted 
by the candidates. The award of the Board of Examiners shall be subject to 
the eventual confirmation of the Senate, and the thesis of the successful candi* 
date shall be published by the University. 

7. The name of the Prize-Winner and the snbject of his thesis shall be 
published in the Gazette and shall also be printed in the University Calendar. 

8. If, in any year, no thesis is {received or the thesis submitted are pro- 
nounced by the Board of Examiners not to be of sufficient merit to deserve the 
prize, a.' second prize or a prize in a second subject shall be awarded in a subse- 
qnent year as the Syndicate may direct. 

9. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in Rule 3, the subjects for 1912 
and 1913 shall be determined and announced as early as praotioable-

.jogendrachandra ghose^s research prize 

- IN COMPARATIVE INDIAN LAW. 

In January, l?)02, the late Babu Jogendrachandra Gho.se, Member of the 
Senate, offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta University, Government 
Securities of the nominal value of Rs. 10, (XX) of the loan of 1865 for the 
encouragement of the study of Comparative Indian Law, by persons belonging 
to what is called the Adhyapak class in Bengal, and for the purpose of establish- 
ing, out of the annual income of the fund, a prize to be awarded to the writer 
of the best Essay on the subject under the following conditions : — 

(i) By Compaiutive Indian Law shall be meant the Hindu Smriti Sastra 
called ** Vyabaharkhanda ” and a comparison of the standard Sanskrit authorities 
on the snbject wdth British Indian Law as contained in Parliamentary Statntos, 
Regulations and Acts of the Indian Legislative Council, and the Law as laid 
down in Leading Cases. The study, which it shall bo the object of the prize to 
encourage, is the History of the Hindu Smriti Sastra as it existed at and from 
the tiirio wlion India came under British rule and how and to what extent it has 
been altered under British influence, regard being had not only to the existing 
Statutes, Regulations ahd Acts but also to those which, having been in operation 
for a time, have now been repealed or become obsolete and regard being also had 
not only to the existing Leading Cases but to cases which were considered 
Loading at one time, but have now been overrnled, and how and to what extent 
such alteration has effected Hindu Society. 
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(»i) The Essay, at the disorettou of a Committee consisting of the Vice- 
Chancellor for the time being of the (Jnivorsity, the Prf8id(?nt of the Faculty 
of Law and the Principal of the Government Sanskrit College in Calcutta, may 
deal with the whole of the Indian Comparative Law as before defined or with 
part or parts thereof ; but in no case shall an Essay be entitled to competition 
which in any way attacks the religious beliefs, usages or institutions of His 
Majeaty^s subjects. And it shall be in the pr^virme and discretion of the said 
Comniittoo (n) to make a detailed Programme of sttidica for the proposed prize, 
(b) to name the subject of the essay for any one particular year ; and (c) to 

decide whether such prize shall be awarded every year or at longer iritorv'als. 

• 

(ill) By Adhyapak shall bo meant scholars of the Smriti Snstra, students of 
Smriti in the Government Sanskrit College in Calcutta, and in the Tola of 
indigenous Brahmanical Scnools which send in candidates for the Title Exami- 
nations held in that College, and students in other similar institutions in India. 

(iv) Every candidate for the prize shall l>« required to indicate generally in 
a preface to his thesis and specially in notes, the sources from which his informa- 
tion is taken, the extent to which he has availed himself of the work of others 
and the portion of the thesis which he claims as original. He shall further be 
required to state whether his research has been oondneted independently, nndnr 
advice or in co-operation with others, and in what respects his investigations 
appear to him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

(c) Successful candidates shall bo leqiiired to publish their essays, and, if 
necessary, they shall receive help from the University for the purpose. 

(ut) The essay or essays shall be written either in English or in Bengali, 
but if any competitor sends in an essay in any vernacular language other thati 
Bengali he shall bo l)ou?id to furnish English translation thereof. 

(vii) The adjudicators for the prize shall bo the Vi(M*-Chancellor of the 
University, the Chief Justice of Bengal, the President of tUe Faculty of Law, 
and the Pi incipal of the Sanskrit College in Calcutta. They shall be entitled 
to consult experts of their own selection to assist them, (u) to decide whether the 
essay or essays in competition is or are of sufficient merit to deserve the prize, 
(b) to award such prize, (c) to decide alxiut the number of manuscript copies of 
each essay to bo sent in by the successful competitors, and (d) to consider the 
ways and means of the publication of any essay or essays. 

(uui) The Prize shall be called the “ Research Prize in Comparative Indian 
Law.” 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at its meeting held on 
the 8th February. 1902.

COATES ME\lOR[AL5PRIZE. 

On the 29th May, 1889, the Honorary Secretary, Coates Memorial Fund, 
made over to the Universiiy tVie sum of Rs. 2,270-5-0 for the purpose of creating 
an endowment for the award of prize for Original Research in Medicine. 

The following revised Rules for the award of the Coates Memorial Prize 
were adopted by the Syndicate at their meeting, held on the 8th March, 
1912 : 

(1) The Coates Memorial Prize shall be annually awarded by the Syn- 

dicate on the recommendation of the President of the Faculty of 
Medicine for the time being. 

(2) An annual notification inviting applications from candidates who 

intend to compete for the prize shall he i)ub1i8hed b}’ the Registrar 
in the Calcutta Gazette early in the year, 

(3) The prize shall be awarded to the best writer of a thesis on any 

indigenous drug or drugs to be selected by the competitor himself, 
snbject to the approval of the President of the Faculty of 
Medicine. 

(I) The names of the drugs so selected must be submitted to the 
Registrar for the approval of the President of the Faculty of 
Medicine within three months from the date of the annual 
notification of the prize in the Calcutta Gazette, 

(5) The names of the drugs approved by the President of the Faculty 
of Medicine, shall, as soon as possible, be commnicated to the 
candidates who submitted their applications within the time 
specified in para. 4 of the Rules. 

(0) No prize shall be awarded for a thesis on any drug which has not 
been approved by the President of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(7) The thesis must be written in English, and it must be submitted 

to the Registrar not later than the .30th November of each year 
in a sealed cover with tlie words “ Thesis for the Coates Memorial 
Prize ” and the name of the writer distinctly stated on it. 

(8) The President of the Faculty of Medicine may examine the thesis 

himself or delegate it to some expert member or members of 
the Faculty, whose decision shall be final. 

(9) The writer of the thesis mast bo a graduate in Medicine of the 

Calcutta University, who has been engaged in the practice of 
the profession for at least five years. 

(10) The names of the prize-winners shall be published in the Gazette 
and shall also be printed in the University Calendar. 

Out of the above sum made over by the Honorary Secretary, Rs. 2,000 have- 
been invested in 3^ per cent. Government Promissory Notes.

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MAHARAJA OF UURBHANGA SCHOLARSHIP. 

Ou the 29th of August, 1906, Honomry Secretary to the Maharaja of 
Durbhanga Meniorial Fund made over to the University a sum of Rs. 9,279- 12 2 
for the purpose of craating an endowment for the award of a Scholarship to be 
called the Maharaja of Durbhanga Scholarahip fortlie furtherance of medical 
studies. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at its meeting hold on 
the 16th y^eptomber, 1906. 

The following rules for the award of the Scholai*8hip have bt'en adopted by 
the Syndicate ; — 

1. That the Scholarship shall be called the “ Durbhanga Research Scholar- 

ship,** and that it shjill be awarded for the purpose of encouraging original 
research in Medicine various branches. 

2. That all Graduates and Licentiates in Medicine of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity shall be eligible to compote for the Scholarship. 

3. That the value of the Scholarship shall be Rs. 60 a month ; that it shall 
i be awarded every alternate year and that it shall be tenable for one year only 

from Jul}' to June. 

4. That the Scholarship shall be awarded under the following conditions: — 

(o) That the Scholar shall be appointed by the Syndicate on the recom- 
mendation of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(6) That the Scholar shall be required to devote at least 4 (four) hours 
a day, Sundays and holidays excepted, during the tenure of his Scholarship 
to research work in any special branch of Medical Science to be previously 
selected by him and approved by the Board of Studies in Medicine, and that his 
work shall be open to inspection by a member of the Faculty of Medicine to be 
specially deputed by the Faculty in that behalf. 

(r) That the applications for the Scholarship shall be invited by the 
Registrar in the month of January of the year in which the Scholarship is to be 
awarded and that such applications must reach the University office not later 
than the 30th of April next following. Every candidate mast state in his 
application the special subject or branch of Medical Science in which he proposes 
to carry on investigation or research work, and must also state in what respects 
bis investigations appear to him to tend to the advancement of Medical studies. 
He shall also state in his application the place where he intends to carry on his 
research work. If in a recognised Laboratory or Hospital, a recommendation 
from the Head of such Laboratory or Hospital as to the fitness of the candidate ^ 
to conduct such work and the probable value of such woik, mast accompany 
the application. If the candidate intends to carry on his investigations privately 
hia application most be supported by a certificate to the alK)vo effoct from a 
member of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(d) That during the tenure of his scholarship, every Research scholar 
shall bo required to submit short quarterly reports of his work to the member 
of the Faculty of Medicine who may be deputed to inspect his work and upon 
whoso favourable report the continuance of his scholarship shall depend. 

(e) Each scholar, shall at the end of his tenure of scholarship submit a 
complete statement, type-written or otherwise, ready for publication which shall 
be laid before the Faculty of Medicine who shall, if publication be deemed 
advisable, decide all questions in connection therewith.

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RAMTANU LAHIRI RESEARCH FELLOWSHIP. 

Ill August, HX)8, Mr. S. K. Lahiri planed at the disposal of the University 
the copyright of his publication known as “ select Poems ” and expressed a 
desire that part of the income from the sale proceeds of the publication might 
be applied to the award of two annual gold medals to the two best graduates, 
one male and one female in Mental and Moral Philosophy, at the B.A. Exami* 
nation, in memory of his father, the late Babu Ramtanu Lahiri and his 
deceased mother Srimati Gangamani Devi. The offer was thankfully accepted 
by the Syndicate and since then a considerable balance accumulated to the 
credit oi the Fund. The net annual income, after defraying the costs of publi- 
cation of the book and the medals, also amounts on an average to Rs. 5,000. 
In these circumstances the Syndicate, at the suggestion of the donor, and with 
the sanction of the Senate, have, under Section 19, Chapter IV of the Univer- 
sity Regulations, established a Research Fellowship in History of the Bengali 
Language and Literature, to be maintained out of the income of the above 
Fund, supplemented by grant from the Fee-fund of the University and have 
named the Fellowship after the late Babu Ramtanu Lahiri, the father of the 
donor. They had also appointed Rai Saheb Dineschandra Sen, B.A„ as the 
first Ramtanu Lahiri Research Fellow for a term of live years on a salary 
of Rs. 260 a month. The duties of the Fellow have been defined as follow'S ; — 

(1) To devete himself to the investigation of the History of Bengali 
Language and Literature from the earliest times. 

(2) To deliver annually a course of twelve public lectures embodying the 
results of his investigation ; the lectures to be published by the University. 

(3) To submit to the Syndicate every six months, a report of the progress 
of work done by him during the preceding six months. The Fellowship to be 
suspended if, on the report of a competent authority, the work done be not 
found to be satisfactory or up to the standard expected.

Messrs. Ismail Ibrahim Salehjee and Hashim Ismail Salehjee offered to 
place at the disposal of the University a sum of Rs. 5,000 annually, at first for 
a term of five years, for the creation of an endowment for the promotion of 
study and research in Mahomedau Law by the publication of texts and 
translations.

DPENDUANATH MITRA SCHOLARSHIP. 

The late Mr. Roby Dutt, Lecturer of the Calcutta University, bequeathe< 
by his will to the University a legacy of Rs. 10,000 (ten thousand) for th< 
creation of an endowment for the award of a Post-Graduate Scholarship ii 
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English Literature in memory of his maternal grand-father the late Babn 
Upendranath Mitra who was a Vakil of the High Court and an Honorary Fellow 
of the Calcutta University. 

The Syndicate at its meeting of the 26th July, 1918, thankfully accepted 
the legacy. 

The following rules have been framed for the award of the Scholarship : — 

(1) That the award be made annually on the results of the M.A. Examina- 
tion in English, 

(2) That the Scholarship be awarded to the student who, after regular 
training for the full period in the Post-Graduate Department in English, dis- 
tinguishes himself most at the M.A. Examination in English with a thesis. 

(3) That the Scholarship be awarded on the condition that the Scholar 
shall carry on further study and research under the guidance of a University 
Teacher in English, with a view to qualify himself for a higher examination, 
such as that for the Prenichand Roychand Studentship or the Degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy, or to compete for a Research Prize, such as the Griffith Prize or 
the Jubilee Research Prize. The continuance of the Scholarship will depend 
upon the production of a quarterly certificate of satisfactory progress in studies 
from the University Teacher concerned : and the Scholar shall, at the end of 
his term, submit a full statement of bis work. 

(4) That, until further orders, the Scholarship bo of the value of Rs. 50 a 
month and tenable for two years and that a sum of Rs. 600 be annually contri- 
buted from the general fund of the University to the Endowment Fund, so that 
the scheme may be effectively carried out. 

(5) That the names of the Scholars be published in the Gazette and in the 
University Calendar.

ANANDARAM BAROOAH GOLD MEDAL. 

The Assatn Students’ Conference placed at the disposal of the; University 
through the Hon’ble Justice Sir Asntosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., Government 
Seonrity for Rs. 1,100 for the creation of an endowment for the award of a gold 
medal every alternate year, on the following conditions 

(1) That a gold medal to be called the “ Anandaram Harooah Medal" be 
ifistitnted in memory of the late Mr. Anandaram Barooah, B.A., I.C.S., who 
was a brilliant Graduate of this University from Assam and subsequently 
enhanced its reputation by his original contributions in various departments of 
Sanskrit Learning. 

(2) That the medal be open for competition amongst all persons who have 
at any time been admitted to a Degree in this University and be awarded every 
alternate year.

SIR ASUTOSH MOOKERJBE MEDAL. 

On the occasion of the appointr^ont of the Hon’Vjle Sir Asiitosh Mookerjee, 
Kt., C.S.I., as Acting C-hief Jastice of Bengal, Babu Keshoram Poddar, Pre- 
sident, Marwari Asscadation, made over to the University a sum of Rs. 5,000 to 
be ntilised in accordance with a scheme lo be drawn up by the HoiPble Justice 
Sir Asutosh Mookerjee.

(n) That if in any year no medal is awarded by reason of no thesis being 
received or no candidate luiving shown sufficient merit, the income of that year 
be utilised in awarding a second medal in the next or any subsequent year.

JAGATTARINI GOLD MEDAL. 

The Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.§.I., M.A., D.L., D.Sc., 
Ph.D., made over to the University Government Securities for Rupees Three 
Thousand with a view to institute a Gold Medal of the value of Rs. 200 to be 
awarded on the following conditions 

(1) The Medal will be bestowed once in two years on that individual, who, 
not having been a recipient of the medal during the preceding ten years, shall 
be deemed by the Syndicate aa most eminent for original contribution to Letters 
or Science, written in the Bengali Language. 

(2) Not later than 31st July in the year for which the medal is to 
be awarded, a Special Committee of five Members shall be constituted as 
follows ; — 

One Member of the Faculty of Arts, to be nominated by the Faculty. 

One Member of the Faculty of Science, to be nominated by the Faculty. 

One Member nominated by the Bangiya Sahitya Parisad. 

Two Members nominated by the Board of Higher Studies in Indian Verna- 
culars, of whom one at least shall be a Member of the Board. 
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(3) 'rhe Special Committee shall, after such consultation with experts 
as they may deem necessary, di'aw up a report, not later than the 30th Septem- 
ber, rooouimeudin} 2 r the individual, who in their opinion, is best qualified to 
receive the medal, and the report shall specify the bhief contributions of the 
person recommended. 

^4) The Report of tlie Special Committee shall be placed before the 
Syndicate for confirmation. The Syndicate may, for specified reasons, 
request the Special Committee to reconsider their decision, but shall not 
be competent to substitute another name for the name recommended by the 
Committee. 

(o) The Special Committee may, in any year, abstain from milking a 
recommendation, if, in their opinion, no person of suificient distinction to justify 
the awartl, is available. In such a case, the surplus income shall be invested and 
added to the Fund. 

(6) The Medal shall be presented publicly to the recipient at the first 
Convocation following the award. 

(7) The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Calcutta Gazette 
and the University Calendar. 

(8) The Medal shall be called Jagattarini Medal, after the donor's mother, 
and shall bear the University Anns on one side and the name of the recipient 
and the year of the award on the other. 

The Medal shall be first awarded during the current year. 

The Syndicate at its meeting held on the 22nd April, 1921, accepted the 
offer with thanks, and made arrangements for the preparation of a die similar 
to one for the Padmavati Medal.

research work in Chemistry, Pure or Applied, by any student working in the 
College of Science. The prize shall be open to competition among all graduates 
of this University. The board of adjudicators for the prize shall be constituted 
as follows : — 

Palit Professor of Chemistry, 

Ghosh Professor of Chemistry. 

Ghosh Professor of Applied Chemistry 

Sir.gh Professor of Chemistry. 
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One other expert nominated annually by 4he other four members of the 
Board. 

The pward shall be made by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Board of Adjudicators. 

The prize shall, consist of a gold medal of the value of Bs. 100 and 
Rs. 500 in cash. 

The prize is to be called the Nagarjnna prize after the great Indian 
Gheifiist of that name, whose accurate observations and painstaking investiga- 
tions have justly elicited the applause of succeeding generations, and who, as 
described in my History of Hindu Chemistry, is looked upon as the precursor 
of chemical activity in this our ancient land. 

If in the opinion of the adjudicators the work in any year is not up to the 
mark, the prize should be withheld for that particular year and would be 
awarded on any subsequent occasion.

CHANDRASEKHAR KALI PRIZE. 

Mr, Chandrasekhar Kali, L.M.S., placed at the disposal of the University 
Bs. 500 towards Post-Graduate Studies in Indian Vernaculars on the following

(1) That the amount be bestowed on the best essay to be written in 
English and called ** Dr. Chandrasekhar Kali’s Prize Essay on Chaitanya in 
Orissa, from Oriya sources.”

JUBILEE POST-GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The following scheme for the institution of scholarships for Post-Graduate 
study or research in Literary or Scientific subjects framed under Section 18, 
Chapter IV, of the Now Regulations, has been adopted by the Senate. 

1. For the encouragement of Post-Graduate study in accordance with the 
New Regulations in the Faculties of Arts and Science, twelve University 
Scholarships shall be established, 

2. Each scholarship shall be of the value of Rs. 32 per month, and shall 
be tenable for a term of two years. 

3. The scholarships shall be awarded annually upon the results of the 
B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations. 

4. One scholarship shall ordinarily be awarded to each candidate whose 
name stands first in the Honours list in each of the subjects for the B.A. and 
B.Sc. Examinations, provided that — 

(i) he has obtained first class Honours in that subject, 

(it) he does not accept any other University Scholarship, or any Govern- 
ment or College Scholarship and 

(tit) he undertakes to prosecute a regular course of study for the degree 
of Master of Arts or Science either under one or more University 
Lecturers or in a College duly alliliated, for the Examination in 
the subject which ho takes up. 

5. If a candidate i|;i any subject is disqualified under provisos (it) and (iii) 
of Rule 4, the scholarship in that subject shall be awarded to the next candi- 
date in the first class who may be duly qualified, provided that all the other 
candidates who stand first in the first class in any subject and are qualified for 
a scholarship, have received the same. 

6. If in any yearjthe number of candidates qualified for a scholarship under 
the preceding rules exceeds the number of scholarships available, the Syndicate 
may with the sanction of the Senate, award additional scholarships. 

7. A candidate who obtains Honours at the B.Sc. Examination under the 
old Regulations will bo deemed to have obtained first class Honours in a subject 
within the meaning of rule 4, provided he has obtained a first class in subject 
II or in any two subjects taken together from among subjects III to IX, 
Sections 6 and 7, of the B.Sc. Regulations (Calendar for 1906, p. 68). 

8. As a condition of the continuance of the scholarship each scholar must 
produce at the end of every three months from the University Lecturer, whose 
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olasses he is attending or from the Principal of his College, certificates of good 
conduct, diligence and satisfactory progress in his studies, 

9. The first award of the scholarships was made upon the results of the 
B.A. and B.So. Examinations, 1908.

RAIKISORl DASl AND DURGA DASI SCHOLARSHIP. 

Mr. G. C. Bose, Executor of the Will of the late Babu Jagatbandhn Bose, 
placed at the disposal of the University 3^^ per cent. G. P. Notes of the nominal 
value of Rs. 6,000 for the purpose of founding a scholarship in memory of the 
mother and grandmother of the donor on the following conditions : — 

1. That a scholarship of Rs. 8 per month tenable for two years shall be 
awarded to such successful candidate in the Matriculation Examination for the 
year, who being a student of the H. E. School, Ilsoba Mondial, obtains the 
highest number of marks amongst his fellow-students, but does not obtain a 
Government Scholarship.

In August, 1901, Babu Kishorymohau Roy, Vakil, High Oourc, Calcutta, 
made over to the University of Calcutta 3 per cent. Government Promissory 
Notes for Hs. 4,000 for the purpose of founding, from tht\ interest thereof two 
Scholarships, each of the value of Rs. 5 per mouth tenable for one year, 
subject to the* following conditions : — 

1. That the Scholarships bo called “ Kajkrishria-Kshetramani Scholar- 
ships’* in memory of his revered parents, lute Babu Rajkrishna Ray and 
Srimati Kshetramani Debya, and be published as an endowment in the 
Calendar of the University. 

2. That each of the two Scholarships bo awarded to the student who 
may be declared otherwise fit and eligible under the conditions hereinafter 
mentioned in consideration of his or her prosecuting or pursuing his or her 
studies in some well organised Institution, teaching in Arts or some profession 
or any technical subject. 

3. That the Scholarships shall be open, one to each of the six schools 
specified below, in rotation in the order in which they are named, that is, one 
Scholarship to each of the first two schools in the first year, then to each of 
the next two schools in the second year, and so on. 

(1) Rajshahi Collegiate School. 

(2) Deoghur R. Mitra H. E. School. 

(3) Bogra Zila School. 

(4) Pabna Zila School. 

(5) South Suburban School, Bhowanipur. 

(6) Dumka Zila School. 

4. That one of tho Scholarships shall be awarded to the most deserving 
student who successfully passes the Matriculation Examination of the 
Calcutta University from one of the two schools as indicated above to which 
the Scholarships are open for any year, but fails to obtain any other Scholar- 
ship of a value equal to or higher than this Scholarship, and the other 
Scholarship to such student from the ot her of the two schools, 

5. That if in any year no student bo eligible, according to the conditions 
hereinbefore mentioned, from any school to w'hich one of the Scholarships 
is open for the year, the same shall be open to the school next in rotation 
provided that both the Scholarships shall not be given to one and the same 
sch >ol in any year and that no Scholarship shall be given to ono and the same 
school for two years consecutively. 

6. That if in any year no student be eligible for any of the Scholarships 
according to the conditions hereinafter mentioned, from any one of the 
aforesaid six schools (a contingency not likely to happen) tho same shall be 
awarded to such deserving student of any other school situated within the 
jurisdiction of tho Commissioner of Rajshahi Division as tho Syndicate of 
the Calcutta University shall select, having regard to the tenor and spirit 
of the conditions hereinbefore mentioned. 

7. That the power of putting a fair construction of any doubtful point in 
or of deciding upon any point not covered by, the aforesaid conditions, shall 
rest with the University. 

The Syndicate at its meeting held on the 6th September, 1919, resolved 
that the names of Deoghur R. Mitra H. E. School and Dumka Zila School be 
removed from the list, and that the Scholarships be awarded one year to 
Rajshahi Collegiate School and Bogra Zila School, and the next year to Pabna 
Zila School and Sonth Suburban School, Bhowanipur.

KISHORYMOHUN-HARAKINKARI SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In March, 1903, Babu Kishorymohun Ray, Vakil, High Court, Calcutta, 
offered to the University G. P. Notes for Rs. 4,00(' of the 3 per cent, loan for 
the purpose of founding, from the interest thereof, two Scholarships of Rs. 6 
each per month, tenable for one year, on the following conditions ; — 

1. That tho aforesaid Scholarships shall bo called ** Kishorymohun-Hara- 
kinkari Scholarships.’* 

2. That the aforesaid endowment and the names of Scholars shall be 
published in tho Calendar of the University and be placed next after the 
Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships founded by me in 1901. 

3. That thg aforesaid Scholarships shall be awarded to holders of 
Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships and shall bo tenable for one year 
oommencing next after the expiration of the terms of their original 
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Scholarships on condition that they prosecute or pursue their studies in some 
well-organized Institution, teaching in Arts, or some profession or .any technical 
subject. Provided that no such Scholarshif* shall be awarded to any one of 
them if in the opinion of the University, the student is deemed unfit and 
undeserving by reason of his or her not having made sufficient progress in 
study, during the term of his or her holding the said *^Rajkri8hna-Kshotramani 
Scholarships ” or for any other reason. 

4. That if, for any reason, in any year, any of the two Scholarships be not 
awarded to a holder of a “ Jfajkrishna-Kshetranianj Scholarship, the same shall 
be awarded to a most deserving student who would have been eligible for one 
of the Hajkrifibna-Kshetramani^cholurships according to the tenor and spirit 
of the conditions attached to the said Scholarships but to whom no such 
Scholarship nas awarded by reason of there being, at that time, a more fit 
student to take. 

6. That as far as practicable the aforesaid Scholarship shall be subject to 
the conditions attached to the said ** Rajkrishna-Kshetramaui Scholarships. *' 

6. That the power of putting a fair construction on any doubtful point 
in, or deciding upon any point not covered by the aforesaid conditions or the 
conditions attached to the said Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships,'* shall 
rest with the University. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at its meeting held 
on the 2l8t March, 1903.

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DUFF SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The subscribers to a fund raised for the purpose of commemorating^ the 
services of the Rev. Dr. Duff, directed the investment of the amount collected 
(Rs. 20,000) in Government Securities, and offered to transfer the same to 
the Universitj of Calcutta on the following^ conditions : — 

1. The interest of the moiiej shall be applied to establish — 

I — A Scholarship of Rs. 16 a month, tenable for one year by the student 
who shall obtain in the Intermediate Rxamination in Arts, the highest number 
of marks in Langua^^es. 

11 — A Scholarship of Rs. 15 a month tenable for one year by the student 
who shall obtain in the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science, the 
highest number of mnrks in Mathematics 

III — A Scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, tenable for one year by the student 
who, having been educated for at least one year in the Scottish Churches 
College, shall obtain the highest number of marks in all the subjects taken 
together at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science in alternate 
years. 

IV— A Scholarship of Rs. 15 a mouth, tenable for one year, by the 
student who, being a Christian in religion, shall obtain the highest number of 
marks in all the subjects taken together at the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts or Science in alrernate years. 

2. The above Scholarship shall be called ** Duff Scholarships and shall 
be tenable with any other Scholarships. 

3. The surpl ns of the funds, after paying any small incidental expenses, 
shall be suffered to nccumiilato, and use for the purpose of giving rewards to 
any students of the University who shall pass with credit in the evidences of 
Revealed Religion, Natural Theology and Moral Philosophy in the Examination 
for Honours for the degree of M.A. Such rewards are to be called “ Duff 
Prizes.” 

4. Should the accumulations appear to the Syndicate, greater than is 
necessary to carry out Rule 3, they may add to the value of the Duff Scholar- 
ships or increase their number. 

5. The Syndicate shall have the power of patting a fair interpretation on 
any doubtful point in the above rules. 

The Senate, at a meeting on the 21st July, 1866, accepted this benefaction 
from the subscribers of the Duff Memorial Fund. 

In accordance with Kiile 4, the Syndicate by Resolution at its meeting 
(held on the 23rd May, 1908) established two Scholarships ; — 

(a) A fift h Scholarship of Rs. 12 a month, tenable for one year by the 
stodent who shall obtain in the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science, 
the highest number of marks in Physics. 

(b) A sixth Scholarship of R'J, 12 a month, tenable for one year by the 
stodent who shall obtain in the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science, 
the highest number of marks in Chemistry.

saradaprasad scholarship and prizes. 

The late Babn Saradaprasad Roy, Zemindar of Chakdighi, bequeathed by 
his Will to the University a sum of Rs. 5,(K)0 and which it was left to the 
Syndicate to utilise in the best way- they thought fit. In February, 1885, 
the University received from Babu Lalit Mohan Roy, the heir of the deceased, 
a Government Promissiory Note for Rs. 6,000 and in April, 18S8, the Com- 
missioner of the Burdwan Division forwarded the interest on the same 
amounting to Us. 3,500. The capital at the disposal of the University thus 
stood at Rs. 8,050. After consulration with Babu Lalit Mohan Roy, it was 
•determined to found a Scholarship of the value of Rs. 10 a month, to ba 
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called the Saradaprasad Scholarship to he awarded annually to that one of 
the successful candidates for the Intermediate Examination in Arts, who 
having p/issed the Matriculation Examination from the Chakdighi Higher 
Glass English School, had prosecuted his studies in an affiliated College for 
a period of two yeafs ; and in case no successful student appears from that 
school, to that one among the successful candidates for the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts who had passed the Matriculation Examination with 
the greatest crredit from the Burdwan District. 

It was also determined to apply the balance which remained every year 
to the establishment of eight prizes of Rs. 20 each in hooks, to be called the 
“ Saradaprasad Brizes,” to be awarded to the eiuht successful candidates who 
stand highest in the subjects of English, Sanskrit, History, Logic, Mathema- 
tics, Physics, Chemistry and Botany at the Intermediate P]xamiriation in Arts 
or Science respectively.

ESHAN’S SCHOLARSHIP. 

Babu Eshanchandra Bose of Calcutta bequeathf*d by his Will to the 
University a sum of Rs, 12, (XX) in Government Securities of the 5 per cent, 
loan (reduced to 8-^) for the purpose of founding a Scholarship to be awarded 
annually in accbrdance with the terms specified in the following extract from 
the Will:— 

“ I direct my said Executors, immediately on my decease, if the same 
shall not be contributed daring my life-time to set apart out of my estate, 
Government Securities of the late East India Company, or of the Government 
of India or both of them, for the amount of rupees twelve thousand, of some 
5 per cent, loan, or otherwise, that my Executors shall immediately, after my 
decease, invest sufficient part of may estate in the purchase of similar Govern- 
ment Securities for rupees twelve thousand of 5 per cent, loan, so as to 
provide annual income of rupees six hundred,* and to endorse over and transfer 


*The present value of the scholarship is Rs. 480. 
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the aum to the Government of Bengal or the President for the time being of 
the Syndicate of the Calcutta Univ^ersity subject to the trusts 
hereinafter mentioned concerning the same, that is to say, interest to found 
a Scholarship, in the Calcutta University, to bo called * Eshan’s Scholarship,* 
to be awarded to tife first scholar, being a| Hindu, nai ive of India, on the 
B.A list for the year in the order of merit, in consideration of his continuing 
his studies at the Calcutta Presidency College with a view to the attainment 
of the higher degree of M.A., and to be paid to him upon or in case of his 
attaining that degree, but not otherwise.*’ 

The Syndicate have lai<l down the following rules for the award of the 
Eshan’s Scholarship : — 

(i) The competition for the Scholarship shall be confined only to candi- 
dates who have passed the B.A. P^xaminatton with Honours. 

(ii) In deciding who the “ first scholar ” is, only the marks awarded in 
the subject in which a candidate hjis obtained Honours shall be considered.

WILLIAM SMITH MEMORIAL PRIZE.

PRESIDENCY COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 

His Excellency the Right Uon'ble Victor Alexander George Robert, Earl of 
Lytton, M.A., P.C , G.O.I.B., Governor — Visitor. 

Affiliated, 1867. 

The Presidency College was established on the 16th June, 1855, under 
orders from the Honourable the Court of Directors of the East India Com- 
pany. The circumstances of its establishment connect it closely with the 
Hindu College or Mahavidyalay, founded by a number of Hindu Gentlemen, 
aided by Sir Edward Hyde East, Chief Justice of tho Supreme Court, and 
opened in January, tho 20th, 1817. This origin counects the Presidency College 
with the Hindu and Hare Schools, and more specially with tho former 
which continues the Junior Department of the Hindu College, as Presidency 
College continues the Senior. The Graduate Scholarships attached to the 
Presidency College, of which particulars aro iriven below, are a consequence 
of this connection, being derived from the Hindu College Fund. 

Presidency College is thus in its beginnings carried back to tho first efforts 
to promote liberal education in British India and is associated with David 
Hare and Raja Ramraohan Ray, who were tho inspirers of the movement which 
led to tho foundation of the Hindu College. 

From 1855 to tho present year the Presidency College has been adminis- 
tered by the Education Department under the Director of Public Instruction, 
Bengal. In 1909 a Gov'erning Body was constituted in accordance with Chap- 
ter XIX of I ne University Regulations, and met for the first time on Tuesday, 
March 8th, 1910. 

In December, 1914, His Excellency Lord Carmichael, first Governor of 
Bengal, became the Official Visitor of the College, a title which H, E. Lord 
Lytton has alsd consented to accept. 

C(/urs€s of Study. — Post-Graduate Teaching is now under tho control of 
the University. The College is affiliated to the B.A. Honour stage in English, 
Philosophy, History, Political Economy and Political Philosophy, Sanskrit, Pali, 
Persian and Arabic, and in Vernacular Composition : and to the B.A. and B.So. 
Honour stage in Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Physiology, Geology and 
Botany. 

Admission . — Presidency College since its foundation has been open to all 
classes of the Community, the only condition of eligibility being compliance 
with the requirements of the University. Since 1907, owing to increase of 
numbers and in conformity with the letter and spirit of the new Regulation 
introduced in 1906, admissions have been strictly limited by consideration of 
space and efficiency of teaching. 

The limit fixed for the under-graduate classes is a total of 660, distribnted

PREONATH DUTT LEGACY. 

In An^^ust, 19(.>4, the Solicitor to the Government of India forwarded a 
cheque on the Bank of Bengal for Rs. 13017-10-1, being the one-fourth share 
of the residuary estate of the late Babn Preonath Dutt bequeathed by him to 
the Univ’ersity. 

The Senate at their meeting held on the l7th February, 1006, adopted the 
following scheme sabmittod by the Committee appointed by them at their 
meeting on 15th April, 1905 : — 

That there shall be two scholarships, one for a successful female candidate 
at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science and an»*ther at the Matri- 
culation Examination, the amount being Rs. 10 for the former and Rs. 8 for 
the latter. The Scholarship shall he tenable for two years on condition that 
the scholars prosecute a course of studj* for the next higher Examination. 

That the Scholarships shall be awarded to the best among the successful 
candidates who do not get a Government scholarship, who are natives of 
Bengal and whose circumstances are such as render help desirable. The last 
fact shall be certified by two Members of the Senate. 

The Syndicate shall have power to alter the amounts of the scholarship 
according to the funds which are available.

BAI BADHIKAPRASANNA MUKHEBJEE, BAHADUR, O.I.E.. GOLD

In September, 1904, the Honorary Secretary to the Rai Radhikaprasanna

6. That a prize in books, up to the value of Rs. 9, be annually awarded to 
the student gaining the highest number of marks in Physiology at the 
interinediato Examination in Arts or Science.

THAKUKDAS BANERJEE SCHOLARSHIP, PRASANNAMAYI DEBI 
PRIZE AND KEDARNATH BANERJEE MEDAL 

Babii Kshitindranarh Banerjeo in deference to the wishes of his uncle, the 
late Babu Kedarnath Banerjee, Pleader and resident of Barasat, iu the district 
of 24 Parganas, made over to the University 3| per cent. Government 
securities of the nominal value of Rs. 8,000 for the purpose of creating an 
endowment for the award of a scholarship, a Gold Medal and a prize of books 
on the following conditions : — 

(a) That a scholarship of Rs. 8 (eight) a month tenable for two years, be 
awarded every alternate* year to the best student who passes the Matrioala- 
tion Examination in the tirst division from the Barasat (Toverument School

the award of the scholarship of Rs. 8 a month, tenable for two years, has

(d) That a prize in Sanskrit books of the value of Rs. 25, to be called the

be presented at the annual Convocation to the female student who gains the 
highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the Bachelor of Arts Examination 
among successful students of her own sex : or in the absence of such student, 
the prize be similarly awarded to a male student, who gets the highest num- 
ber of marks in Sanskrit at the same examination.

(/) That the medal bear the words “ Kedarnath Banerjee medal awarded 
to ” on one side, and the University Arms on the rtlier. 

(y) That the names of the winners of the scholarship, prize and the gold 
medal be published in the Gazettee^ as well as in University Calendar. 

(h) That the donor be allowed to nominate Arindrajit Mookerjee who 
passed the Matriculation Examination in 1911 in the first division from the 
Barasat Government School and ha.s been admitted into the Ripon College, as 
the first holder of the Thakurdas Banerjee Scholarship. 

(») That in subsequent year the University award the said scholarship 
to any one in terms of the condition in paragraph (c).

The terms of the bequest are given in the follow' ing extract from the 
Will— 

“ Real encouragement not being afforded to Sanskrit language in this 
country is being noticed day by day. Therefore, 1 provide that whoever will 
come of best of all in Sanskrit Literature in the M.A. Degree Examination at 
the Calcutta University in any year shall get a reward of r)(X) (five hundred) 
rupees in a lump sum and the present of a Gold Medal of the value of one 
hundred and fifty rupees. On one side of that Gold Medal shall be engraved 
in the Bengali language my name and Seram pur as my residence and on the 
other side the name of the recipient scholar and the Bengali year. 
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It is my belief that the learning of Science is absolutely necessary in this 
country. Therefore, in order to f^ive an impetus to the encouragement of 
learning ‘ Science * I provide that whoever will stand first of all in the M.Sc. 
examination for Science at the University of Calcutta in any year shall get a 
reward of 5C0 (five hundred) rupees in a lump sum and the present of a Gold 
Medal of the value of 150 (one hundred and fifty) rupees in that year. On one 
side of the gold medal shall bo engraved in the English language my name and 
Serampur as my residence and on the other side the name of the recipient 
scholar and the English Christian year. 

For the performance of the acts mentioned in this clause and in the clause 
preceding it, my executor shall make over Company’s Papers, that is, Govern- 
ment Promissory Notes for .37,500 (Thirty Seven Thousand Five Hundred) 
Rupees bearing interest at three and half per cent, out of my estate to the 
Calcutta University. They shall perform the acts stated in the said clauses out 
of the interest on the said Papers.

AMBIKAOHABAN CHAUDHURI MEDAL 

In 1879, Government accepted the offer of Babu Ambikacharan Chaudhuri, 
B.C.B., Assistant Engineer, Nagode, to invest Rs. 1,200 in 4 (reduced to 34) 
per cent. Government Promissory Notes on condition that out of the interest 
of the above investment a medal is awarded annually to that student of the 
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Seebpnr Civil Engineerinpr College, who stands first in Mathematics at the 
B.E. Examination. The administration of the Fund was entrusted to the 
Principal, Civil Engineering College, Sibpur. The Director of Public Ins- 
truction, Bengal, having proposed that the medal should in future, be publicly 
presented at the Convocation of the Calcutta University, the Government of 
Bengal, in its lette'* No. 409 dated the 19th July, 1890, appointed the Registrar 
of the Calcutta University as administrator of the Fund in place of the 
Principal, Civil Engineering College, Sibpur. On 14th October, 1890, the 
latter officer made over to the University the sum of Rs. 132>11-1, being the 
amount of balr*nce at credit of the above fund and forwarded a copy of the 
Report on the audit of the account of the fund countersigned by the Account- 
ant-General, Bengal. The investments at present, amount to Rs. 1,400, 
yielding an annual income of Rs. 49.

SIBLEY SCHOLARSHIP. 

The late Mr. George Sibley, formerly a Fellow of the University, bequeath- 
ed all his shares in the Ghoosery Cotton Mills Company Limited to the Senate 
of the University ** upon trust to found Scholarships of the value of Rs. 50 
per mensem for graduates of the University in Civil Engineering, with power 
to divert from time to time any portion of the income not exceeding an equal 
moiety in any other way, which may in the opinion of the Senate be better 
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calculated to further the study of Engineeriiipr Science among the natives of 
India." At the time of his death Mr. Sibley owned 225 shares in the above- 
named Company, their nominal value being Bs. 200 each. Of these, 25 shares 
had to be sold to meet the claim of the Indian Revenue authorities in England 
demanding a legacy duty of 10 per cent, of the value of the shares and of 
the amount of any dividends received or accrued since the testator’s death 
and to pay the Attorney’s bill of costs. The remaining 200 shares together 
with dividend warrants for Rs. 800, were made over to the Secretary and 
Treasurer, Bank of Bengal, with instructions to sell the shares at their market 
value, and to invest the sale proceeds and the amount of dividends in the 4 
(reduced to 3^) per cent, loan of 1866. The Faculty of Engineering at its 
meeting held on the 22nd March, 1893, recommended to the Syndicate that 
out of the interest of the above endowment one Scholarship, to be called the 
Sibley Scholarship, of Rs. 30 a month tenable for two years, be awarded 
annually (1) to any B.E. at the end of his practical course who attends and 
works regularly in an Electrical Laboratory or in an Electrical Workshop ; or 
(2) to any B.E. wdio is l>07ia yide working in a mine. The selection of the 
scholar to be according to their standing in the B.E. Examination, and each 
scholar to be required to submit to the Registrar a certificate of good conduct 
at the end of each inontli. The Scholarship to be forfeited if the conditions on 
which it is granted cease to be observed. 

The recommendation of the Faculty of Engineering was adopted by the 
Syndicate at its meeting held on the 8th April 1893.

NAHASINHA DATTA SCHOLARSHIP. 

f»i St'ptember 1915, Babii Lalniohan Mukerjee, B L., placed at the disposal 
of the University of Calcutta 4 per cent. Port Trust Debentures of the nominal 
value of lls. 2,500 for the purpose of founding from the interest thereof a 
scholarship in memory of the late Rai Narasiuha Datta, Bahadur, on the 
following conditions : — 

(1) That a scholarship to be called the **Narasinha Datta Scholarship’* of 
Rs. 8 per month tenable for one year be awarded to such successful candidate 
at the Matriculation Examination for the year, who being a student of any of 
the H. E. Schools in the Howrah District, obtains the highest number of marks 
among his fellow students, but does not obtain a Government or any other 
scholarship.

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REVISED RULES. 

GOVERNMENT SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM BY INDIANS. 

No. 399, dated Simla, the Ist May, 1916. 

RESOLUTION — By the Government of India, Department of Education. 

Three questions of importance have lately been engajjing the attention 
of the Government of India in connection with the policy regarding State 
scholarships : — 

(a) The advisability, in the interest of female education in this country, 
of assisting and encouraging Indian women to receive a medical training out- 
side India in the United Kingdom or elsewhere , 

(h) The insufficiency, in some cases, of the existing rates of Government 
scholarships ; and 

(c) The difficulty of securing the admission of State scholars to the Uni* 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge- 

2. The importance of (a) has been emphasised by the recent institution 
of a medical service for women in India. Moreover the provision of facilities 
for a course of training in Europe should increase the attractiveness of the 
study of medicine as well as afford an inducement and an opportunity for the 
best women graduates to undertake special courses of training abroad. The 
Government of India have accordingly invited and obtained the approval of 
the Secretary of State to the grant from Imperial rov'enue, to an Indian 
woman graduate of one scholarship annually, tenable in the United Kingdom 
or wdth special sanction, in foreign countries This scholarship, however, will 
not necessarily be confined to the study of medicine but will also be available 
for training in certain other subjects The general practice will be that while 
the Scholarship will usually be awarded for the study of medicine, it may also 
be available for a candidate who desires to undertake some other educational 
or professional course. Further particulars regarding the scholarship will be 
found in Appendices I and II. The first scholarship will bo awarded in 1916. 

3. As regards paragraph 1 (6), it has been found that in the case of 
scholars residing at an Oxford or Cambridge College the allowance of 200L 
a year is sufficient only to cover the necessary expenses of college life and 
permits little margin for vacation and other expenses. The existing allowance 
of 150L in the case of Oriental scholars is also considered inadequate. Hence 
after consultation with Local Gover* Jtneats and with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State the Government I'i/ India are pleased to announce that — 

(tt) The value of the two Government of India University scholarships 
and of the scholarships granted to a male member of the domiciled community 
which are mentioned in paragraph 6 (a) and (c) of this resolution shall be 
raised from 200L to 260^ a year when held in a College at Oxford or Camb- 
ridge. 
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(b) The value of the laiif^iiage or Oriental 8cholar8hit)a which are men- 
tioned in paragraph 6 (d) of this resolution shall be raisef from 150Z. to 200Z. 
a year on the understanding that the holders of tliefe scholarships will in 
future be required to pay their owm Univ'orsity foes j f nd it will b {3 further 
increased to 250/. a year on the same understanding when the scholarship is 
held in a College at Oxforel or Cambridge. 

(c) Before a mah‘ scholar leaves India his parent or guardian must show 
that he has sent to the Secretary for Indian students in London a sum of 25Z. 
for initial outfit expenses. In the case of a technical scholar the Bum of 151. 
will be sufficient. 

4. With regard to paragraph 1 (c), the difficulty of securing admission to 
colleges at Oxford and Cambridire is largely ilue to the late date on which 
applications for admission on behalf of State Scholars are often received. 
The Secretary of State has recently pointed out that, to ensure success, such 
applications, accornpanit'd by the requisite testimonials should reach the 
Secretary for Indian Students in Marcli or April each year. The importance 
of the early and punctual submission of the nomination of Scholars was there- 
fore hrought to the attention of Local (Governments and LTniversit ies. As 
will be observed from this De])artmeiit’s letter No. 2428-24o2, d.ated the 
24th December, lbl8, nominations for Universit\' scholarships are recjuired to 
be submitted iii the spring or earlier, 'fhe (government of India Jiavo been in 
communication with the Secretary of State regarding this matter and liavo 
ascertained that, in cas(*s where delay i.s inevil.'iblo through the nec(*ssity of 
awaiting examination results, arrangementa for the admission of scholars to 
Oxford and Cambridge Colleges may be made, provided that the selection is 
reported to the Secretary of State by telegram early in .lime and testimonials 
forwarded during that month. In order that this may be done the Govern- 
ment of India desire that in the case of all State Scholarships a|)])lication8 
should be received on or before May 15th at the very latest. Nominations 
submitted after that date cannot be considered, ns otherwise the interest.s of 
all concerned may bo affected adversely. It is hoped that by this means the 
arrangements made for tlio admission of State Scholars to tin' English 
Universities, and especially tliose of Oxford and Cambridge*, will be rendered 
more effective. 

5. For the sake of convenience the present ()pi)ortunity is taken to 
supersede and collate all previous resolutions and orders on this subject, and 
to issue the present resolution.s, the appendices to wliich deal with State 
Scholarships of all kinds held abroad and the rules relating to them. It is 
proposed, instead of issuing sujiplementary instructions which may be 
required in future, to embody them in re-issues of the present appendices. 
It is thought that this method will be convenient to the public, since eiKjuiries 
regarding the conditions of the.se scholarships are frequent. 

6. The Government of India have from time to time sanctioned from 
Imperial revenues the following State Scholarships (including that established 
in this resolution) tenable abroad by students of this country : — 

(a) Two scholarships of 2001. to 250/ [ride paragraph 3 (a)] to be awarded 
annually by the Dniversities (vide the Government of India, Home Depart- 
ment, Resolution No. 1-45-57, dated the 12th February, 18H0). 

(h) Ten technical scholarships of 150/. to be awarded annually to statu- 
tory natives of India (vide the Government of India, Homo Dex)artmcnt, 
Resolution No. 41, dated the 20th January, 1904). 

(c) One scholarship of 200/. or 250iS [:yide paragraph 3 (a)] to be awarded 
annually to a male student of the domiqnJd community (vide the Government 
of India, Home Department, Resolution iTo. 221-238, dated the 19th March, 
1907). 

(d) Two scholarships of 200/. or 250/. [vide paragraph 3 (5)] to be awarded 
annually for the study of Oriental languages (vide the Government of India, 
Home Department, Resolution No. 731-734, dated the 1st September, 1908). 
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APPENDIX II 

Gjinkbal and Special'! Rules governing the Grant of State Scholarships. 

General Rules, 

(i) Candidates nnnst produce medical evidence of physical fitness to 
undergo a course of study abroad. 

(n) Except in the case of University Scholarships for which (subject to 
the ap])rovaI of the Governments of India, Madras and Bombay) the Univer- 
sities make their own schiction, each Local Government is invited to nominate 
annually a candidate or candidates, as the case may be, and the Government of 
India select from among those nominated the candidates who appear to them 
the best fitted to hold the scholarships. For tefhnical scholarships no candi- 
date is to be selected by Local Governments on the result of a competitive 
examination either open or limited. 

(Hi) Full details including the name and occupation of the scholar’s father 
and ])Iace of birth, a summary of his academic career in India and a statement 
of the course of study proposed to be followed in the United Kingdom should 
be furnished for transmission to the India Office some time before the scholar’s 
arrival in England. 

(iv) Wlien nominating candidates already resident in the United Kingdom, 
Local Governments should give the earliest possible intimation to the Govern- 
ment of India regarding the (jualifications of such candidates, the course of 
study they propose to pursue and their address in the United Kingdom. The 
Government of India will then communicate these particulars to the Secretary 
of State, and will await a reply from him before selecting the scholars. The 
Government of India will transmit to Local Governments the views or in- 
structions received from tlio India Office at the earliest possible date and, if 
necessary by telegram. 

(j;) Difficulties sometimes arise owing to scholars arriving in England with 
preconceived plans and ideas based on the advice of (‘ducational authorities in 
India as to the courses of study they should follow and the institutions to 
which they should secure admission, or owing to a scholar’s unassisted efforts 
on his arrival to make his own plans without a sufficient knowledge of the 
requirements of the educational institutions in the United Kingdom. To 
obviate this cause of difficulty arrangements should be made to let the India 
Office receive in good time any special suggestion that may be made by 
college ])rofossorHfand otlier educ*ational anthorities regarding the course of 
training which a particular scholar might follow with advantage. 

(vi) Selected scholars should communicate with the local Advisory Com- 
mittee (in ilurrna, tlie local branch of the Burma Society) in order that they 
may obtain advice regarding certificates, etc., and they shonld, when proceeding 
to jEngland, take witli them the originals of their certificates, testimonials and 
othqr important personal dr cuments suggested to them by the local Secretary 
to the Advisory Committee. 

(vii) State scholars are required to proceed to England within a reason- 
able time from the date of their selection so as to arrive there not later than 
the middle of September, and to reside there for the period of their scholarship 
unless compelled to return sooner in consequence of ill-health. The scholar- 
ship will be payable from the date on which the scholars report their arrival 
in England. Selected scholars will be provided witli a second class passage to 
England and also with a second class return passage if they carry out the 
instructions of the Secretary of State and complete the full period of residence 
or are compelled by sickness to return within that period. 

(um) The scholarships carry with them no conditions as to any subse- 
quent career or service under Government and no expectations of such 
employment are held out. 
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II—Special Rules. 

(a) University Scholarships. ^ 

It is open to each University to consider whether a special examination 
should be held for the selection of the scholars, or whether the selection should 
be made on the results of the ordinary examinations. If special examinations 
are held, the regulations which the University concerned may propose to lay 
down in regard thereto should be submitted for the previous approval of the 
Government of India, the necessary arrangements for the conduct of the 
examinations being made under the orders of the University authorities. 
The candidates for the special examinations, when such examinations are held, 
must be young men of proved ability, and will be selected by the Vice- 
Chancellor on the report of t|ie Syndicate or governing body, who will in 
their turn be guided by tli^b opinions of the professors and examiners 
concerned. 

(b) Technical Scholarships. 

(i) Local Governments will consider what industries are of importance in 
the province, and which of them may best be encouraged by scholarships, taking 
care to connect the scholarship scheme with the system of technical and 
industrial education in the province. Industries in which Indian capital and 
enterprise are engaged or likely to be engaged are particularly appropriate for 
selection. 

(ii) In the autumn of each year Local Governments will consult local 
bodies, leading firms and selected individuals as to the industry which is to be 
encouraged, etc., and, as a result of this preliminary consultation issue a 
notification (with a copy of the technical scholarship rules) containing full 
particulars of the scholarship to be aw'arded, not later than December. 

(Hi) If Local Governments anticipate difficulty in arranging suitable 
courses in certain subjects, such as the study of fats, oils and soaps, glass 
making or the manufacture of sugar, a copy of the notifications is sent to the 
Government of India, who communicate with the Secretary of State early in 
January. The Government of India wdll reserve their final selection for 
scholarships till they hare ascertained from the Secretary of State that suit- 
able arrangements can be made in such subjects. In case courses cannot be 
arranged in any subject, it may be found convenient for Local Government 
to mention more than one industry in the notification, so that there may be 
a certain range of subjects and of candidates from which selection can be 
made. 

(iv) In determining the industry to be studied and in choosing a candidate 
for the scholarship. Local Governments are required to bear in mind the 
importance of insuring that the scholar on his return will find scope for his 
skill and experience. In recommending a candidate for the study of any 
industry connected with Agriculture, Local Governments might with advantage 
consult the Agriculture Adviser to the Government of India as to the course 
of training which the selected scholar should undergo. 

(u) The subjects excluded from the scope of these scholarships are Law, 
Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agriculture, Civil Engineering and 
Geology. It is not intended to send scholars either to Europe or to America 
to study the extraction of alkalis or vegetable oil-pressing. 

(vi) Candidates selected for scholarships should ordinarily be of such 
formed character and habits, and of such an age, that detailed tutelage should 
be unnecessary. 

(i;n) The form in which recommendations should be submitted W'ill be found 
in Appendix III to this resolution. 

(viii) If a technical scholar is receiving preliminary training in India, a 
report upon his work and progress should be forwarded to the Government of 
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India for transmission to the Secretary of State at the end of each year, so 
that his training f.i India and England may be made parts of one considered 
plan, and that no tin.^e may be lost on his arrival in England. 

(c) Domiciled Community Scholarship (Male Candidates). 

(i) The two main principles which govern the grant of this scholarship 
are ; — 

(а) that, as the object in view is to assist a scholar to take up a 

University course in England, the scholarship will ordinarily 
be awarded to a youtig man at the close of his school career 
in India so that he may join the University as far as possible 
at the same age as bo^^s educated in England; 

(б) the scholarship will be given to the scholar who is most fitted 

to benefit from a course of study at a University. 

(u) In making tho selection due regard will be paid to the claims of each 
province to participate in its turn in the scheme. 

(d) Language or Oriental Scholarships. 

(i) The Scholarship will as a rule be awarded to a candidate who has 
passed examinations in India which will obtain for him admission to a Univer- 
sity in Europe as an advanced or research student. 

(ti) Some elementary knowledge of French and German should, if possible, 
be acquired by the scholar before leaving India. 

(Hi) In tho selection of scholars for the study of Sanskrit regard should 
be paid to tho following considerations. As the vast range of Sanskrit 
literature makes it necessary for a scholar to select some special field of 
Sanskrit learning in w’hicU to specialise the choice of the special branch of 
study should be made in India and the pertinent preparatory studies completed 
before the scholar leaves for Europe. Professors of Sanskrit in various 
European Universities have complained that individual language scholars have 
been unable to enter at once on the course of study best fitted for them 
through lack of preliminary knowledge which could quite well have been 
acquired in India. Accordingly if a Sanskrit scholar wishes to specialise on : — 

(a) Veda or Philology, he should have some knowledge of Latin and 

Greek ; 

(b) Philosophy, he should have studied one of the systems of Indian 

Philosoph} in the Original texts, and have read some Plato 
and Aristotle ; 

(c) Post-Vedic Literature, his reading should have extended con- 

siderably beyond the limits of the courses prescribed for the 
M.A. Examination of an Indian UniverRit3\ 

(a) Domiciled Community Scholarship (Female Candidates) and 
Scholarship to Indian Wo7nen. 

If a select scholar has friends or relatives in the United [Kingdom willing 
to receive her during vacations, their names and addresses should be forwarded 
to the Educational Adviser in London.

APPENDIX IV. 

Rules for Government of India (University) Scholars in the 
United Kingdom. 

1. Government scholars are required to avail themselves of the informa- 
tion and advise which the Secretary for Indian students and the Local Adviser 
at University centres are in a position to give them, and to apply to their Local 
Adviser for instructions as regards their studies and in any circumstances of 
difficulty. The Local Advisers at Oxford, Cambridge, Manchester, Edinburgh 
and Glasgow have charge of Government scholars studying at those Universities, 
Scholars studying at other British Universities will be under the charge of the 
Educational Adviser in London. The Adviser is the proper person to bring 
before the Secretary for Indian students any matter requiring the sanction of 
the Secretary of State in Council. 

2. Every scholar should on reaching England at once report himself to 
the Educational Adviser in London at 21, Cromwell Road, S. W. Accommoda- 
tion for new arrivals is provided in that house. i\fter seeing the Educational 
Adviser in London, and consulting with him in regard to his course of SLudy, 
he should also call on the Secretary for Indian Students at the India Office. 

3. Every scholar must obey all instructions which ho may receive either 
through the Secretary for Indian Students or through his Local Adviser, and 
most consult his Local fLdviser regularly in regard to his work. Any course 
of study which requires and has received the sanction of the Secretary of State 
will not be changed without similar sanction. 

4. Every scholar must from time to time whenever tho Local Adviser 
requires it, submit a certificate from the proper College or University Authority, 
showing that his conduct and progress in study have been satisfactory. 

5. Subject to a due compliance with tho above conditions, the scholar’s 
allowance will be paid quarterly in advance by the India Office to tho Local 
Adviser under whose charge he is. It will begin from the date of the scholar's 
reporting his arrival in England and the Local Adviser will disburse it to the 
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scholar in such inst^lrnentB as convenience may dictste. Three months after 
the date of reporting arrival, the amount to the ensuing official Quarter Day* 
will be paid to the Local Adviser, and subsequent payments will be made in 
advance on or after each otlicial Quarter Day. The allowance will be at the 
rate of 20(Jl a 3^ear, e.Kcl‘pt in the case of scholars admitted to the colleges at 
Oxford or Cambridge, whoso allowances will be increased to 2501 a year to 
cover the additional expenses involved. 

b. Every scholar is re<piired to lodge with the Secretary for Indian 
Students at the India Office, London, before liis arrival in England, the sum of 
251. for initial expenses. He will have no claim to payment of any instalment 
of his scholarship until this deposit has been made. 

7. Charg(js for University and College fees, for private tuition, for books, 
hotel bills, medical attendance, and travelling (except the two journeys 
between England and India), must be borne by the scholar and will not be 
dofraj’ed by the Secretary of State.

APPENDIX V. 

Rules for Government of India (Sanskrit and Arabic) 

Scholars in Europe. 

1. All (h)vcrninont scholars arc required to avail themselves of the 
information and advice which the Secretary for Indian Students and the Local 
Ailvisers at University centres are in a position to give them, and to apply to 
their Local Adviser for instruction as regards thoir studies and in any circums- 
tances of diffi(!idty. Tlie Local Advisors at Oxford, Cambridge, Manchester, 
Edinburgli and Glasgow have cluirgo of Government scholars studying at 
those Universities. Scholars studying at other British Universities or abroad 
will be under the charge of the Educational Adviser in London. The Adviser 
is the proper person to bring before the Secretary for Indian Students any 
matter requiring tlio sanction of the Secretary of State in Conncil. 

2. Every scholar should, on reaching England, at once report himself to 
the Educational Adviser in London at 21, Cromwell Road, 8. W. Accommodation 
for new .arrivals is provided in that house. After seeing the Educational 
Adviser in London and consulting with him in regard to his course of study, 
he should also call on the Secretary for Indian Students at the India Office. 

* Note . — The Official Quarter Days aro the Ist of January, the Ist of 
April, the Ist of July and the Ist of October. 
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3. Every scholar must obey all instructions which he may receive either 
through the Secretary for Indian Students or through his Local Adviser. He 
must consult his Local Advisor regularly in regard to his, work and carry out 
any course of study which the Adviser may ultimately prescribe. Any course 
which requires and has received the sanction of the Secretary of State will not 
be clianged without similar sanction. 

4. Every scholar must, from time to time, whenever the Educational 
Adviser in London or other Local Advisor requires it, submit a certificate from 
the proper College or Universiiy Authority, showing that his conduct and 
progress in study have been satisfactory. 

5. Subject to a due compliance with the above conditions, the scholar’s 
allowance will be paid quarterly in advance by the India Office to the Local 
Adviser under whose charge he is. Ttw’ill begin from the date of the scholar’s 
reporting his arrival in England, and the Local Advisor will disburse it to 
the scholar in such instalments as convenience may dictate. Three months 
after the date of reporting arrival, the amount to the ensuing official Quarter 
Day* will be paid to the Local Adviser and subsequent payments will be made 
in advance or after each official Quarter Day. The allowance will generally be 
at the rate of 200/, a year, and Language Scholars will not, as a rule, bo 
expected to join Colleges at Oxford or Cambridge. But in the event of a 
Language Scholar being admited to an Oxford or Cambridge College, his 
allowance will be increased to 250/ a year, to cover the additional expenses 
involved. 

6. Every scholar is required to lodge with the Secretary for Indian 
Students at the India Office, London, before his arrival in England, the sura of 
25/, for initial expenses. He will have no claim to payment of any instalment 
of his scholarship until his deposit has been made. 

7. The necessary travelling expenses of scholars abroad by second class 
or by third class, if no second be available, will be defrayed by the Secretary 
of State, These expenses should be claimed on forms obtainable from the 
Adviser. Travelling expenses in the United Kingdom will be borne by the 
scholars themselves. Charges for University and College fees, for private 
tuition, for books, hotel bills and medical attendance must be borne by the 
scholar and will not be defrayed by the Secretary of State. 

8. No claim can be admitted for the payment of any expenditure unless 
the scholar has obtained previous sanction from the Secretary of State. 

9. The scholarship is granted in the first instance for two years, unless 
the Secretary of State in the exercise of his discretion sees reason to terminate 
it sooner. Every scholar will forfeit his scholarship wlio not being disabled 
by illness or prevented by any other cause which the Secretary of State may 
consider sufficient, fails to comply with the Rules here set forth. The scholar- 
ship may, for sufficient reason, be extended beyond two years by the Secretary 
of State. It may be terminated at any time within the first two years or later, 
if a scholar fails in health or conduct. 

10. On the expiration of the scholarship a scholar is provided by the 
India Office with a free second-c]a.s8 passage to India, and he should apply for 
it without delay through his Local Adviser. He is not entitled to make his own 
passage arrangement and to claim an allowance in lieu from the India Office. 
If a scholarship bo forfeited, or if it be resigned before completion of its term, 
or if the holder of it on completion of its term declines to return to India 
when instructed to do so, the scholar will lose his claim to a free passage 
back to India.

Rules for Government of India (Technical) Scholars in the 
^ United Kingdom. 

1. All Government scholars are required to avail themselves of the 
information and advice which the Secretary for Indian Students and the 
Local Advisers at University centres are in a position to give them, and to 
apply to their Local Advisers for instructions as regards their studies and in 
any circumstances of difficult 3 ^ The Local Advisers at Oxford, Cambridge, 
Manchester, Edinburgh and Glasgow have charge of Government scholars 
studying at those Universities. Scholars studying elsewhere will be under 
the charge of the Educational Adviser in London. The Adviser is the proper 
person to bring before the Secretary for Indian Students any matter requir- 
ing the sanction of the Secretary of State in Council. 

2. Every scholar should on reaching England .at once report himself to the 
Educational Adviser in London at 21, Cromwell Road, S. W. Accommodation 
for new arrivals is provided in that house. After seeing the Educational 
Adviser in London, and consulting with him in regard to his course of study he 
should also call on the Secretary for Indian Students at the India Office. 

3. Every scholar must obey all instruction which he may receive, either 
through the Secretary for Indian Students or through his Local Adviser, and 
must consult his Local Advi.ser regularly in regard to his work. No course of 
study will be sanctioned which does, not provide for an adequate practical 
training. Any course which has received the sanction of the Secretary of 
State will not be changed without similar sanction. 

4. Every scholar must from time to time, whenever the Local Adviser 
requires it, submit a certificate from the proper College or University 
Authority, or from any other Authority under whom he is working, showing 
that his conduct and progress have been satisfactory. 

5. Every scliolar must give a written undertaking that he %vill devote 
himself exclusively, during the tenure of his scholarship, to the study of the 
subject for which his scholarship was granted, and that he will return to India 
on its termination and there continue to devote himself to the industry which 
he has studied. Any scholar who neglects his studies, or tries to work for 
any other profession concurrently, will render himself liable to forfeiture of 
hitt scholarship. 

6. Every scholar will ho required to keep a concise diary, to be sub- 
mitted at the end of each term to his Local Adviser, and to bo forwarded 
through the Local Adviser at the end of each academic year to the Secretary 
of State for transmission to India. 

7. Scholars will be expected to continue their studies during vacations 
with the exception of three w’eeks in each year. Vacation study should, as 
far as possible, take the form of practical work. 

8. Plans for vacation work, accompanied by a complete estimate of any 
extra expenses for fees or travelling involved, should be sent in to the Local 
Adviser six weeks before the end of any academic term. Scholars are not 
entitled to any subsistence allowance in addition to the scholarship allowance 
during time spent on vacation work, but a scholar who receives permission to 
visit the Continent may, if the Secretary of State for India in Council con- 
siders that the circumstances render it desirable, be granted a subsistence 
allowance calculated at such rate as the Secretary of State may decide. 

9. Subject to a due compliance with the above conditions, the scholar’s 
allowance will be paid quarterly in advance by the India Office to the Local 
Adviser under whose charge he is. It will begin from the date of the scholar’s 
J^eporting his arrival in England, and the Local Adviser will disburse it to the 
scholar in such instalments as convenience may dictate. Three months after 
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the date of reporting arrival, the amount to the ensuing pfficial Quarter Day • 
will bo paid to the Local Adviser, and subsequent payments will bo made in 
advance on or after each official Quarter Day.* Tho allowance will, except in 
special cases, bo at tho rate of 160/. a year. 

10. Every scholar is required to lodge with t^ic Secretary for Indian 
Students at the India Office, London, before his arrival in England tho sum 
of 15Z. for initial expenses He w'ill have no claim to payment of any instal- 
ment of his scholarship until this deposit has been made. 

11. Charges for University' and College fees, premiums for practical 
training, and the necessary expenses of scholars by second-class, or by third- 
class, if no second be available, will, if sanctioned, be defrayed by the Secretary 
of State. Applications for payment of all these charges should be made 
through the Local Adviser. But charges for private tuition, unless specially 
sanctioned, for the books, instruments, hotel bills and medical attendance, 
must be paid by’ the scholar himself. 

12. No olaini can be admitted for tho payment of any expenditure unless 
tho scholar has obtained previous sanction from the Secretary of State. 

13. The scholarship is granted in the first instance for tw'O years, unless 
the Secretary of State in the exercise of his discretion sees reason to termi- 
nate it sooner. Every scholar w ill forft?it his scholarship who, not being 
disabled by illness or prevented by any' other cause which the Secretary of 
State may consider sufficient, fails to comply with the Rules here set forth. 
It may' be terminated at any time if a scholar fails in health or conduct. It 
may also be extended for a third year or longer, if the Se^cretary of State 
decides that such an extension is required to complete the scholar’s train- 
ing. 

14. On the expiration of the scholarship a scholar is provided by the India 
Office with a free second-class passage to India, and he should apply for it 
without delay through his Local Adviser. He is not entitled to make his own 
passage arrangements and to claim an allowance in lieu from the India Office. 
If a scholarship be forfeited or if it be resigne<l before completion of its term, 
or if the holder of it, on completion of its term, declines to return to India 
when instructed to do so, the scholar w ill lose his claim to a free passage 
back to India.

Scholars studying elsewhere will be under the charge of Educational Adviser 
in London. Tho Adviser is the proper person to bring before the Secretary 
for Indian Students any matter requiring the sanction of the Secretary of State 
in Council. 

2. Every scholar ohould on reaching England at once report herself to 
the Educational Adviser in London at 21, Cromwell Road, S.W. After seeing

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the EducatioTla^ Adviser in London, and consulting with him in regard to her 
course of study, she should also call on the Secretary for Indian Students at 
the India Office. 

3. Every scholar must obey all instructions which she may receive, either 
through the Secretary for Indian Students or through her Local Adviser^ and 
must consult her Local Adviser regularly in regard to her work and her 
residence during vacations. Any course of study which requires and has 
received the sanction of the Secretary of State will not be changed without 
similar sanction. 

‘1. Every scholar must from time to time, whenever the Local Advisor 
reejuires it, submit a certificate from the proper College or University Authority, 
showing that her conduct and progress in study have been satisfactory. 

5. Subject to a due compliance with the above conditions, the scholar’s 
allowance will bo paid quarterly in advance by the India Office to the Local 
Adviser under whose charge she is. It will begin from the date of the 
scholar’s reporting her arrival in England and tlie Local Adviser will disburse 
it to the scJiolar in sucli instalments as convenience may dictate. Three 
months after the date of reporting arrival, the amount to the ensuing official 
Quarter Day* will be paid to the Local Adviser, and subsequent payments will 
bo made in advance or after each official Quarter Day. The allowance will be 
at the rate of 200/. a year. 

0. Charges for University and College fees, for private tuition, for books, 
inslrunionts, hotel bills, medical attendance and travelling (except the two 
journejs between England and India), must bo borne by tho scholar and wdll 
not bo defrayed by the Secretary of State. 

7. Tho scholarship is granted in the first instance, for three years, unless 
the Secretary of State in tho exorcise of his discretion sees reason to terminate 
it sooner. Every scholar will forfeit her scholarship who, not being disabled by 
illness or prevented by any other cause which the Secretary of State may con- 
sider sufficient, fails to comply with the rules here set forth. It may be 
terminated at any time if a scholar fails in health or conduct. 

8. On the expiration of tho scholarship a scholar is provided by the India 
Office with a free second-class passage to India and she should apply for it 
withoul. delay through her Local Adviser. She is not entitled to make her 
own passage arrangcMiionts, and to claim an allowance, in lieu from the India 
Office. If a scholarshij) be forfeited, or if it bo resigned before completion 
of its term, or if the holder of it, on completion of its term, declines to return 
to India wlien instructed to do so, tho scholar will lose her claim to a free 
passage back to India, 

Rules for Election to the Government Scholarships. 

1. Candidates for tho Government Schobarships must bo natives of India, 
within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statutes 33, Vic. Cap. 3. 

2. The selection of tho scholars shall take place not later than the montli 
of January in tho year in w'hich the Scholarship is placed at the disposal of this 
University. 

3. Tho candidates for tho Scholarships shall be only such Graduates of 
the University as have passed the examination for the degree of M.A. or M.So. 
or tho examination for the degree of B.A. or B.Sc. with Honours. 

4. Candidates for the examinations mentioned in the preceding rule who 
arc desirous of competing for tlie Government Scholarships at the disposal of 
this University either in the year of their examinations, or in the three follow- 
ing years shall intimate the fact to the Registrar at the time they make their 
applications for those examinations and shall state whether they have tho

the Ist of July and the Ist of October. 
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consent of their families to proceed to England in order to oomplato a University 
education there. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Boards of Examiners in submitting the 
results of the examinations mentioned in rule 3, to state whfch of the candi- 
dates are in their opinion fit and proper persons to bo selected for the Govern- 
ment Scholarships. 

6. Candidates for the Scholarships who have been admitted by the Board 
of Examiners under the preceding rule, shall not later than the 7th January in 
the year in which it is to be awarded, submit to the Registrar certificates of — 

(a) their good conduct from persons of respectability and position with 
whom they may be acquainted, 

(b) their knowledge of the English language, from one or more of the 
Professors of the College in which they have been educated ; and 

(c) their physical capacity to undergo the course of life and study which 
they will have to follow in England, signed or countersigned by a Presidency 
or Civil Surgeon. 

A candidate should ordinarily be over 22 and under 25 years of age at the 
time when the selection for the Scholarship is made. The Government of 
India will however be prepared to consider the relaxation of this rule in 
exceptional circumstances and that every such case will be submitted for their 
orders before the Scholarship is actually awarded. 

A certificate of age on the Slat of January must also accompany each 
application, and each candidate must state in his application the name of his 
father, the place of his residence and whether he has the consent of his family 
to proceed to England in order to complete a University education there. 
Each application must also contain a brief statement of the candidate’s 
academical career. 

Each candidate is also required to satisfy the University that if elected to 
the Scholarship, he will have other resources besides his Scholarship to enable 
him to meet expenses in the vacation and other general expenses which may 
be unavoidable. 

7. In the year in which the selection is to take place, the names of those 
candidates recommended by the Boards of Examiners for the year and for the 
three preceding years shall be laid before a Committee of the Syndicate 
consisting of not more than three members who shall have power to call for 
reports from the Principals and Professors of the Colleges in which the 
graduates were educated, and to make such other enquiries as they think fit, 
and who shall recommend to the Yice-Chancellor one of the candidates for 
selection.

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GURUPRASANNA GHOSH SCHOLARSHIP. 

The torms of the bequest are given in the following extract from the Will — 

“ I direct that my execiitorH shall, after payment of all my jnst debts and 
making due provision for the objects hereinbefore mentioned and [the costs 
they are likely to incur in the administration of my estate, sell the rests and 
residue of such of my estate as consists of landed properties and my jewellery 
and furniture and make over the proceeds thereof and all monies or securi- 
ties for money of which I may die possc'ssed to the University of Calcutta 
for the following purposes — namely, that the said University shall, out of the 
income thereof, send every year or as often as funds will permit either 
together or alternately purc5 natives of Bengal to study in Europe, America or 
Japan the Arts, Sciences and Industries of Europe and America on such con- 
ditions and terms as to the said University may seem proper but they must 
bear in mind my intention which is as follows: — viz., the promotion of real 
learning amongst our young men so that they may become specialists in some 
subjects of Arts or Science, the cultivation of the knowledge of Agriculture 
and of the Industries of Europe and America or the East. 

It is my desire that che University should further my object by awarding 
fellowships tenable for a certain number of years or in such other way as to the 
University may seem proper. In the case of boys or youne men sent out 
to learn the industries of Europe, America or the East, or Agriculture, it is my 
desire that such educational tests be not laid as the condition for the obtain- 
ing of fellowships for that purpose as to make it possible for none but graduates 
to compete. My object is that young men possessed of energy and such 
preliminary knowledge as may be necessary should be sent and that the sons of 
artisans and mechanics following such industry in India may avail themselves 
of the fellowship. Preference should always be given to Hindus; if the 
University declines to undertake the work I direct my executors and trustees 
to discharge the functions themselves and make such arrangements as they 
think best. I give liberty to my executors and trustees to vary this direction 
if they think desirable in furtherance of the Tata Scheme, regard being had 
to the method in which 1 wish this direction to be carried out.” 

The following scheme for giving efEect to the wishes of the Testator has 
been adopted by the Senate ; — 

1. Not less than three scholarships each to be called “The Guruprasanna 
Ghosh Scholarship “ shall be maintained out of the income of the endowment. 
Each Scliolarship shall be tenable for three years, and one appointment shall 
bo made annually. A scholarship, if tenable in Japan, will be of the annual 
value of Rs. l,(X)b ; if tenable in Europe or America of the value of Rs. 2,000. 

2. Candidates for the scholarships must under the terms of the Will 
of the Founde**, be “ pure natives of Bengal ” and “ preference shall always 
be given to Hindus.” 

3. Applications for the scholarships shall be submitted to the Registrar 
not later than the 1st of August every year. If an applicant has not already 
passed the Intermediate Examination in Science of this University, or the 
final examination of a recognised school of Arts or Technical or Agricultural 
College he must produce with his application proof that he has attained a 
knowledge of English and Mathematics up to the standard of the Matrioula- 
tion Examination and of Physics and Chemistry up to the standard of the 
Intermediate Examination in Science. 

Any person who intends to be a candidate for these scholarships may be 
examined upon payment of a fee of Ks. 2 for each subject, in English and 
compulsory Mathematics in the papers set at the Matriculation Examination 
and in Physics and Chemistry in the papers set at the Intermediate Examina- 
tion in Science ; and if he attains the minimum standard laid down in the 
Regulations in all or any of the subjects in which he is examined, he shall 
be entitled to receive a certifioate accordingly. 
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4. Caudidates for the scholarships must Iiave completed 18 years oil 
the Ist March, in the 3 'ear in which thej^ *'PPly' 

5. The application of every candidate must sot forth precisely the institution 
in Europe, America or Japan in which, if elected to the scholarsliips, he 
intends to stud^’, as also Die particular branch of Agriculture or the Arts, 
Science and Industries of Europe, America or the East, in which he desires 
to specialize. 

6. Candidates for the scholarships shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications : ~ 

(a) Certificates for their good conduct from persons of respectability 
and position with whom thev’ majr be acquainted. 

(b) Certificates of their Phy sical capacity to undergo the cour.se of life 
and study which they will have to follow in the country’ to wliicli they 
intend to pi’oceed, signed or countersigned by a medical man holding a degree 
or diploma of a recognised Rritish or Indian University or Licensing Hody. 

Candidates must also state whether thej^ have the consent of their 
families to proceed to Europe, America or Japan. 

7. The applications shall, in tlie first instance, be considered b\' a Com- 
mittee of the Syndicate, consisting of the Vice-Chancellor and three other 
members, upon whose report the S\’ndicate shall, not later than the 1st 
Sepleraber, in any year, award the scholarship to that one among the 
candidates who is best qualified to promote the object of the Founder. 

8. The Syndicate may contiibuto towards the expenses of the passage 
of the selected scholar such amount as the state of the funds maj' permit. 
The Syndicate may also, w'henever practicable, contribute towards the 
return passage of an^’ scholar who has specially" distinguished himself in his 
studies. 

9. Ever^' scholar shall within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of studv', forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by the 
proper authorities, showing (a) the course of stud}^ ho proposes to follow, (6) the 
arrangement made for his resi<ienco, supervision and control. An^" dejiarture 
from the conditions to .stud\^ and residence thus reported shall duly 
intimated by the scholar for the approval of the S^'ndicate. 

10. Every scholar shall, at the «nd of each term at the Institution wliere 
he prosecutes his studies, forw'ard to the Registrar a certificate from the 
proper authorities, showing that his residence, conduct and the progress in 
studj’ have been satisfactory during the term. The continuance of the 
scholarship shall depend upon the regular production of such certificates, 

11. Every scholar will be liable to forfeit his scholarship, W'ho not being 
disabled ly illness or prevented by any other cause which the Syndicate 
may deem sufficient, fails to complete his sudies for three years (in accordance 
with the terms and conditions set out in his application). If a scholarship 
be forfeited the scholar will be further liable to refund the amount, if any, 
contributed for bis passage. 

12. Subject to due compliance w'ith the above conditions, the allowances 
will be forwarded quarterly in advance, by the Registrar, free of all charges 
to the chief controlling authority of the Institution where the scholar prose- 
cutes his studies for payment to him. 

13. The Senate may at any time, upon the recommendation of the 
Syndicate, alter these rules consistently with the terms of the Will of the 
Founder, but not so as to prejudice the holder of any scholarship already 
awarded.

Sill T All AK NATH PALIT SCHOLARSHIP. 

Out of the trust estate of Sir Tarakuath Palit, Kt., a sum of Us. 1,00,000, 
has been set apart for the purpose of creating an endowment for establishing 
and maintaining, out of the interest thereof, scholarships for advanced 
students in Science to enable them to carry on research or investigation 
abroad, that is to say out of India. The number and value of such scholar- 
ship shall be deteiinir4ed by the Governing Body of the University College 
of Science. The scholarships will be awarded upon* the following conditions:— 

1. That the recipients of the said scholarships must bo very di.stinguished 
graduates of the Calcutta University of either sex and must have taken the 
Degree of Master of Science or Doctor of Science or have been awarded 
Premcliand Roychand Scholarship. 

2. That such recipients must be unmarried and must continue so during 
the period they hold such scholarships and if they contravene this condition 
they shall forfeit their scholarships, as well as refund the whole of the 
amount of the pecuniary benefit they have received in respect of their 
scholarships, with interest at the rate of not more than 6 per cent, per annum. 

3. Before proceeding abroad such recipients must insure their lives in 
favour of the Calcutta University for such amount and in such manner as the 
Governing Body of the University College of Science may determine and the 
premium in respect of such insurance shall be payable by the recipients out 
of the amount of scholarships so awarded to them. 

4. The said recipients shall not during the period they may hold the 
said scholarships, enrol themselves as members of any of the Inns of Court or 
attempt to qualify themselves for any of the branches of the legal profession 
and if such recipients contravene this condition they shall forfeit their 
scholarships as well as refund the whole of the pecuniary benefit thereunder, 
as aforesaid, with interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum. 

6. No one shall be eligible for the above scholarships, whose knowledge 
of the language of the country in which his or her researches or investiga- 
tions have to bo prosecuted, is not such as to enable him or her to intelligently 
prosecute such researches or investigations in that country. 


* The Syndicate (on the Ist August, 1919) cancelled the award of the 
scholarship as the scholar did not avail himself of it. 
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6. The period during which such scholarships shall be tenable shall bo 
determined by the said Governing Body of the University College of Science 
and it shall be competent to them to extend to snch period if they deem 
such extension beneficial. 

7. If the said Governing Body of the University College of Science are 
satisfied that the recipient of any such scholarship is not diligently 
prosecuting his or her researches or investigations or is misbehaving himself 
or herself, it shall be competent to the said Body to stop payment of his or 
her scholarship either temporarily or permanently as the}' may think fit. 

8. The right of nomination for any of the aforesaid scholarships shall be 
with the said Governing Body. 

9. The University shall require each of the recipients of such scholar- 
ships before proceeding abroad, to enter into a Bond with them to refund 
such sum as may be spent for him or her in respect of his or her scholarship 
together with interest on the total amount spent at a rate not exceeding six 
per cent, per annum from the date or dates of expenditure within such time 
and on such conditions as the said University may think tit, provided always 
that the said University may, in any case forbear enforcing such Bond as 
to any' part or the whole of the money secured thereby' as the said University' 
may in their discretion think fit. 

10. Should the said Governing Body at any time be unable, for want of 
suitable candidates or for any other reason to apply the monies allotted to 
guch scholarships, the University shall accumulate the same and apply the 
same for the purposes of such scholarships thereafter and all monies recovered 
under the Bonds aforesaid shall be applicable to the provision of such 
scholarships as hereinbefore mentioned.

University Buildings. 


The University had no local habitation of its own, since its foundation in 
1857 till 1872. Durin" this period the University had to transact its business 
in rented houses. In 1864 the site to the Avest of the College Street, facing the 
tank to the south of the Hindu School and the Sanskrit College, was selected 
for the University Buildings. The Public Works Department, Bengal, who was 
entrusted vvith the work of constructing the Building on the land, submitted in 
1866 an estimate amounting to Rs. 2,52,221 and irstructions were issued by the 
Government of India to take up the work in hand at once. The Buildings 
known as :ho “ SENA'J’E HOUSE” were completed by the end of the year 
^‘ost of Rs. 4,34,697 and the University took possession of them early 

The Darbhanga Library Building has been built on the land to the west of 
the Senate House at a coat of over Rs. 8,(XhOOO, of whicli two laklis and a half 
have been contributed by the Hoii’hle the Maharaja of Darbhanga and th® 
remainder has been met out of Government grant of Rs. 2,00,000 and by a 
contribution of about double the amount from out of the Reserve Fund of th® 
University, The Building accommodates the University Library, the Uni- 
versity Law' College, the University Classes in various subjects, the 
Lniversity Offices and also provides residential quarters for the Principal of 
the University Law College. The top floor wdiich is utilised for holding the 
University Examinations accommodates about 700 candidates. 

The building on the land, to the south of Darbhanga Library Building 
measuring about a bigha, and a half purchased at a cost of Rs, 1,50,000 by the 
University out of its Reserve Fund, has cost the University over Rs. 4,00,000 of 
which three lakhs have been met out of Gov'ernment grant of three lakha 
and the remainder out of the Reserve Fund of the University. The building 
has been constructed for the purpose of providing Hostel accommodation to 
the Hindu students of the University Law College w'ho do not live with their 
parents or guardians. It has been named “ University Law College Hardinge 
Hindu Hostel ” after the name of the then Chancellor of the University, and 
it provides accommodation for over 150 students. The Hostel is under the 
direct supervision of the Principal of the University Law College, subject to 
general control of the Governing Body of the College, w'hose proceedings are 
laid before the Syndicate for confirmation. 

The University Press is located in the shed to the immediate west of the 
Senate House, originally erected to accommodate the Law Classes of the 
University Law College temporarily, pending the completion of the Darbhanga^ 
Library Building to which the College has been permanently removed. 

The fish market known as Madhab Babu’s Bazar and situated to the south • 
of the Senate House, has been acquired out of the Government grant of 
Rs. 8,W,0W. The land measures over 3 bighas. A building which will provide 
Examination Halls and Lecture Rooms, is now in course of construction od 
the site. 
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Maharaja Sir Rameshwar Singh of 
Darbhanga University Library. 

Babu Joykissen Muokerjeo of LUtarpara, made a donation of lls. 5,(X)(> to 
the University on the 20th July, IKOO, for tlie purpose of forming a Library. 
The amount was invested in f per cent, securities till the completion of the 
University buildings. 

In 1874 the sum of lls. was added to the Library Fund from the 

surplus income of the Univtu'sity of that \’ear ; and the Syndicate having thus 
at their disposal more tliau lls, 9,iKX), appointed a Committee to report on the 
steps it was advisable to take to form a Library. 7'he Committee reported 
(see Minutes, Vol. XVlIl, j>age 22) that they thought ‘‘it desirable to begin 
with procuring such books as shall render the Calcutta University' Library 
Supplementary to the other Lihraries now existing in Caleuttn.” The general 
principles laid down by the Committee, and the mode of procedure they pro- 
posed for adoption, were approved by the Syndiewtte, and further transfers 
have, from year to year, been made to the Library Fund from the surplus 
income of the University. The Library now contains besides works in 
English Literature and works of the chief authorities on the Indian Anti- 
quities, almost complete sets of the Sanskrit, Pali, Arabic, Persian, Latin, 
French and German classics and fairly good collections in Mathematics, 
Philosophy, Religion, History (including Biography, Geography and Travels), 
Philology and Anthropology. It has an up-to-date collection of books (includ- 
ing Reports, Blue Book.s, etc.) in Economics, Politics and Sociology. The 
Library has also acquired mo.st valuable sets of manuscripts in Bengali and 
Tibetan Languages. 

Jn 1908 the Hon’ble Sir Rameshwar Singh, K.C.I.E., Maharaja Bahadur 
of Darbhanga, made over to the University a sum of rupees two lakhs and a 
half for the construction of a building in which the Library might bo located. 
This munificent gift was accc^pted by the Senate with thanks and it was 
decided to name the Library after the Maharaja, who was subsequently 
nominated an Honorary Fellow for life, as an eminent benefactor of the 
University, 

The following Rules for the management of the University Library have 
been approved by the Symlicate ; — 

Rules foii tiik MANAfiEMKNT of tub Univf.bsity Libkakt, under 
Section 5, Ch.\pter XXVIII of the New Reoulations. 

1, The Library is for the nso of Resident Fellows, University Professors, 
Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, Readers, Lecturers, Assistant 
Lecturers of the University, Resident Registered Graduates, students of 
University Post-Graduate Classes and Research Students working under 
University Professors, and they alone have the privilege to use it, subject to 
the present rules and to such further rules and orders as may be agreed to by 
the General Committee under Section 5 (1) of tlie Regulation.s of the University. 

2. (fl) Persons who are neither Resident Fellows of the University nor 
University Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, Readers, 

* T 
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Students of University Post-Graduate Classes and Research Students working 
Linder University Professors may receive special permission from the Syndicate 
:o use the Library for the purpose of Literary or Scientific Research. Such 
permission will be granted on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee. 

(h) In recommending any person to the Syndicate under this rule, the 
Executive Committee shall sjiecify in writing, for the information of the 
Syndicate, the grounds on which they base their recommendation. 

Subject to the exceptions specified in Rule 5, Resident Fellows, Univer- 
sity Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, Readers, Lec- 
turers, Assistant Lecturers, Resident Registered Graduates and Research 
Students working under University Professors and such other persons as 
are allowed to make use of the Library under Rule 2 and who reside in Cal- 
cutta, may borrow and ternj)orariIy remove from the Library such books as 
tlioy may require on the following conditions: — 

(а) In this rule the term ‘ volumes * shall include pamphlets and parts of 
works separately shewn. 

(б) Resident Fellows Avill he entitled to take ont up to ten volumes at a 
time. 

(c) Under special circumstances Resident Fellows may, 'with the sanction 
of the Executive Committee, take out more than ten volumes. 

(d) Resident Rc^gistered Graduates and Research Students working under 
University Professors will bt; entitled to take out not more than four volumes 
at a time and in or«ler to be allowed this privilege, will have to make a deposit 
of Its. 25. The Regi.strar may, in the case of specially valuable books and 
"witli the sanction of the Executive Committee, ask for a special deposit. 

(e) P('rsons who arc allowed to make tise of the Library under Rule 2 
and wlio n'side in Calcutta, may take out books on the same conditions as 
Resident Registered Gradnate.s. 

(/) University Professors, Assistant Professors, Readers, Lecturers, Assis- 
tant iiectui (?rs, and Assistants to Professors, will, during the time they hold 
ofiicc, be entitled to tlie saine judvileges as Resident Fellows. 

(ff) No books shall be i.ssued and delivered except to the authorised bor- 
rower in person or to some one having written authority from him to receive 
it on behalf of the authorised borrower, 

(U) Every volume borrowed shall be returned to the Library within two 
calendar months of tlu^ date on which it was removed from the Library. In 
cas{* any borrower fails to return any book within this period, a notice sliall 
bo sent to him by the Librarian calling for the return of the book. 

(t) If a book called for under the previous section be not returned within 
one week after the receipt of the Librarian's notice, the person who has bor- 
rowed the book from the Library shall be subject to a fine of one rupee for 
each volume so retained, and to a further fine of an equal amount for each 
additional week that he ma}^ retain it after the expiration of the second 
week. 

0) Subject to the provisions of rules 4, 6, 6 and 7, a book returned to the 
Library may be again borrowed by the same person, provided that no other 
Fellow or person entitled to use the Library has lodged with the Librarian 
an application for the same work. If such application has been made the 
book may not bo taken out by the original borrower until returned by the 
second applicant. 

4. The privilege of any Fellow or other person to use the Library shall 
be suspended so long as he retains any book which under these rules, he is 
wot entitled to retain, or so long as ho leaves unpaid any fine which may have 
been imposed on him under rules 3, 6 and 7. 

5. (a) Books which are valuable on account of their rarity or which 
belong to a series and which, being out of print, it may be difficult or 
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impossible to replace if lost, or books required for constant reference shall 
not bo removed from the Library, 

(6) A list of the works excluded from removal under this rule shall be 
drawn up by the Executive Committee, and will be subject to revision and 
extension from time to time. 

6. (a) The Librarian shall report to the Executive Committee all cases 
in which books have been mutilated, disfigured by writing on the margin or 
otherwise injured while in the possession of readers. 

(6) Any person guilty of such an offence shall be required to I’eplace the 
injured by an uninjured copy of the book, and shall be liable to the cost of 
its proper binding and other charges. Further, he shall be fined and suspen- 
ded from the privileges of the Library at the discretion of thf* General 
Committee, 

7. («) A general inspection of the Library and of the record of books 
issued and returned, shall be made annually in the first week of May by the 
Executive Committee, or by ono or more members of the Committee deputed 
by them for that purpose. 

(b) During this period of inspection the Library shall bo closed and all 
books whatever and by whomsoever borrowed shall be returned to the Library 
by the 31 at March of each year. 

(c) Any person who fails to return, in accordance with this rule, all 
books borrowed by him, shall be subject to a fine of not less than two rupees 
for each volume retained : and if such volume is not returned before the 
expiration of one week after the last day of inspection, a further fine of an 
equal amount shall be imposed for each volume, for each additional week 
until that volume is returned or until a copy of the same edition and of 
equal value is placed in the Library in its stead, and all expenses connected 
therewith paid by the borrower. 

8. The Library shall be closed on Sundays and all public holidays and on 
all days for holding public examinations. Subject to the exception under Rule 

^7, it shall be opened on other days between the hours of 7 a.m. and 7 p.bi. 
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University College of Science and 
Laboratories. 


The following scheme for the management of the University' College of 
Science was sanctioned by the Senate at its meeting held on the 15th 
February, 1919. 

1. 'Phat the Senate shall annually appoint a Governing Body for the 
administration of the University College of Science, 

2. That the Governing Body shall consist of — 

(а) Members of the Governing Body of the Palit Trust. 

(б) Members of the Board of Management of the Ghose Fund. 

(c) University Professors attached to each department of the College. 

(d) Representatives of the University Lecturers attached to each depart- 
ment of the College. 

(c) Representatives of Investigators, if any, engaged in research in each 
department of the College. 

The Senate shall, for this purpose, specify from time to time, the various 
departments of the College. 

The number and mode of selection of representatives in the fourth and 
fifth categories mentioned above shall be determined by the Senate from time 
to time. 

3. That the Vice-Chancellor shall be ex-officio President of the Governing 
Body. The Senate shall also appoint a Vice-President, a Secretary and fix the 
quorum for a meeting. 

4. That the affairs of the College shall be administered by the Governing 
Body, subject to such rules as may be framed in that behalf by the Senate 
from time to time. 

Provided that — 

(1) All matters arising out of or in any way relating to the Sir Taraknath 
Palit Trusts shall, in the first instance, be considered and reported on by the 
Governing Body mentioned in the Trust Deed of the 15th June 1912, before 
they are considered by the Syndicate or the Senate. 

(2) All matters arising out of or in any way relating to the Sir Rashbehary 
Ghose Endowment shall, in the first instance, bo considered and reported on 
by the Board of Management mentioned in the letter of the Founder, dated 
the 8th August 191^ before they are considered by the Syndicate or the 
Senate. 
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5. That Proceedings of the Governing Body shall bo placed by the 
Syndicate before the Senate with such observations as the Syndicate may 
consider necessary and shall be subject to confirmation by the Senate. 

6. That each department of the College shall, not less than six months 
before the commencement of the academic year, provisionally formulate its 
programme of work and shall, at the same time specify as accurately as 
practicable its requirements and the financial provision to be made therefor. 
The programme shall be drawn up and the requirements formulated conjointly 
by all the Universit}" Professors and the University Lecturers attached to the 
college in that department. Any professor or lecturer may, if he so desires, 
submit a separate memorandum either by way of dissent from the decision of 
the majority or for elucidation of special points. 

The schemes so drawn up together with the separate memoranda, if any, 
shall be placed before the Governing Body of the Palit Trust and the Board 
of Management of the Ghosh Fund for opinion. The papers shall then bo 
placed before the Governing Body of the (’olloge which will make recom- 
mendations thereon for the consideration of the Syndicate. The Syndicate 
shall obtain a report from the Board of Accounts f)n the financial aspect of the 
proposals, and shall thereafter place the matter before the Senate with such 
recommendations as may be deemed dosirable. The decision of tho Senate 
shall be communicated through the Governing Body of the College to the Pro- 
fessors and Lecturers attached to each department. They shall thereupon draw 
up the final programme of work, modifying the provisional scheme, where 
necessary, in view of the decision of the Senate. The final scheme shall be 
transmitted to the Governing Body of the College after reference to the 
Governing Body of the Palit Trust and Board of Management of the Ghosh 
Fund, and shall bo subject to confirmation by the Governing Body of the 
College. 

7. That the Governing Body of tho College shall annually appoint a small 
standing committee in each dopartnient to supervise and regulate the actual 
expenditure of the sum allotted to that department by tho Senate other than 
the sum provided for contingencies and like items the nature and amount 
whereof will be defined by rules. 

Provided that — 

When a special research grant is made by tho Senate for a University 
Professor the sum shall bo at his disposal and the standing committee shall 
have no concern whatsoever with the question of its expenditure. 

The standing committee for each department shall consist of — 

( 1 ) The University Professors attached to the department of the College. 

(2) Representatives of the University Lecturers attached to that depart- 
ment of the Coll#*ge. 

(3) One or more person not included in either of the previous categories. 

The number and mode of selection of the persons mentioned in the second 
and third categories shall be determined by tho Senate from time to time. 

Each Standing Committee will have authority to sanction expenditure 
from the grants made by tho Senate and will submit to the Governing Body 
of the College a monthly statement showing in detail the expenditure so 
sanctioned. 

Each Standing Committee will elect its Chairman and also appoint one of 
its members to act as Secretary who will keep a record of the business 
transacted by the Committee. 

8. That the Governing Body of the College shall annually appoint a 
Standing Committee for the management of the workshop. The workshop 
Committee shall consist of at least one representative of each department. 
One of the members shall be appointed to act as Secretary and to exercise 
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executiTe authqrity. No person shall hold th? office of Secretary consecutively 
for more than two years. 

The Standinf? Committee shall, subject to the sanction of the Governing 
Body of the College, draw up, from time to time, general rules for the 
management of the workshop, including rules for the distribution of work, 
the allocation of workmen to meet the requirements of the various depart- 
ments or of individual Professors, ’Lecturers, or Investigators, and for like 
purposes. 

0. That the Governing Body of the College «hall annually appoint a 
Standing Committee for the management of the special Library attached to 
the College. I’he Committee shall consist of at least oce representative of 
each department and will act in accordance with such rules as may be framed 
for the purpose by the Governing Body. 

In accordance with the Scheme for the management of the University 
College of Science adopted by the Senate, the Governing Body of College of 
Science consists of the gentlemen mentioned below :

University Laboratories 


The princely gift of the late Sir Taraknath Palit, Kt., D.L., and Sir Rasli'* 
behary Ghoae, Kt., O.S.I., C.I.E., M.A.,D.L , Ph.D., have enabled the University 
to start the University College of Science, and the Laboratories of Physics, 
Applied Physics, Chemistry, Applied Chemistry, Applied Mathematics and 
Experimental Psychology have been equipped in the Science College 
Buildings at 93, Upper Circular Road. 

The Biological Laboratories have been equipped in the Buildings and in the 
surrounding grounds of No. 35, Ballygunge Circular Road which was the 
residence of the late Sir Taraknath Palit. University Professors of Botany 
and Zoology are in charge of those Laboratories. 

The munificent gift of the late Raja of Khaira, has enabled the University 
to establish a chair of Agriculture and steps are being taken to provide for 
an Agricultural Laboratory with a small plot of land for experimental farming 
at 35, Ballygunge Circular Road.

Foreign Universities and their 
Examinations. 

(I) UNIVERSITY OP OXFORD. 

In the Convocation of the Oxford Univer.sit3' held on .Tnne 3rd, 1902, tho 
following Revised Statute on Colonial and Indian Universities was approved ; — 

Whereas it is expedient, (1) to provide for the making of regulations for 
carrying into effect the provisions of the Statute on Colonial and IiKlian Univer- 
sities ; (2) to enable candidates from these Universities under certain conditions 
to offer themselves for examination in an}'^ Honour School of the Second Public 
Examination, and to supplicate for tho Degree of Bachelor of Arts without 
having passed either Responsions or the First Public Examination ; (.3) to confine 
the requirement of a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language to candidates 
from Colonial Universities, and to determine the conditions under which candi- 
dates shall bo permitted to satisfy the requirement by passing approved exami- 
nations of such Universities, tho University enacts as follows : — 

1. Any University situated in any part of the British Dominions other 

than the United Kingdom may apply to this Univor- 
Add., page 932 [1887J. sity to be admitted to the privileges of this section 
of the statutes. 

2. Tho application shall be addressed to the Vice-Chancellor, who shall 
report the same to the Hebdomadal Council. 

3. The Hebdomadal Council, after considering such application and after 
making such enquiry as it shall deem necessary, shall if it think fit, propose to 
Convocation that the University so applying shall bo admitted to the privileges 
of this section of the Statutes, A University admitted to the privileges, confer- 
red by this section of the Statutes may at any time renounce such privileges, and 
this University may at any time by a vote of Convocation withdraw the same 
from any University. 

4. Any member of a University so admitted, who shall have pursued a 
course of study prescribed by it and extending over two years and who shall 
have passed all the’examinations incident to tho course, may be admitted to the 
status and privileges of a Junior Colonial or Indian Student. 

5. Any member of a University so admitted, who shall have pursued a 
course of study prescribed by it and extending over threo full years, and who 
shall have taken* Honours in the final examination incident to the course may 
be admitted to the status and privileges of a Senior, Colonial or Indian Student. 

6. It shall be the duty of tho Hebdomadal Council to draw up and submit 
to Convocation, a statement of the conditions under which member of a Uni- 
versity so admitted shall be deemed to have taken Honours as aforesaid. Every 
such statement, if approved by Convocation, shall have tho force of regulations 
made by Statute. 

7. The status and privileges of a Junior Student shall be as follows : — 

(a) The term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned, for the purpose 
of any provisions respecting the standing of members of the University as the 
fifth Term from the matriculation. 


* The University of Calcutta, 
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(b) A Junior Student shall not bo required to pass Responsions, or to pass in 
an Additional Subject at Responaions. 

(c) A Junior Student who has passed the Second Public Examination and 
has obtained Honours either in the First or in the Second Public Examination, 
shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as he 
shall hav e kept statutable residence for eight Terms. Provided tha:, if he is a 
Colonial Student he has shown a sufficient knowledge of tjie Greek language. 

(d) A Junior Student who has passed the Second Public Examination but 
has not obtained Honours either in the Ifirst or in the Second Public Examination 
shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as he 
shall Imve kept statutable residence for twelve Terms. Provided that, if he is a 
Colonial Student, he has shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language. 

8. Tlic status and privileges of a Senior Student shall be as follows : — 

(rt) The teriri in which ho is matriculated shall be reckoned for the purposes 
of any provisions respecting the standing of the Univ^ersity, as the fifth Term 
from his matriculation. 

(b) A Senior Student shall not be required to pas.*? any part of Responsions 
or of ’ the First Public Examination or any Preliminary Examination of the 
Second Public Examination. 

(c) A Senior Student who has obtained Honours in the Second Public 
Examination shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts 
so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for eight Terms. Provided 
that if ho is a Colonial Student, ho has shown a sufficient knowledge of the 
Greek language. 

9. Every person who, having been matriculated, desires to claim the status 
of a Junior or Senior Student, shall make his application through an officer of a 
College or Hall or of the Non-Collegiato Body, to the Secretary to the Boards of 
Faculties, and shall at the same time pay to the Univ’crsity Cheat, through the 
Secretary, the sum of one pound or of two pounds according as he is admitted 
iifi a Junior or a Senior Student. If he makes his application later than a week 
from matriculation, he shall pay an additional fee of one pound. 

10. Any person qualitied to become a Junior Student on matriculation 
may be admitted to any part of Responsions, any part of the First Public 
Examination, and any Preliminary Examination in the Second Public Examina- 
tion. 

That any member of the University of Calcutta who shall have passed the 
Examination at the University for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, and shall have 
been placed in tho First Division in two or more subjects cf that Examination, 
shall be deemed to have taken Honours as required by the provisions of Statt. 
Tit. II Sect. VIII, cl, 5, October 22, 1903. 

The above decree remained in force until December 31, 1915. 

On January 1st, 1916, tho following decree came into force instead; — 

“ That .any member of the University of Calcutta who shall have passed the 
Examination at tho University for tho degree of Master of Arts and shall have 
been placed in the First or Second Class in that Examination, shall be deemed 
to have taken Honours as required by the provisions of Statt. Tit. II, Sect 
Vlir, cl. 5. ” (Minutes, Ist August, 1914.) 

11. Every person who, being qualified to become a Junior or Senior 
Student on matriculation, desires to have his name entered for an examination 
before he has been matriculated, shall make his application to the Secretary 
through an officer of a College or flail or of the Non-Collegiate Body, who shall 
send tho name to the Secretary seven clear days before the day fixed for entering 
names for the examination in questions, together with — 

(a) The statutable fee, and in addition thereto the sum of one pound or of . 
two pounds according as the caadidate claims to be qualified to become a Junior 
or a Senior Student ; 

(b) a declaration that the candidate in his opinion honajide desires admission 
to his College or Hall or as a Non-Collegiate Student as the case may be and 

(c) evidence showing that the candidate is qualified as aforesaid.

Any candidate whose name has been entered for an examination as aforesaid 
shall, as soon as he has been matriculated, become a Junior or a Senior Student 
as the case may be. 

12. A Colonial Student shall be deemed to have shown a sufficient 
knowledge of the Greek language if he has passed — 

either (a) one of the examinations enumerated below in the Schedule, 

or (b) such examination ui* examinations of his University as shall satisfy 
the conditions laid dowli under the provision of the next following clause. Provided 
that evidence of his having satisfied these conditions shall have been produced to 
the Secretary within one week from his matriculation and that a registration 
fee of five shillings shall have beep paid through the Secretary to the 
University Chest. 

13. It shall be the duty of the llebdamadal Council to draw up a statement 
of the conditions under which a Member of a University which has been admitted 
to the privileges of this Statute shall be deemed to have shown a sufficient 
knowledge of the Greek language in the examinations of his University. Every 
such statement shall be submitted to Convocation and, if approved, shall have 
the force of regulations made by Statute. 

14. The Secretary shall have power to make and vary from time to time 
regulations for the admission of qualified persons to the status of Junior or Senior 
Students, and for enabling Junior or Senior Students, or persons qualified to 
become Junior or Senior Students to offer themselves for Examination under 
the provisions of this section provided that all such regulations and any 
variation in them shall be submitted to the Vice-Chancellor and Proctors for 
approval. 

15. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a sufficient record of the 
members of the University who have the status and privileges of a Junior or 
Senior Student, respectively, and of the persons not yet matriculated whose 
names have been entered for an examination under the provision of this section 
and to see that no candidate is admitted to the examination or to any of the 
privileges of a Junior or Senior Student who has not satisfied the conditions of 
this section.

Statute of the University of Oxford regarding Admission of Indian Junior and 
Senior Students to that University. 

** Section VIII— on Indian Universities.” 

“ 1. Any student of an Indian University who shall have pursued at that 
University a course of study jjrescribod by it and extending over two years 
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at the least, and shall hare obtained the Degree of Bachelor of Arts or 
Bachelor of Science at that Uni^rsity, may be admitted to the status and 
privileges of a Junior student, provided that such Degree and such University 
shall have been approved by the Hebdomadal Council. No Degree shell be 
approved for the purposes of this clause which does not include the study 
of English and in addition of two of the following languages, Latin, Greek, 
French, German, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Pali, Classical Chinese, of which 
two either Latin or Greek or French or German must bo one. 

“2. Any student of an Indian University who shall have pursued at 
that University a course of study prescribed by it and extending over three 
years at the least, and shall have obtained at that University a Degree with 
first or second class Honours, may be admitted to the status and privileges 
of a Senior .student, provided that such Degree and such University shall 
have been approved, for the purposes of this clause, by the Hebdomadal 
Council. 

“3. The status and privileges of a Junior student shall be as follows : — 

(a) The term in which he is Matriculated shall be reckoned, for 
the purposes of any provisions respecting the standing of 
members of the University, as the fourth Term from his 
Matriculation. 

{b) A Junior student shall not be required to pass Responsions. 

(c) A Junior student shall bo entitled to supplicate for the 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts if he shall have passed the 
First Public Examination and kept statutable residence 
for six terms, and either 

(1) shall have obtained a place, or his name shall have been 

placed as aegrotat, in the Class List of an Honours School 
of the Second Public Examination ; or 

(2) having obtained Honours in the First Public Examination, 

shall have passed the Second Public Examination, or 

(3) shall have satisfied the provisions of Statt. Tit. VI, Sect, i, 

D. §3, cl. 17; 

provided that he shall have statisfied the examiners in Holy 
Scripture or in a book offered instead thereof. 

No Junior student shall be entitled to supplicate for the 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts unless he shall have satisfied 
the provisions of this sub-clause. 

4. The status and privileges of a Senior student shall be as follows : — 

(a) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned, 

for the purposes of any provisions respecting the standing 
of members of the University, as the fourth Term from his 
matriculation. 

(b) A Senior student shall not be required to pass Responsions 

or any part of the First Public Examination or any preli- 
minary or Previous Examination of the Second Public 
Examination. 

(c) A Senior student shall be entitled to supplicate for the 

Degree of Bachelor of Arts if he shall have kept statutable 
residence for six Terms, and either (») shall have obtained a 
place, or his name shall have been placed as aegrotat, in 
the Class List of an Honours School of the Second Public 
Examination ; or (n) shall have satisfied the provisions of 
Statt. Tit, VI, Sect. 1 D, § 3, cl. 17. 

(II) UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 

On the 31st May, 1916, the following reviled Regulations were adopted 
by the Senate of the University of Cambridge for the alSiliation of the Calcutta 
University : — 

1. That the University of Calcutta be adopted as an institution affiliated 
to the University of Cambridge. 
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Provided (1) that he has, in accordance with the Regulations of that- 
University studied for not less than two years at one or more institutions for 
the education of the adult students atiiliated up to the standard of graduation, 
and (2) that he has in the Matriculation Examination or in some higher 
examination of the University of Calcutta satisfied the examiners in Greek, 
Latin, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian or Pali, and (3) that he has passed in the first 
division in the Intermediate Examination in Arts or in Science or Ijas passed in 
honours in the final ex«»mination for the decree of Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor 
of Science or has passed the examination for the degree of Master of Arts or 
Master of Science. 

(Ill) UNIVERSITY OP DUBLIN. 

Arts Studies. 

Tlie University of Dublin is prepared to recognise the Arts Studies of the 
following Colonial and Indian Universities syid such others as the Board and 
Council may, from time to time, direct to be added to the list: — The Universities 
of Adelaide, Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Capo of Good Hope, Madras, 
Melbourne, M’Gill (Montreal), New Brunswick, New Zealand, Punjab, Sydney, 
Tasmania, Toronto. 

Any student producing the proper Certificates that he has passed two years 
in Arts studies at such Universities, or has passed the examinations belonging 
to that period, will be entitled to put his name on the College Books as a senior 
Freshman, a student with one year’s credit ; with this reservation, that if the 
Course of Arts which he has pursued does not include all the subjects of the 
Junior Freshman year, the Senior Lecturer may recpiire him to qualify by 
examination in the omitted subject or subjects within one month after his name 
has been entered on the Books, 

Furthermore, tlio Senior Lecturer is authorized by the Board, upon due 
inquiry, to admit students who have passed the Matriculation Examination of 
the University of Cape Colony, without further examination. 

Medical Studies. 

The Board, on the recommendation of the Medical School Committee, have 
adopted the following Resolution (January 13, 1900) : — 

“ That in Medical Schools recognised by the University of Dublin, two 
consecutive anni medici taken at any period during the four years, of the 
medical Curriculum, bo recognised as qualifying for admission to the Examina- 
tions of the School of Physic.” 

“ The Medical Schools which the Board and the School of Physic ” arc now 
prepared to recognise are — 

In India —Madras, Bombay, Lahore, Calcutta. 

In Australia — Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide. 

In Ceylon — Colombo. 

In New Zealand — Otago. 

In Canada — Montreal (M’Gill), Toronto. 

In Tasmania — Hobart. 

(IV) UNIVERSITY OF EDINBURGH. 

Medical Preliminary Examination. 

The attention of candidates who may intend to proceed to the Degrees of 
M.B. and Oh.B. of the University of Edinburgh is specially directed to the 
following regulation regarding the Medical Preliminary Examination which it is 
necessary to pass before entering npon the Course of Study for the Degrees : — 

“ Before commencing medical studies each student must pass a Preliminary 
Examination in — 

1. English, 

2. Latin, 

3. Elementary Mathematics, 
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4. Greek or t’RENCH or German, 

provided always that in the case of a candidate whose native language 
is not English, an examination in the native language of the candidate 
may be substituted for one in either French or German, and an exa- 
mination in any other classical language for one in Latin or Greek.”

„ Allahabad — Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

„ Punjab — Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

(V) THE UNIVERSITY OF LIVERPOOL. 

Regulations for the admission of Foreign, Indian and Egyptian 
Under. GRADUATE Students. 

1. Applications for registration from Foreign, Indian and Egyptian under- 
graduate students shall bo received before Juno, 1, in each year, and shall bo 
accompanied by reference. 

2. In respect to Indian and Egyptian under-graduate students the India 
Office and the Egyptian Educational Mission respectively shall certify as to the 
character, educa^onal qualilication and suitability of such students. 

3. Applications for admission from such students shall be reported upon 
by the Applications Committee of Senate before the end of the session, after 
report from the Faculty concerned. 

The above Regulations came into operation during Session 1920-21. 

General Council of Medical Education ft Registration of the 
United Kingdom. 

The General Council of the Medical Education and Registration of the 
United Kingdom have accepted the following proposal made by the L^niversity 
of Calcutta : — 

That a candidate who has passed the Matriculation Examination of the 
Calcutta University in the first division (i.e., with an average of at least 50 per 
cent.) with the following subjects, viz. — (1) English, (2) Mathematics, (3) Classical 
Language, (4) Vernacular Language, (5) History and (6) Geography, or has 
passed the Intermediate or the Final Examination for the Bachelor's Degree in 
Arts or Science, be considered to have passed a Preliminary Examination in 
general knowledge such as is demanded by the General Council of Medical Edu- 
cation and Registration of the United Kingdom from students entering upon 
Medical study.

On the recommendation of a Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar, Kt., M.A., M.D., Mr. B. Heaton, the flon’ble Mr. W. C. Words- 
worth, M.A., and Mr. J, N. Das Gupta, 3. A. (Oxon.), the Syndicate at their 
meeting held on the 6th November, 1918, adopted the following Resolu- 
tion ; — 

I. (a) That a student who has passed the Cambridge Senior Local EzamV 
nation in English Composition and Literature (Arithmetic, Geometry, Algebra)^ 
Mathematics, a Classical language and any two of the following — History 
Geography, Trigonometry with Analytical Geometry or Calculus, Applied

(1) Logic, (2) Mathematics, (3 papers), (3) English History or English Colonial 
History and Modern European History or Greak History or Roman History (any 
two) j (4) Physics or Chemistry or Botany or Physical Geography, shall for the 
purpose of admission to the courses and examinations of this University be 
regarded as having passed the Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

(b) That any non-European applying for exemption from the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts under the foregoing regulation may at the discretion of 
the Syndicate be required to give evidence of proof of proficiency in his 
vernacular. 

III. (d) That*a student who, having passed the Matriculation Examination 
of' this University or any examination that may be recognised as equivalent to it,,

(a) either Physics and Chemistry or Experimental Science with Botany or

subsidiary subjects J Mathematics (3 papers), Botany, Physical Geography, may 
for the purpose of admission to the courses and examinations of this University 
be regarded as having passed the Intermediate Examination in Science, (b) that 
any non-European applying for exemption from the Intermediate Examination 
in Science under the foregoing regulation may at the discretion of the Syndicate 
be required to give evidence or proof of proficiency in his vernacular. 

IV. That while the present rule as to age for admission to the Matriculation 
Examination of this University remains in force exemption granted under these 
regulations shall not entitle any one to sit for the Intermediate Examination under 
the age of eighteen years, and the final under the ago of twenty years, and that 
any modification of the preseTit rule shall be followed by a suitable modification 
of this regulation. 

V. That the existing regulations granting exemption under certain conditions 
from the Matriculation and Intermediate Examinations to students who have 
passed the Cambridge Senior Local Examination shall be applicable only to 
those who have passed this examination in or before 1918.

(б) That students who have passed the High School and Scholarship 
Examination of Burma may, for the purpose of admission to the examinations of 
this University be considered to have passed an examination equivalent to the 
Matriculation Examination of this University, provided that the requirements of 
the University Regulations as to the minimum age have been satisfied. 

(c) Female candidates who haVe passed the Burma High School and 
Scholarship Examination with a Second Language as one of their optional 
subjects may be regarded to have passed an examination i^quivalent to the 
Matriculation Examination of this University, provided that the requirements of 
the University Regulations as to the minimum age have been satisfied. 

N.B. — Tamil, Telegu, French and German which are included in the list of 
Second Languages which female candidates are allowed to take up in Burma, 
have been added to the list of vernaculars (Second Languages) in the case of 
female candidates for the purposes of Section 9 of Chapter XXX of the 
Regulations. 

(d) Female candidates, who, after passing the Burma High School and 
Scholarship Examination without taking up one of the Vernaculars sanctioned 
by the Syndicate desire to qualify themselves for admission to the Intermediate 
Examination of this University, will be required to pass in one of these 
languages to the standard of the Matriculation Examination before admission to. 
the Intermediate Examination, provided they satisfy the requirements of the 
University Regulations as to the minimum age.

Extract from the Rules for the Recruitment of the Executive 
Branch of the Provincial Civil Service. 


Rule 12. — Tiie Syndicate of the University will be invited annually to 
nominate from graduates of high character and of 
great academical distinction. The nominations will 
he made, subject to the restriction* laid down in 
condition V under paragraph 3 of the resolution ol 
tlie Government of India, Nos. 1046 — 10.58, dated 
tlie 19th August, 1910, in accordance with the con- 
ditions laid down in rules 8,9 and 10.

8, 9 and 10, From amongst these or from amongst graduates previously nomi- 
nated by the Syndicate and who have not passed the age of 26 years, the 
Governor in Couiicii will after enquiry, select as many persons as there are 
appointments to be made on the nomination of the Syndicate to be Probationary 
Deputy Collectors. 

Rule 8(a). — The indispensable qualifications for a candidate for appoint- 
ment by recruitment are ( 1 ) that he is a natural-born subject of His Majesty 
or of a Native State ; (2) that he is not under 20 or over 26 years of age on the 
31st December of the year to which the nomination relates ; (3) that he is of 
good character ; (4) that he is a graduate ; and (5) that he is of sound health, 
good physique and active habits and free from organic defect or bodily infirmity. 

(b) In the case of candidates who are not natives of the Presidency, recent 
residence of at least three years in it should, as a general rule, be an essential 
condition of selection. No Barrister, Advocate or Pleader should bo appointed 
as such unless he has been at least three years actually practising his profession 
n India and can speak the vernacular of the Presidency. 

Rule 9. — Europeans who do not satisfy the definition of Native of India, 
contained in section 6, Statute 33, Victoria, Chapter 3, are not eligible for 
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appointment to the. Provincial Service without the previous sanction in each case 
of the Government of India. With such sanction they may be appointed, if 
they satisfy the conditions laid down i » rule 8(a) and (h). 

Rule 10. — All candidates for appointment by recruitment must furnish 
satisfactory evidence tliat they possess a thorouj^h knowledge of Bengali. Can- 
didates who have not already passed some recognised examination in the subject 
will be required to pass a special examination before admission. The object of 
the examination will be to test the candidate’s general knowledge of the language 
and his ability to write and read the written character with facility. 

Rule 18. — No Member of the Provincial Service, once he has been 
confirmed, shall be entitleil to resign his appointment without- the previous sanc- 
tion of Government.

Pees . — The fees to be paid by ordinary students are an admission fee of 
jts. 10; a monthly tuition fee of Rs. 12 ; and an annual Athletic, Magazine 
and College-union subscription of Rs. 3-4. 

Tuition fees are payable monthly in advance and are due for 12 months 
reckoning from June to May. Two months* fees are consequently due at the 
beginning of the session (July) and are payable before admission. 

Muhammadan Students. 

A definite proportion of seats is reserved for Muhammadan candidates desir- 
ous of admission to Presidency College and the minimum standard has been 
fixed at for the present, provided the candidates conform to the standard 
of educational fitness prescribed for the purpose. 

Further privileges in the shape of reduced fees and Mohsin stipends, to the 
extent of 100 and 60 respectively, are enjoyed by Muhammadan students- They 
are granted to those eligible and are distributed in the manner indicated

The tuition fee paid by those who enjoy the privilege of reduced fee is 
Rs. 5 per month, while those who are awarded Mohsin stipends, pay at the rate 
of ils. 7 a month. 

Muhammadan students pay the same Athletic and Magazine subscriptions 
as other students. ^ 

Hostel , — The Eden Hindu Hostel for the residence of Hindu students of the 
College accommodates 260 boarders. Information as to conditions of admission 
and terms of residence is obtainable on application to “ The Superintendent, 
Eden Hindu Hostel.*’ 

This Hostel was originally founded by public subscriptions, the Raja of 
Mahishadal being the principal contributor. At first other students than 
Presidency College students were admissible though students of that College 
always formed the great majority of the boarders. Since 1905, it has been an 
attached hostel of the Presidency College in conformity with Chapter XXIV of 
the Regulations. The new wing was added at Government expense in 1895, 
and Government has always borne the cost of maintenance. 

Tutorial Work , — There is individual tutorial work in English (generally 
essay- writing) in all classes and as far as practicable in other subjects. 

College Examinations , — A college examination of the First and Third-year 
students is held each year at the end of March to determine fitness for promo- 
tion to the Second and Fourth-year classes. 

Class exercise are set from time to time in all subjects in the under-gradu- 
ate classes to give practice in written work and as a test of progress. 

Progress during the second year of tho Intermediate, BA. and B.So. 
courses will be judged entirely from tutorial work, practical work and class 
exercises ; and students will only be sent up for the University examinations 
if their progress is satisfactory. 

Vacations, — The recognised vacations are : The long vacation, approxi- 
inately 11 weeks between the middle of April and tho beginning of July. The 
Rurga Puja vacation, approximately 4 weeks between tho Rains and tho Cold 
Weather, 

Scholarships and prizes. — A number of scholarships, furnished olit of the 
income of the Presidency College Graduate Scholarship Funds, are attached 
the College. Tho fund originated with the subscriptions contributed in 
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1816 for the Hindu College. In 1 63 it was amalgamated with three hitherto 
separate funds, which commemorated men eminent for their services to the 
causes of education. The scholarships are tenable by graduates of the 
Presidency College in Arts or Science for two years after taking the B.A, 
or B.Sc. Degree, and have since 1909 been divided into two groups of five 
and six scholarships respectively, awarded in alternate years.

The Burdwan and Gopimohan Tagore Scholarships commemorate two of 
the original subscribers to the Hindu College Fund. The Bird, Ryan and 
Dwarkanath Tagore scholarships were founded later as testimonials in honour 
of Mr. W. Bird and Dr. Ryan (1445-46) and Babu Dwarkanath Tagoro (1849). 

Three free- studentships are provided out of the endowment of the late 
Maharaja Durgacharan Law, C.l.E. These are at the disposal of the founder’s 
heirs subject to the condition recognised as qualifying for admission to the 
College. 

Two Gold Medals called the Scindhia Medals and a Prize called the Gwalior 
Prize are awarded annually on the results of the Intermediate Examinations in 
Arts and Science. They were the gift of H. II. the Maharaja Scindhia in 1870. 

A prize for Sanskrit called the Harischandra Kaviratna Prize is also 
awarded on the results of the Intermediate Examination in Arts. It was 
founded in 1908 by subscriptions from pupils in memory of Babu Harischandra 
Kaviratna, for many years Professor of Sanskrit at the Presidency College. 

Two scholarships of the value of Rs. 12 a month each, tenable for two 
years, are awarded annually to Hindu candidates on the results of the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Science and the Bachelor of Science Examination. A 
prize of the approximate value of Rs. 54 is also awarded annually to the 
Hindu Student of the Second -year Intermediate Science class who shall pro- 
duce the best laboratory notes on experimental work in Physics. They were 
founded in 1912 by the executors to the estate of Srimati Nistarini Dasi, 
deceased, widow of late Bolyechand Dutt of Calcutta. 

A Gold Medal called the Chandranarain Gold Medal, founded in the year 
1915 by Srimati Ramkumari Debi in memory of her husband the late Rai 
Chandranarain Sinha, M.A., is annually awarded to the student of the College 
who stands first among the Presidency College candidates in History at the 
M.A. Examination. 

A Silver Medal called the Kunjabehari Bysak Medal, founded by Babu 
Oangagobinda Bysak in memory of his father, is awarded to the student of 
the 3rd -year B.Sc. class who shows the greatest proficiency in Chemistry in the 
practical examination held at the annual examination.

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HOOGHLI COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1857. 

The Institution was founded in 1836, and was originally supported from 
funds bequeathed by Muhammad Mohsin, a wealthy Mahomedan gentleman, 
who dying without heirs in the year 1806. left his large property, yielding an 
annual income of Rs. 45,000 to Mahomedan Trustees “ for the service of God.*’ 
Owing to the misappropriation of the funds Government assumed the office 
of Trustees, The right of .assumption was opposed by the original Trustees 
but upheld both by the Coarts in India and by the Privy Council in England. 
The period of litigation extended over many years, during which the annual 
income accumulated, forming a surplus of Rs. 8,61,100. The surplus was 
devoted to the foendation and endowment of the Hughli College and was 
further increased by a portion of the original zemindaree that became 
available on the death of one of the Mootawalees of the Hughli Imambarah, 
an Institution which also derives its support from Muhammad Mohsin*s 
legacy. The College endowments were further increased by the accumula- 
tion of unexpended revenue until the income amounted to Rs. 51,000 per 
annum In 1873, the Government of India resolved to transfer the whole 
of the Mohsin endowment to the purpose of Mahomedan education throughout 
Bengal, and accordingly increased the provincial assignment of education 
in Bengal by RS. 50,000 a year, in order to meet the expenses of the Hughli 
College which has now become an Institution maintained by Government. 

The College consists of two Departments, an English and an Arabic — and 
is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. The 
English Department is open to all students who have passed the University 
Matriculation Examination, the fees being Rs. 6 for all. 

There is a Governing Body for the College of which the Oortimissioner of 
the Burdwan Division is the ex-officio President, and the Principal, ex-officio 
Vice-President and Secretary. 

The College has for the present, arranged to teach English, Physics, 
Chemistry, Mathematics and Vernacular Composition for the Intermediate in 
Science, and for the Intermediate in Arts, English, History, Sanskrit, Persian, 
Logic, Mathetnatics, Physics, Chemistry and Vernacular Composition, 

For the B, A. provision has been made for teaching English (Pass and 
Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), Persian, History, Mathematics (Pass 
and Honours), Physics, Chemistry, Vernacular Composition, Philosophy and 
Economics. 

For the B.Sc. provision has been made for teaching Mathematics (Pass and 
Honours), Physics (Pass) and Chemistry (Pass). 

There are two Hostels attached to the College, one for the Hindu students 
and the other for the Mahomedan students. There is another Mahomedan 
Hostel attached to the Madrasa, in which the boarding fee is Rs, 3-8 subject 
to enhancement according to enhanced rates of food articles. 


Scholarships, Studentship, etc. 

1. One Laha Scholarship of Rs. 25 per mensem attached to this College 
tenable for two years either at the presidency or the Sanskrit College or in 
connection with a University Course of lectures, is awarded each alternate 
year to a graduate of this College, who is preparing within five years of his 
passing the Matriculation Examination, to take the M.A. Degree. 
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2. One Rani Katyayani Scholarship of Ra. 13* per mensem tbnable for two* 
years in the Hnghli College, is awarded annually to the most deserving student 
who has passed the I. A., or I. Sc. Examination from the College, and who has 
mot gained a Government Scholarship, but the Principal, who is the administra- 
tor of this scholarship fund is authorised to divide the scholarship into two of 
equal value whenever such a course may be advisable. 

3. One Zemindareo Scholarship of Rs. 7 per mensem, tenable for two 
years is awarded annually to the most deserving student who has passed the 
Matriculation Examination from the Collegiate or Branch School, and who 
has not gained a Government scholarship, preference being given to a student 
of the latter school. 

4. Raja Krishnadas Laha awards five studentships each of Rs. 5 per 
mensem, to students reading in the English Department of the College. 

o. Free studentships are granted by Government to really deserving 
students of this College. 

6. Three College stipends of Rs. o each per mensem tenable for two years 
are awarded annually to the most deserving Mahomedan students of the First- 
year Class (I. A. or I. Sc.) of this College. 

Two College stipends of Rs. 5 each per mensem tenable for two years are 
awarded annually to the most deserving Mahomedan students of the Third- 
year Class (B.A. or B.Sc.) of this College. 

No one who holds any Government or other scholarship or stipend is 
eligible for these stipends. 

Those 5 College stiiiends wore created during the year 1917-1918 out of 
the Mohsin Grant for short-fee payments to Mahomedan students. 

7. Twenty-three Free Boarderships are attached to the Mahomedan 
Hostels, 6 of which are open to all Mahomedan student.s of the College who 
have not gained any Government or Moh.sin scholarships, and 17 students of 
the Arabic Department. 

8. Six Mohsin Scholarships, tenable for one j’ear attached to the Arabic 
Department, are awarded annually, two of Rs. 8, two of Rs. (5 and two of Rs. 4 
per mensem. 

9. A Thwaytes Gold Modal of the value of about Rs. 40 is awarded 
annually to the graduate from this College who gains the highest number of 
marks in Mathematics at the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination of each year. 

10. A Scholarship of Rs. 5 per mensem,, tenable for two years in tho 
Hughli College, is awarded annually to the student of tho Hughli Collegiate 
School who obtains the greatest number of marks in Mathematics in passing 
the Matriculation Examination of the Calcutta University. A Scholarship of 
Rs. 5 per mensem, tenable for two years in the Hughli College is awarded 
annually to the student of the Hughli College, who obtains the greatest 
number of marks in Mathematics in passing tho I. A. or I. Sc. Examination 
of the Calcutta University. These Scholarships were founded by the late 
Babu Suryyamohan Banerjee of Telinipara.

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KRISHNAGAR COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1857. 

This College was founded by Government in 1845, and is under the control’ 
of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. There is a Governing Body of 
which the District Judge of Nadia is the ex-officio President, the Principal of 
the College is the ex-officio Vice-President and Secretary, and one of the staff a 
member. Government added a fourth (non-official) member in 1915 and 
another in 1921, 

Any person who has passed the University Matriculation Examination may 
be admitted. Students pay an admission fee* of Rs. 6, a monthly tuition-fee 
of Rs. 6, game and Common Room fees of Rs. 2 and Magaaine fee of Re. 1, 
annually. 



430 AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS 

The Collegfe stands upon an enclosed compound of upwards 100 bighas. It 
occupies three buildings one big and two small. The big one which is the 
Main College Building is a handsome structure standing upon three bighas of 
land. It was erected in 1856, at a cost of Rs. 66,876, Rs. 17,000 of which was 
collected by private subscriptions. 

In one of the smaller buildings the Chemical Laboratory is located. Part 
of the ground occupied was purchased by Government ; for the remainder the 
College is indebted to the munificence of the Maharaja of Nadia and 
the Maharani Swarnamayi, C.I., of Cossimbazar. 

In 1871 the B.A. Classes were abolished by Sir George Campbell, the then 
Lientenant-Governor of Bengal, and for some years the College only afforded 
instruction up to the First Examination in Arts. In 1875, however. Sir 
Richard Temple on the petition of the chief inhabitants of the District, con- 
sented to restore the College to its former status provided that a considerable 
share of the increased cost was subscribed by the community. A sum 
amounting to more than Rs. 40,000 was subscribed during the year and with 
this endowment B.A. Classes in tho B. Course were opened. Classes for the 
A Course for the B.A. were opened in June, 1888. 

The College is now affiliated in l.A. standard in English, Bengali Com- 
position, Sanskrit, Persian, History, Logic, Mathematics, Physics, and 
Chemistry and in l.Sc. standard in English, Bengali Composition, Mathe- 
matics, Physics and Chemistry. 

The College is further affiliated to the B.A. standard in English (Pass and 
Honours), Bengali Composition, Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), History, 
Mathematics (Pass and Honours), Persian, Political Economy and Political 
Philosophy, Philosophy, Physics and Chemistry, and to the B.Sc. standard 
in Mathematics (Pass and Honours), Physics and Chemistry. 

A prize of Rs. 80 founded by Babu Mohinimohan Ray in 1883 and called 
the Mohinimohan Ray Prize, is awarded annually to the student w'ho most 
successfully passes the B A. Examination with Honours, or to a graduate of 
the College who passes the M.A, Examination in any subject. 

Another prize of Rs. 8 founded by Babu Symacharan Maitra and called 
** The Smith and Macdonell Prize” is annually awarded to the student who 
most successfully passes the T.A. or I,Sc. Examination and prosecutes his 
studies for the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination in the Krishnagar College. 

Another Prize of Rs. 8 called the “Livingstone Memorial Prize” is awarded 
in commemoration of the late Principal W. B. Livingstone to the student 
who passes in all the subjects and secures the highest mtirks in the Annual 
Examination of the 3rd-year Class. 

The College Endowment Funds now amount to Rs. 75,100. 

There is a Hindu Hostel attached to the College, which is under the 
direct control of the Principal and is managed by a Superintendent who is a 
member of the teaching staff and an Assistant Superintendent. 

Twenty free studentships are attached to the College, of w'hich four are 
Government and three are created by Babu D. N. Sinha Ray, Zamindar of 
Nakashipara (Nadia), and thirteen foundation free studentships. 

The Krishnagar College has been created a centre for Bachelor Degree 
(Theoretical) Examinations since 1912.

KRISHNATH COLLEGE, BERHAMPUR (Latb Berhampur College). 

Affiliated, 1857. 

The Older Gazetteers are unanimous in recording that a [* British** College 
was opened in Berhampur in 1826, but the College, as we know it, was opened 
in 1863. The foundation stone of the building, one moiety of the cost of 
which was paid by the community was laid in 1863, and the building came 
into use in 1869, when the Institution became a tirst grade College in

Arts. A Law Department was added in 1864. The statns was, howorer, 
reduced in 1872 to that of a second grado College and the Law Department 
was abolished in 1876. The Institution again became a first grade College 
with a Law Department attached in 1888. It is open to all classes of the 
Community. 

In pursuance of the policy recommended by the Education Commission 
and adopted by the Government of India, the Bengal Government decided in 
1886 to transfer the Berhampur College to private management. The 
magnificent offer of the late Maharani Swarnamayi, C.T., of Cossimbazar, 
to maintain the College for five j'cars was accepted. Accordingly by a Bengal 
Government llesolution, dated the 14th May, 1887, the control of tlie College, 
administrative and financial, was vested in a Board of Trustees. Since tlio 
Maharani’s death in 1898, the College lias been financed by her nephew .and 
successor, the Hon’l.)lo Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra Nandy, K.C.I.E., of 
Cossimbazar. In 1905, the College was handed over by a detal of transfer 
to the Hon’ble Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra Nandy, K.C.l.E , of Cossim- 
bazar, with a Board of Management, consisting of the Maharaja as President, 
the District Judge, the District Magistrate and the Inspector of Schools, 
Presidency Division, as Ex-ojficio Moinbers, and Hai Baikuntlmnath Sen, 
Bahadur, G.I.E. 

For the internal management of the College there is a Committee of 
Managcjmcnt consisting of all the members of the Board, the Principal and 
two members of the professorial staff. 

Scholarships — (1) Scholarships numbering two and three in alternate years 
called the Berhampur College Scholarships, of the monthly value of Rs. 8 each 
tenable for two years in the B.A. classes of the Institution, are awarded on 
the results of the Intermediate Examination, to students taking up Honours 
Course for the B.A. Examination. (2) The Kennedy Scholarship of Rs. 4 a 
month founded by public subscription in honour of J. Kennedy, Esq., formerly 
a Collector of this District, is awarded to the successful Intermediate 
candidate from the College who stands next to those obtaining Berhampur 
College or Government Scholarships. It is tenable for two years in the B.A. 
classes of the Institution. (3) Five Rajib Scholarships of Rs. 4 a month 
each, founded in commemoration of the donor the late Rai llcajiblochan Ray, 
Bahadur, the benevolent Dewan of the late Maharani Swarnamayi, are 
awarded to the first five successful Matriculation candidates from the Berham- 
pur centre. They are tenable for two years of the Intermediate classes of 
the Institution. (4) The “ Kadambini Scholarships ” of Rs. 3 a month, 
tenable for two years in the B.A. classes was established b^'^ Srimati Ksirod- 
kumari Dasi of Berhampur, in honour of her late mother, Kadambini Dasi, 

(5) The “ Harasankar Studentship ” of Rs. 4 a month is awarded for one 
year only to a student securing highest marks in Sanskrit at the l.A. Exami- 
nation from the College, and taking Sanskrit in the B.A. It was established 
in the year 1908 by Babu Nilmani Bhattacharyya of Berhampur, in deference 
to the last wishes of his father, the late Babu Harasankar Bhattacharyya. 

(6) Four Scholarships named “Rani Dintarini-Scholarships ” founded by 
Raja Jogendranarain Roy of Lalgola in memory of his late wife, Ranee 
Dintarini, were established in the year 1908. Out of the four Scholarships, 
two of the value of, Rs. 6 per mensem are to bo enjoyed by two First-year 
students who pass the Matriculation Examination from the Berhampur 
Krishnath Collegiate School, and secure the highest number of marks without 
obtaining a Government Scholarship ; and two of the value of Rs. 8 per 
mensem, are to bo enjoyed by two Third -year students, who pass the 
Intermediate Examination from the Berhampur Krishnath College, and secure 
the highest number of marks without obtaining a Government Scholarship. 

MeiaU, — Two Gold Medals, named, after their donors, Rai Baikunthanath 
Sen, Bahadur and Rai Srinath Pal, Bahadur, are awarded to the students of 
this College passing the Degree Examination with honours in English and 
Science, respectively. A Silver Medal, named the Mackenzie Medal founded 
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iby late Rai Mukandalal Barman, Bahadnr, in commemoration of Hia Hononr 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s visit to this District in February, 1898, is awarded 
to the student who stands highest from this College in the B.A. Examination 
with Honours. A Silver Medal named the “ llaragankar Medal ” founded by 
Babu Nilmani Bhattacharyya, is awarded, to a student securing highest 
marks in Bengali at the Intermediate Examination from this College. 

Free Studentships. — All Government scholars and students holding 
“ Berhampur College ” and “ Kennedy *’ Scholarships receive tuition free. A 
limited number of free and hal^-freo studentships is also awarded to poor 
and deserving students by the Maharaja of Cossimbazar. Through the 
liberality of the late Raja Asntosh Nath Roy, of Cossimbazar, a few additional 
free and half-free studentships to the extent of Rs. 36 a month are also 
provided. 

Collegiate School. — Connected with the College is a School Department 
itcachin<<; up to the Matriculation standard. The tuition fee in the school 
ranges from Re. 1 to Rs. 2-8 a month. 

Hostel, — There are Boarding Establishments attached to the College and 
the College School for the accommodation of Hindu students and Mahammadan 
students. 


College Department. 

In the B.A. Classes English, Philosophy, Mathematics, History, Political 
Economy and Political Philosophy, Sanskrit, Persian, Botany, Physics and 
Chemistry are the subjects taught. Honours Classes are held in English, 
Philosophy, Sanskrit, History and Mathematics. In the B.Sc. Classes Mathe- 
matics, Physios, Chemistry and Botany are the subjects taught. Honours 
Classes are held in Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry. 

A separate Commercial Department has been opened for the purpose of 
teaching a special two years’ course leading up to a Diploma in Commerce. 
The course is intended as a preparation for those who intend to appear at the 
B. Com. Examination of the Calcutta University and for those desiring to take 
up work in Commerce or Industry. The standard of the course is similar to 
that prescribed for the degree of B. Com. in Universities having a Faculty of 
Commerce. Admission to the Commercial Department is obtainable ordinarily 
upon passage of the Intermediate Exaniination in Arts or Science. 

A branch of this Department providing a course in Mechanical and 
•electrical Engineering has also been opened from the beginning of the Session 
1921-1922. 

Tuition Fee. — In the Arts Department, Rupees 5 per month. In the Science 
and Commercial Departments, Rupees 6 per month.

THE SCOTTISH CHURCHES COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 

[In which are incorporated the General Assembly’s Institution 
AND Duff College.] 

In 1830 the Reverend Alexander Duff founded in Calcutta an Institution 
for the propagation of the Gospel through education, at once liberal and 
religious on Western principles and with English as the medium of instruc- 
tion in the higher classes. This he named the General Assembly’s Institu- 
tion, because it was founded under the direction of the General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland whose first missionary he was. Its success was 
mmediate and great. Again, in 1843, when Dr. Duff and his colleagues cast 
in their lot with that party in the Church which separated itself and formed 
the Free Church of Scotland, they founded another College under the name of 
the Free Church of Scotland Institution, on the same principles and with 
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similar success. To the name of this second institution the title of Duff 
College was added after the death of that illustrious man. 

During recent years the separated branches of the Church of Scotland have 
been desiring and aiming at co-operation and even re-union. Thus the 
demand for increased efficiency in Indian education and the evident wisdom 
of concentrating their efforts in one Institution found them ready to take the 
decisive step of incorporating their separate Colleges in Calcutta in one. 
Accordingly, from the first day of June, 1908, the General Assembly’s Insti- 
tution and the Duff College ceased to maintain separate existence, and are 
now united as “The Scottish Churches College” working under the Scottish 
Churches Mission, with a Mission Council in Calcutta and a Board of Trustees 
in Edinburgh. 

Affiliation . — The Scottish Churches College is affiliated up to the B.A. 
Pass and Honours standards in English, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
Sanskrit, History, Philosophy, Political Economy and Political Philosophy. 
Of the vernaculars Bengali and Hindi are taught. 

it is affiliated up to the B.Sc. Pa.s8 and Honours standards in Physics, 
Chemistry and Mathematics. 

The following Members of the staff are Lecturers in the Post-Graduate 
classes of the University. Dr. Urqiihart and Professor Ewan in Philosophy, 
Professor Scrirageour in English and Professor Kydd in Economics. 

Fees . — The annual fee of every class is Rs. 96 in Arts and Rs. 120 in 
Science payable in monthly sums of Rs. 8 and Rs. 10. The admission fee is 
Rs. 7 and the transfer fee Rs. 8. Arts students have to pay Re. 1 per month 
. extra when a Science subject is taken. 

SciIOLARSHIP.S AND PRIZES. 

Intermediate Arts and Science. 

One Fyfe Scholarship of Rs. 12 per month, two London and Edinburgh 
Scholarships, one Allan Bequest Scholarship, and several College Scholarships 
each of Rs. 7 per month will be awarded to students of merit in poor circum- 
stances. 

These Scholarships cannot be held except in very special circumstances 
along with any other Scholarship from any source. They are tenable for two 
years at the Scottish Churches College, 

At the close of the Intermediate Arts and Science Courses a prize of Rs. 25 
will be awarded to each of the students who stands highest in the different 
subjects in the Courses. The prize in the case of Logic is the Hastie Memorial 
Prize, in the case of History the Kalidas Mookerjee Prize. The Miller Prize 
of Rs- 30 will be awarded to the student who stands highest in the College 
Scripture Examinations. None of these prizes are to be assigned to students 
• continuing a regular course of under-graduate arts or science study in 
another College, 

Bachelor of Arts. 

One Fyfe Scholarship of Rs. 12 per month, and two London and Edin- 
burgh Scholarships of Rs. 7 per month, and an Allan Bequest Scholarship are 
awarded to the four students of the College who do the best work in the 
Intermediate Arts Course, provided, they are placed in the First Division, 
and are in necessitous circumstances.

These Scholarships are tenable for two years at the Scottish Churches 
College. 

The Hawkins Gold Medal, in memory of J. F. Hawkins, Esq., C.S., is 
awarded to the most distinguished student of the year. Of this the Principal 
shall be the judge. 
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At the close of the B.A. Coarse the following prizes will be awarded to 
the students who stand highest in the various subjects at the Universitj 
Examination provided they pass with Honours, and if they continue to study 
for the M«A. or M.Sc. degrees that they enrol through the Scottish Churches 
College.

SANSKRIT COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 

Affiliated, 1860. 

This is a Governmdht Institution, 

It was founded in 1824 for the encouragement of the study of the Sanskrit 
language and literature, and at first Sanskrit was studied exclusively. At 
present English is taught here up to the B.A. standard and Sanskrit to the 
standard prescribed for the B.A. Hon. Examination and also for the Sanskrit 
Title Examination in several branches in the Oriental Department of the 
College. A class has been opened for teaching the Yedas at the request and 
expense of Madhavachandra Giri, the late Mohanta Maharaj of Tarakeswar, 

The College is open to Hindus occupying a respectable position in Hindu 
Society irrespective of caste. The tuition fee is Rs. 6 per month in the College 
Department, and Rs. 3 and Rs. 2 in the School Department. The privilege of 
the, lower fee for Ks. 2 is conceded to 40 students of the College Department, 
who must be descendants of hona fide Pandits. The fee of one of the 
students is paid out of the endowment fund of Srimati Sati Devi of 
Chandernagore. Besides these there are 75 free studentships for the Sanskrit 
Title classes. Six Government free studentships are available in the College 
classes for deserving poor students. 

The privilege of the lower fee of Re. 1 is conceded to 200 students of the 
School Department, of whom U)0 must be the descendants of Pandits, and the 
fee of 60 of the remaining 100 is paid by Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra 
Nandi Bahadur of Gossimbazar, and that of the other 50 by Babu Pramatha- 
nath Mallik of Pathuriaghata and his two other Co-Trustees, Babu 
Harendrakrishna Seal and Gopeswar Mallik, out of the estate left by the 
late Rani Rajkumari Dasi. There is one graduate Scholarship of Rs. 30 a 
month tenable for two years, and there are nine senior Scholarships, varying 
from Rs. 10 to 20 per month, one Scholarship of Rs. 4 called after its founder, 
Professor E. B. Cowell, There an annual medal or pfize of Rs. 10 

founded by His Highness thc^ MiSImraja of Scindhia, to be awarded to a 
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stndent of the Oollege, who on passing the Intermediate Examination from 
this College, stands next to those who obtain Scholarships or any other 
prizes. There are also eight junior Scholarships of Rs. 8 each, competed for 
by pupils of the second class of the School Department ; and there are 
besides two Scholarships of Rs. 5 each, two of Rs. 4 each, and eight of 
Rs. 3 each, called the Maheswari Dasi Scholarships, founded by late Rai 
Rajiblochan Ray Bahadur of Oossimbazar to commemorate the name of his 
mother. They are awarded annually to the pupils of the third, fourth and 
fifth classes of the School Department for proficiency in Sanskrit Literature 
and Grammar. There are two scholarships of Rs. 5 and Rs. 3 a month 
called the Abhaycharan Mallik Scholarships.*’ The former is tenable in 
the College and the latter in the School Department. And there are also 
two Scholarships of Rs. 7 a month called Karalicharan Sarkar’s Scholar- 
ships” awarded to the students of the Oriental Department studying any 
one of the six systems of Hindu Philosophy. 

A valuable library of printed works and manuscripts is attached to the 
College ; and a Government grant of Rs. 1,870 per annum is applied to the 
purchase of standard English and Sanskrit works and periodicals.

CHITTAGONG COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1869. 

This College is supported by Grovernnient, and is under the control of the 
Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

It was originally opened as a Zila]SchooI in 1836 by the General Committee 
of Public Instruction. In January, 1869, it was raised to a Second Grade 
College teaching up to the F.A. (now Intermediate) standard. A Law 
Department, teaching up to the Pleadership Examination standard was also 
added afterwards. This Department does not exist now. The Collegiate 
School was separated from the College in April, 1910. 

The monthly tuition fee in the College Department is Rs. 6. 

There is an endowment scholarship, called the Ray Golokchandra Chau- 
dhury Bahadur’s Scholarship ” of Rs. 6 a month, tenable at this College for 
two years and awardable every year to the successful candidate at the Matri- 
culation Examination, who stands next below the Government Junior Scholars 
from the District of Chittagong. 

There is another endowment scholarship, called the Kishori Mohini 
Scholarship ” of Rs. 6-8 per month, tenable at the College (except when the 
recipient is a female) for two years and awardable every alternate year to the 
most deserving of the poor students of the Chittagong District, who may pass 
the Matriculation Examination of the Calcutta University but fail to secure 
any other scholarship. 

A Silver Medal called the ** Nityananda Medal ” to the value of the 
interest of Rs. 400 given by Babii Rameschandra Das, Deputy Magistrate, in 
memory of his father, late Babu Nitynanda Das of Alampur, District Chitta- 
gong. is awarded annually to the best among the successful candidateH from 
the Chittagong College in the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination. 

Attached to the College there are a Hindu Hostel and a Mahomedan 
Hostel. Buddhist boarders are temporarily accommodated in a private house. 

The College has been affiliated up to the Intermediate standard in Arts 
and Science — in English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, Pali, Persian, 
Arabic, History, Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry. From June, 1910 the 
College was raised to the first grade and was affiliated up to the B.A. standard 
— in English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, Persian (Honours), Arabic 
f Honours), Mathematics (Honours), History, Chemistry, Physios and Pali 
(Honours). From June, 1913 the College has been affiliated up to the B.So* 
standaid in Mathematics (Honours), Physios and Chemistry.

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VIDYASAGAR COLLEGE. 

{Formerly the Metropolitan Institution.) 

Affiliated, 1872. 

This College is affiliated under the new Regulations up to the standard of 
the Intermediate Examination in Arts, in English, Bengali Composition, 
Sanskrit, Pali, History, Logic, Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry and in the 
I.So. in English, Bengali Composition, Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry ; 
np to the standard of the B.A. Examination, in English (Pass and Honours), 
Bengali Composition, Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), Pali, History, Mental and 
Moral Philosophy, Political Economy and Political Philosophy, Mathematics 
(Pass and Honours), Physics and Chemistry ; and np to the standard of the 
B.Sc. Examination in Mathematics (Pass and Honours), Physics and Chemis* 
try. Three members of the instructive staff are Lecturers in the Post* 
Graduate classes of the University, viz.^ Mr. J. R. Banerjea in Philosophy, 
Dr. B. C. Ghosh in Experimental Psychology and Baba Satish Chandra Bose 
in Pure Mathematics. 

The Institution in its present form, at any rate, was the handiwork of 
Pandit Iswar Chandra Vidysagara. It was the first attempt to impart high 
education through a purely indigenous agency and was conducted in a way 
that was characteristic. He gave it a costly local habitation and endowed it 
with a valuable Library and Laboratory. In recent years extensive improve* 
ments have been made in the Physical and Chemical Laboratories and two 
large lectnre*theatres, provided with gas and electric fittings, have been 
constructed, one for the teaching of Physios, and other for the teaching of 
Chemistry. 

It has a large Collegiate Hostel which provides accommodation for nearly 
200 boarders, several Attached Messes, ” Literary Club and an Athletic 
Club. 

Six annual cricket prizes called the ** Hardinge Prizes ” have been insti* 
tuted with the sanction of the Viceroy and Governor- General of India, two in 
each department of the game, in commemoration of His Excellency’s visit to 
one of the College Messes. 

Fifteen Scholarships of Rupees two per month are awarded to deserving 
students. 

Since the death of Pandit Iswar Chandra Vidyasagara in July, 1891, the 
management of the College has changed hands more than once. On the 1st 
September, 1896, it was under an agreement with the Vidyasagara Institute, 
vested in a Committee called the College Council, composed mainly of the 
Professors of the College. This College Council was in charge of the College 
till the letter end of 1921, when a new Governing Body was constituted, 
consisting of Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri, Kt., M.A., LL.M., M.L.C., — President, the 
Principal — Vice-President, eof-officio, the Vice-Principal — Secretary, eoo-oMcio, 
Professor Kalikrishna Bhattacharyya, Pandit Narain Chandra Vidyaratna. 
son of the late Pandit Iswar Chandra Vidyasagara — Secretary of the 
Vidyasagar Institute, ex-officio^ three members of the Vidyasagar 
Institute to be elected annually by the Institute and one representative of the 
teadhing staff of the College to be elected annually by the Professor of the 
College, At present the three representatives of the Vidyasagar Institute 
are.Babn Birendranath.Mitra, M.A., B.L., Attorney- at- Law, Baba Bi8hindra<^ 
nath Sarkar, M.A., B.L., M.L.O., Vakil, High Cou rt, Calcutta, and Babu 
Surendra Chandra Sen, B.L., Vakil, High Court, Oaloutca ; Babu Lftlitohandra 
Mitra, M,A., is the Secretary of the Vidyasagar Institute and Professor 
Eshirod Chandra Gupta, M.A., B.L., is the representative of the teaching staff 
of the College. 
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The annual tuition fee is Ra. 72 for the l.A. classes except when Physics 
or Chemistry is taken up, when the fee is Rs. 84 ; that for the I. Sc. classes is 
Bs. 96, that for the B.A. is Rs. 84 and that for the B.Sc. is Rs. 108. The fee 
for admission in the case of LA. and LSc. students is Rs. 6 and in the case of 
B.A. and B.Sc. students Bs. 7.

MIDNAPUR COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1873. 

This Institution was opened as a High School in 1834 and maintained by 
public subscriptions. In the year 1836, it was made over to the Government 
with an accumulated fund of Rs. 2,000 and converted into a Zila School. 

In the year 1872, the Zila School was raised to the status of a Second 
■Grade College with an endowment of Rs. 51,000 raised by the people of the 
District of Midnapore and invested in Government Securities and Municipal 
Debentures. The management of the Institution which was in the hands 
of the Director of Public Instruction and of a District School Committee 
was on the Ist July, 1887, made over by Government to the Local Municipality 
on the Grant-in-aid system. The College and the attached School are now 
under the control of separate Governing Bodies, whose President is the 
Chairman of the Local Municipality. The College is maintained partly by 
the Government Grant and partly by the annual dividend on the endowment 
fund amounting to Rs. 1,849 and fees. 

Laiv department . — Both the B.L. and Pleadership classes opened in the 
year 1872, have since been abolished. 

The College is now affiliated to the University for the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts in — English, Vernacular, Logic, History, Physics, 
Chemistry, Mathematics, Sanskiit and Persian. For the Intermediate in Science 
— English, Vernacular, Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics. 

Tuition Fees. — Rs. 5 per month for pure Arts subject, Rs. 6-8 per month 
for I.Sc. students and Rs. 6 per month for students who offer a Science sub- 
ject only. Admission fee is Rs. 5 with an additional contribution of Rs. 3 
pen annum. 

Scholarships . — There are two local scholarships of Rs. 5 and Rs. 4 per 
month respectively, tenable for two years in this College, which are awarded 
annually to the two most successful Matriculation candidates from the 
Collegiate School who do not get Government Scholarships. 

The first Scholarship of Bs. 5, named the Ayodhyaram ScholarshiPt 
was founded by Baja Mobendra Lai Khan, Zamindar of Midnapore, to 
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perpetaate the memory of his father, and the second named ihe Luchman 
Prosad Gurga*» Scholarship of Bs. 4 by the Zemindar of Mahishadal in his 
name. 

J^edals — 

1. One Luohman Prosad Gurga Gold Medal of the value of about Rs. 32 . 
named after its founder, the late Raja Luchman Prosad Gurga, Zamindar 
of Mahishadal, is awarded annually to the student who stands first from this 
College among the successful I. A. and I.Sc. candidates. 

2. One Ishan Chandra Ghosh Silver Medal founded by the pupils of 
Babu Ishan Chandra Ghosh, Lecturer in English, on his retirement, is 
awarded annually to the student of this College obtaining the highest number 
of marks in English in the l.A. or I.Sc. Examination. 

,3. One Abhaya Gharan Silver Medal founded by the pupils of Babu 
Abhaya Gharan Bose, late Head Master of the Collegiate School, is awarded 
annually to the most successful Matriculation candidate from the Collegiate 
School in History. 

There are six more Silver Medals described below which are awarded 
annually on the result of special Examinations held for the purpose in the

RAJSHAHI COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1878. 

It is a Goyernment Institution, originally established as a Zila School 
in 1836. In 1873 it was raised to a Second Grade College owing to the 
gift to Government in perpetuity of an estate yielding an annual income 
of Rs. 5,000 by Raja Hara Nath Ray Bahadur of 'Dubalhati and in 1878 it 
was raised to a First Grade College, the additional expenditure being met 
partly from the proceeds of an endowment of one and a half lacs of rupees 
created by the Rajshahi Association. Instruction was given up to the stan- 
dard of the M.A. Examination of the Calcutta -Juiveraity up to 1908. Under 
the new Regulations of the Calcutta University, affiliation for M.A. was 
withdrawn. It teaches now up to the B.A, and B.Sc. standards. The students 
in the General Department pay a monthly fee of Rs. 6. 

The College is affiliated as follows : —

The College is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction, 
Bengal. 

One scholarship of Rs. 16 a month, called the K. 0. Sircar Scholarship, 
tenable for two years in the B.A. and B.Sc. classes of the College, is awarded 
annually to a student passing the I.A. or I.So. Examination from any 
College in Bengal and reading for his B.A. or B.Sc. Degree Examination in 
this College. 

There is one scholarship of Rs. 3 a month, celled the Mayo Memorial 
Scholarship, tenable for two years, open to students in the Third year class . 

An annual prize of Rs. 80, called the Mohinimohan Ray Prize, is awarded 
to the student who most successfully passes the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination 
with Honours, or to a graduate of the College who passed the M.A. Examina- 
tion in any subject. 
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There is a scholarship of Rs. 5 a month tenable for two years in tho 
Intermediate classes of this College, annually awarded to the best successful 
Matriculation candidate from the Bholanath Academy, Bajshahi. 

There are two scholarships, called the Banamali Jubilee Scholarships, 
named after their donor Rai Banamali Ray Bahadur of Tarash, of the value 
of Rs. 8 a month, tenable for two years at the Bajshahi College. They are 
open to two best and poor students who pass the Matriculation Examination — 
one from the Pabna Zila School and the other from the Seraj gunge B.L. 
H.B. School, and who fail to obtain a Government Scholarship. No student 
will be eligible for a Scholarship who fails to produce certificates of moral 
character from the Head Master, Second Master and the Head Pandit of the 
School he reads in. 

Two schloarships named after the donor, Rani Manomohini Devi of Puthea, 
of Rs. 10 and Rs. 8 a month respectively, tenable for two years, are awarded 
to students who pass the Intermediate Examination of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity from any College in Bengal, and who read in the Bajshahi College for 
the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination. One scholarship of Rs. 7 tenable in the 
First-year Class and another of Bs. 8 a month, tenable in the Second-year 
Class of the College are awarded to the student passinf^ the Matriculation 
Examination in the first division from the Puthea H. E. School but failing to 
obtain any other scholarship. A scholarship of Bs. 4 a month for two years 
is awarded to a student who after passing the Intermediate Examination 
from any College in Bengal, joins the College and reads therein for his B.A. 
Degree Examination. 

A medal is awarded to the student of the Bajshahi College who passes 
highest the Intermediate ‘Examination among the successful candidates from 
it. 

Attached to the College there is a Sanskrit Department called the Rani 
Hemanta Kumari Sanskrit College, founded and endowed by Rani Hemanta 
Kumari Devi of Puthea, Classes in Vedanta, Smriti, Kavya, Alankara, Gram- 
mar, etc., have been opened since July, 1904. 

The Madrasa and the College buildings were erected in 1883 and 1884, at 
a cost of Rs. 38,000 and Rs. 60,000, respectively. 

There are two Hindu Boarding Houses, called the Pramatha Nath and 
Hemanta Kumari Devi Hindu Boarding Houses attached to the College, 
opened in 1884 and 1901, respectively, and also a Mahomedan Boarding House 
opened in 1909.

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CITY COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 

Affiliated, 1881. 

This Institution was founded as a Soho^l under the name of the City 
School, in January, 1879. The aim of ‘£he institution from the beginning has 
been to impart education on a broader basis than is usually adopted, so that 
it should embrace not only intellectual training and the proper enforcement 
of discipline, but also the improvement of character and healthy development 
of the mind. The success of the Institution, and the desire further to 
develop and carry out their ideas regarding education, led the council to 
add a College Department, which was affiliated to the Calcutta University 
up to the standard of the First Arts Examination in January, 1881, up to the 
B.A. standard in January, 1884, and uii'to the B.Sc. standard in 1910. 

The institution is open to all clas^^es of the community and consists of a 
College and a School Department. In the School Department there are 
special classes in Drawing and Music, which are open to all students of the 
School without any extra payment. It has a Branch School teaching up to 
the Matriculation standard in the town of Mymensingh, called the City 
Collegiate School, Mymensingh Branch, opened in January, 1883.

Hostel and Boarding Houses, 

There are four Boarding Houses attached to the College. A hostel capable 
of accommodating about 180 students has been built at a cost of Rs. 2,70,000, 
the whole amount being contributed by the Government of India. 

The New College Building. 

The college removed to a commodious new building at 102-1, Amherst 
Street, in January 1918, the approximate cost of which is 2^ lacs of rupees. 
This together with the hostel occupies about flve bighas of land.

The students’ common room is open from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. A number of 
periodicals, including some of the best English and American monthlies, as 
well as literary and scientific journals and a collection of well-chosen 
biographies, novels and other useful works are kept for the use of students.

Constitution of the College. — Mr. A. M. Bose, M.A., Bar-at-law, founder and 
original proprietor of the College, made over, in 1887 by a duly registered 
Trust Deed, tho building and all other property movable and immovable, 
belonging to the Institution to the Trustees who were to hold their office for 
life and entrusted in the same year the entire management of the Institution 
to a council consisting of nine members to be appointed periodically according 
to certain rules. The Constitution of the College was changed in 1906, and 
the College was placed under a society, which was named the City College 
Institution, and w'hich was registerd under Act XXI of 1860. Under that 
Act all property belonging to the Institution vests in tho governing body 
known as the City College Council, and the whole of the income has to be 
devoted to the maintenance and improvement of the College, no individual 
having any proprietary interest in any portion thereof. The name of the 
Society has now been changed into Brahma Samaj Education Society.

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BURDWAN RAJ COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1882. 

This Institution, since its first establishment in 1817, has been one of slow 
but steady growth. True to its mission of supplying the demands of the public 
of Burdwan for education in the modern acceptance of the term, it has always 
kept pace with the real wants of the place. Started as an Anglo- Yernacular 
School imparting rudimentary education which satisfied the intellectual 
cravings of the Burdwan people during the early days of the British rule in 
India, it passed through different stages of improvement, developed various 
phases of usefulness and at last attained a recognised position as a Second 
Grade College in 1881. 

The educational establishments of the Mahnrajadhtraj Bahadur divide 
themselves at the present time under five heads : — 

First, the College Department which is open to all students that are matri- 
culated in the Calcutta University, teaching up to the I. A. standard. The 
monthly tuition fee is Rs. 4 ; but there are numerous free-studentships and 
half -pay -studentships awarded to deserving pupils. 

Second, the School Department, serving chiefly as a feeder to the above, 
preparing students for the Calcutta University Matriculation Examination. 

Third, the Persian Department, te.aching, amongst others, those boys of 
the first two departments, that take up Persian as their Second Language. 

Fourth, the Sanskrit School imparting instruction in the orthodox native 
style to those whose religious scruples prevent them from availing themselves 
of the advantages of the School. 

And fifth and last, the Girls’ School, the present provision in connection 
with which, is more than suflicient to meet the requirements of female edu- 
cation as it is understood at Burdwan. All these departments are under the 
control of the Principal. 

The disbursements in the different departments, aggregate annually about 
Rs. 32,200, they being entirely met by the munificent charity of the Maha- 
rajadbiraj Bahadur. 

Several boys in consideration of their extreme indigence are found in 
money, besides provided with free tuition. 

Three scholarships each of Rs. 10 per mensem, and tenable for two years 
are annually awarded to some of the most successful I. A. candidates from the 
College, to assist them in the farther prosecution of their University studies.

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RIPON COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1884. 

The Institution was originally established as a School, under the name of 
the “ Presidency School " in January, 1880. It continued for two years under 
the management of a Committee ; and in January, 1882, the management 
passed entirely into the hands of Babu Surondranath Banerjee, who thus 
became the sole proprietor of the Institutinn. 

It was affiliated up to the F.A. standard in January, 1884, when the name 
was changed into the “ Presidency Institution,” which, however, was again 
changed into the present name in December, 1884. In 1885, it was affiliated 
up to the B.A. and B.L. standards of the Calcutta University. Under the new 
Regulations it has obtained farther affiliation to the B.Sc. and I.Sc. standards. 

Babu Siirendranath Banerjee executed a trust-deed, making the College 
a public Institution in charge of the following Trustees : — Sir Rashbehary 
Ghose, Kt., C.S.I., C.I.E., The Rt. Hon’ble Lord Sinha, P.C., K.O., Rai Bahadur 
Baikunthanath Sen, The Hon’ble Sir Ashutosh Chaudhuri, Kt., The Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendranath Basu, Dr, U. N. Mukerjee, Mr. J. Chaudhuri, Babu 
Ramendrasundar Trivedi and himself. 

The administration of the College in respect of all its departments if 
vested in a Council consisting of members, some of whom serve ex-officio and 
others were elected by the Trustees or the Teaching Staff. 

The object of the Institution has been from the beginning to impart 
education to students of all classes of the people without distinction of creed 
or colour, at moderate and convenient rates of fees. 

The Institution has been removed to new premises in 1911, consisting of 
two commodious buildings, where the College and School classes are separately 
located. 

The Institution consists of two departments, ris., the General and the 
Law. The General comprises the Collegiate Art classes and the School 
Department which includes a vernacular section. The Law Department 
consists of B.L. and Pleadership classes. 

The rates of fees are for the Intermediate in Arts Rs. 6 and Intermediate 
in Science Rs. 6; B.Sc. Classes Rs. 9; B.A. classes Rs. 6; B.L. Classes Rs. 
Pleadership classes Rs. 3 ; and the School Department, the rates vary from 
Rs. 8 to Re. 1.

Affiliated, 1886. 

This College was originally founded as an H. E. School by the late Baba 
Ramtaran Kay, the local Zamindar. It was raised to the statas of a second 
grade College in 1886 and to that of a first grade College in 1890. There are 
however, at present no B.A. classes in the institution. The College building 
is a splendid pucca one, situated in the midst of a vast lawn, which affords 
good space for all sorts of manly exercise. The Boarding House attached to 
the College is also a pucca one winch, from its position and facilities for 
athletic sports most prove an attractive residence to students. All the 
Professors, Teachers and students of the College and the Collegiate School 
receive free medical aid, provided by the descendants of the founder. The 
Vernacular School attached to the College has been incorporated with the 
Collegiate School, and the whole institution, in all the Departments, is under 
the control and supervision of the Principal. 

The rate of fees in the College classes is Rs 4 per month. 

The Library of the College is well-furnished with all the necessary or 
important works in English Literature. The Professors, including the 
Principal, are not only always accessible to students but over ready to help 
the boys in all sorts of ways.

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UTTARPARA COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1887. 

The College is the final outcome of the long-continued efforts of the late 
Babu Jaykissen Miikerji in furtherance of the cause of English education in 
Bengal. ^ In 1846, he had a Government School opened at Uttarpara on the 
basis of an ^endowment by him and his brother the late Babu Rajkissen 
Mukerji, of Rs. 1,200 a year, and a Government assignment of equal value. 
The School prospered and won its way to the front rank among the Schools in 
engal. 

Babu Jaykissen Mukerji’s wish was that his School should ultimately 
expand into a College, and to this end, so long ago as the year 1853, he asked 
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Government to raise the School to a first class College, offering to contribute an 
equal sum with Government towards the maintenance of the College. In 1883, 
he submitted a proposal for the conversion of the School into a Second Grade 
College, offering to make an endowment for its support so that it might cost 
the Government nothing. The recently initiated educational policy of Gov- 
ernment stood, however, in the way of his proposal being accepted, and it was 
accordingly not accepted. 

He finally went up to Government in April, 1887, with a proposal for the 
establishment of an aided College in connection with the old Government 
School. Government accorded him permission to open such a College, but 
on the condition that he took the School off the hands of Government. He 
agreed to do so, provided Government left the school the material advantage 
it derived from its connection with the Government. It took sometime to 
settle the terms of the transfer, which was formally effected in March, 1889. 
The College and the Collegiate School were then under the management of 
a Board consisting of the Collector of Hughly as President, of Raja Peary- 
mohan Mukherji, C.S.I., and of Babu Rashbihari Mukherji as representative 
of the late Babu Jaykisscn Mukerji and of Babu Monahar Mukerji, as 
representative of the late Babu Rajkissen Mukerji. But the Uttarpara 
School having been resumed by Government on 1st April, 1897, the College is 
now maintained by its proprietor. Raja Pearymohan Mukherji, C.S.I., M.A., B.L,

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BANGABASI COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 1887. 

This Institution was founded under the name of Bangabasi School in May 
1886. The success of the School in the first year of its existence led the pro- 
prietor to add to it a College Department, which was affiliated to the F A. 
standard in June, 1887, and to the B.A. and B.L. standards in March, 1896. 
The College also prepared students and sent them up for the M.A. Examina- 
tion for which separate affiliation was not required under Act II of 1857- 
Under the Universities Act of 1904, affiliation in the Intermediate standard in 
Arts was restricted to the subjects of English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Mathema- 
tics, History, Logic, Physics, Chemistry and Botany ; and in Science to the 
subjects of English, Bengali, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Botany ; 
in the B.A. standard restricted to the subjects of English (Pass and Honours), 
Bengali, Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), History (Pass), Mathematics (Pass 
and Honours) and Political Economy and Political Philosophy (Pass), Physics, 
Chemistry and Botany ; and in the B.Sc. standard to the subjects of Physics 
(Pass), Chemistry (Pass), Botany (Pass) and Mathematics (Pass and Honours). 

The Arts Department of the College has, in addition to lecture works, 
provision for regular tutorial help and exercise work in all the four classes 
conducted by the Professors in charge of the respective subjects with the 
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lielp of tutors, and supervised and scrutinized by Babn Lalitkumar Banerjee, 
the Senior Professor of English. The Science Department consists of two 
lecture-galleries fitted up with the modern requirements of Science-teaching, 
a Physics Laboratory, a Chemistry Laboratory and a Botanical Laboratory, 
for the Intermediate students ; four Physics Laboratories, two Chemistry Labo- 
ratories, two balance rooms, one furnance room and two Botanical Labora- 
tories for the B. A.. and B Sc. students. Gas, water and electric connections 
have been so laid out that the students working in the Laboratories may 
have plentiful supply of these necessary adjuncts of practical work. The 
Laboratory rooms are lighted up with powerful electric lamps so that prac- 
tical work when necessary is continued right into the early part of the night. 
The Laboratory work is conducted by the Professors and Demonstrators and 
scrutinized by the Principal. 

Practical Laboratory work; in the Science subjects is recorded in manus- 
cript books of prescribed size with* a printed College label attached to each. 
These nianuscript books are carefully scrutinized, corrected and initialled by 
the Professors, Tutors and Demonstrators in charge. Periodical exercises 
are given in rotation in all subjects once a month, and the answer-books 
returned regularly after being corrected and the marks or remarks entered 
in a record- book kept for the purpose. Promotions and selections for the 
University Examinations are regulated mainly on the basis of the records of 
marks or remarks. 

In view of the comforts of students, the lecture halls and galleries are 
provided with powerful electric fans which have completely replaced the old 
roller punkhas, and sanitary arrangements have been brought up to date. 

There is a printed catalogue of books contained in the Library and each 
student is supplied with a copy of it at a nominal price. Besides the books 
prescribed and recommended by the University, the Library possesses many 
other useful books of reference. To keep the Science students posted in facts 
of the latest dovtdopmentg of the subje*jt8 of tVieir study, the Chemical 
Society’s Journal, the Philosophical Magazine and Nature are subscribed. In 
the spacious Library, tables and seats have been arranged for the boys to 
consult books, Journals, and other periodicals dnring intervals of rest. Ex- 
cepting the prescribed text-books and books of reference, all other books are 
lent out to student.s, one volume at a time to be returned after a week. 

There are several College Messes close to the College. 

The College has been publishing since January, 1903, a Magazine styled 
the Bangahasi College Magazine, which is issued once a month excepting dur- 
ing the vacation months. Educational matters and news mainly connected 
with the University, form the contents of the news column of the Magazine. 
Political and controversial matters are on principle eschewed as unwholesome 
and beyond the range of our undergraduates. The Magazine further affords 
an exercise -ground for the students to try their powers of composition in 
English, Bengali and Sanskrit ; above all it tends to promote an esprit de 
corps to which we attach great importance and which is one of the most 
potent factors in creating and upholding a genuine College life and College 
citmnsphere. In pursuance of this object a Sporting Club has been organised 
under whose auspices the College often enters for the Elliot Shield and other 
prizes open to College sporting clubs. It thus enables the boys to spend their 
afternoons in manly open air games wherein is developed that spirit of co- 
operation and healthy rivalry which is essential to the growth of a sturdy 
manhood. Further there are two Associations, viz., — an Economic At^socia^ 
Uon and College Association mainly conducted by the First and Third year 
students, the Second and Fourth-year boys joining only occasionally. 

The administrative control of the Institution is entirely in the hands of a 
Governing body consisting of eleven Members with Raja Pearymohan 
Mukerjee, O.S.I., M.A., B.L., as President, and the Principal as Secretary. 
The financial control is also vested in the Governing Body subject, however, 
•fco the approval of the Trustees of the College consisting of Lord Sinha, 
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P.O., K.C , Mr. G. C. Bose, Principal, and three other members. 

Free Studentships . — Government Junior and Senior scholars receive tuition 
free. 

College i)cholarships . — There are two Graduate Scholarships of Rs. 8 each.

The College Department, started in 1879, is open to girls of all ages 
and nationalities and provides for instruction up to the B.A. standard of the 
Calcutta University. It is affiliated in English, Vernacular Composition, 
Sanskrit, Bengali, History, Mathematics, Logic and Botany for tlio Intermediate 
Examination, and in English (Pass and Honours), V’^ernacular Composition, 
Philosophy (Pass), History (Pass), Mathematics (Pass), Sanskrit (Pass and 
Honours), Economics (Pass) and Botany (Pass) for the B.A, Examination. 
The School Department which is open to girls of Hindu narionality between 
6 and IS years of age, teaches up to the Matriculation standard. There is a 
Boarding establishment attached to the institution. The tuition fee for the day 
scholors is Rs. 3 a month in the College Department and Rs. 2 in School 
Department. Boarders are charged a uniform fee of Rs. 11 a month 
excluding their tuition fees. An admission fee of Rs. 3 has to be paid by 
every day scholar of the College Department, the fee for the School Department 
being Rs. 2 and every boarder has to pay an admission fee of Rs. 11 
excluding the fee for her admission to the College or the School. A bus 
fee of Rs, 2 a month is also levied in case of students who use the College 
buses for conveyance.

VICTORIA COLLEGE, COOCH-BEHAR. 

Affiliated 1888. 

This College was founded to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty the- 
late Queen Empress Victoria and opened by His Highness the late Maharaja 
of CJooch-Behar on Jnno 15th, 1888. For 19 years the College was maintained 
entirely at the expense of the State. A tuition fee of Rs. 4 per mensem was 
introduced from Ist June, 1917. 

Students caking up Physics or Chemistry (or both) have to pay an addi- 
tional fee of Re. 1 (one) per menaem. 
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The subjects taught at the College are — 

B.A. Examination, — English (Pass and Honours), Bengali, Mental and 
Moral Science (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit, History, Political Economy and 
Political Philosophy and Mathematics. Intermediate Examination in Arts, — 
English, Sanskrit, Bengali, History, Logic, Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry. Intermediate Examination in Science,— English, Bengali, Mathe- 
matics, Physics and Chemistry. 

Two Scholarships of the value of Rs. 20 each per month, tenable for two 
years at the College, or elsewhere in the case of a scholar reading for the 
B.Sc. Degree are awarded on the results of the Intermediate Examinations. 
Six stipends of the value of Rs. 10 each, tenable for two years are awarded 
each year to six students of the First and Third-year classes in consideration 
of merit. 15 natives of the State and local students receive gratuitous instruc- 
tion besides recognised Raj Jons and Raj Jon Boarders. 

Attached to the College and under the control of the Principal are two 
Collegiate Hostels, one for Hindus a id the other for Muhammadans, charging a 
monthly fee of Rs. 10 excluding tiffin per head. A Boarding Institution for the 
natives of the State is maintained entirely at the expense of the State. 

'rhe Jenkins School is attached to the College and is under the control oF 
the Principal. 

The College Library is well equipped with standard works in the different 
subjects of stud}’. The total allotment in the College Budget for the Library 
and the Laboratory is Rs. 1,100 a year, in addition to special collection of fees 
from Science students which is wholly spent on the Laboratory. 

The State Library is also accessible to the advanced students, and forms 
an extensive collection of valuable works in different departments of Litera- 
ture. 

There is a Cymnasium attached to the College in which the students of 
the Jenkins School and the College are taught exercises according to European 
and Indian methods.

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BROJOMOHAN COLLEGE, BARISAL. 

Affiliated, 1889. 

This Institution wag founded as a High Class English School on the 27th 
June, 1884, by lat^* Babu Brojomohan butt, Small Cause ‘’ourt Judge of 
Nadiya, at the request of the District Education Committee which had been 
instructed by the Director of Public Instruction to secure the establishment 
of a private school, as the number of students in the Barisal Zila School had 
at that time exceeded 600 and the buildings were found too small for the 
accommodation of so many boys. Babu Brojomohan Dutt expressed a wish to 
raise the institution to the status of a second grade College, but it could not be 
fulfilled on account of his sudden death. His sons Babu Aswinikumar Dutt 
and the late Babus Karninikuniar Dutt and Jaminikumar Dutt encouraged by 
the unexpected success of the Institution and with a view to carry out the 
wishes of their deceased father added the college classes up to the F. A. 
standard of the Calcutta University since June, 1889, and to the B.A, standard 
since July, 1898. 

Babu Aswinikumar Dutt worked as an Honorary Professor from the founda- 
tion of the college up to 1906, giving op an extensive practice at the Bar, 

In March, 1912, the Proprietors by a trust deed made over their rights and 
the management of the colU*go to a council on which the Government, the 
Propr etors and local interests have been represented, the Rev. E. L. Strong, 
M.A. (Oxoii.), being the first President of the Council ; and the Government 
by an Indenture generously agreed to pay to the Institution three quarters of 
a lakh of rupees for the construction of a college building and a monthly grant 
of Us, 1,200 for the maintenanoe of the college and to acquire and make over 
a plot of land for the purposes of the college. It was agreed that the School 
1) epartment should continue as before. 

A new site about a mile from the town and measuring about 56 bighas has 
been acquired and raised to the proper level and a new two-storied building 
with 10 spacious rooms together with a suitable common-room, out-houses, 
latrines, roads and temporary Kutcha hostels capable of accommodating 220 
students and four Superintendents, as well as a separate house for the Optional 
Classes and a new one-storied Chemistry building have been constructed, at 
a cost of about Rs. 1,50,000. The Government having paid a lakh of rupees 
in all for the site and buildings the deficit of Rs. 50,000 has been met from 
other sources. 

The Chemical Laboratory has been fitted up with a new gas plant at a 
cost of about Rs. 11,000 and a further sum of about Rs. 10,000 has been spent 
for the iinproveuient of the Hostels and construction of concrete drains for. 
which the Council received a grant of Rs. 20,000 from the University during 
the last two years. 

Mr. P, H. Wadell, I.O.S., District Magistrate of Barisal, is the President 
of the College Council which has been reconstituted for the second term with 
effect from the 27th March, 19i7. 

The object of the college has always been to impart to its students moral 
And unsectarian religious training together with intellectual and physical 
education. 

Pees : — The tuition fee is Us. 4 per mensem with the additional contribu- 
tion of Ra. 2 per annum. Chemistry students have to pay one rupee per 
mensem in addition* 

Special features : — Among the special features of the college might be 
mentioned ; — (1) The Teachers’ and Students' Friendly Union which presents 
to students by means of hymns, readings, sermons and discourses on the 
lives of great men, unsectarian cardinal principles of religion and morality . 
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(2) “ The Little Brothers of the Poor’* consisting of a band of college and 
school students tends the helpless sick without distinction of caste or creed 
and helps the poor. The college has distinguished itself in athletics carrying 
off the James Roy Football Challenge Shield in 1915 and again in 1917 and 
1919. 

Scholarship : — A Scholarship of Rs. 10 a month called the “ Bell 
Scholarship ” after the Ilon’ble Mr. N. D. Beatson-Bell, B.A., C.I.K., C.S.T., 

I.C.S., tenable for two years in the B.A. Classes of this College, is awarded to 
the student who p.asses the LA. Examination in the First Division and stands 
jnst below the students who secure Government Scholarships from this 
college. 

Subjects taught in the I. A. Classes: — English, Bengali, Mathematics, 
Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Logic, llistoiy and Chemistry. 

B.A. Classes: — English (Pass and Honours), Mathematics, Bengali, Persian, 
Arabic, Sanskrit, Philosophy (Pass and Honours) and History.

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MURARICHAND COLLEGE, SYLHET. 

Affiliated, 1891. 

This Institiition w.-is founded as a llij<her Grade Enj^lish School in 1886 
by the late Raja Girischainlra Ray, Zemindar of Sylhet, who after long 
continued efforts in furtherance of the cause of higher education, raised it 
to the status of a Second Grade College in 1891. It is named Murarichand 
College after the name of the proprietor’s grandfather, the late Baba 
Murarichand Ray. 

The Oolloge has been provincialised from the 1st of April, 1912 ; but the 
name of the College has been retained as Murarichand College, Sylhet, in 
accordance with one of tlie conditions under which the late proprietor agreed 
to the transfer of the College to Government management. 

When the new Regulations came into force in 1006, affiliation was res- 
tricted to the Intermediate in Arts in the following subjects, namely, English, 
Yernacular Composition, Mathematics, Logic, Chemistry, Sanskrit, Arabic and 
Persian. In the year following the |)rovincialisatioii of the College affiliation 
was extended in the following courses and subjects namely, History and 
Physics in the Intermediate in Arts, and English, Vernacular Composition, 
Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry in the Intermediate in Science. 

The affiliation of the College was further extended to the B.A. Pass stan- 
dard ill 1916 in the following subjects, namely, English, Vernacular Com- 
position, Mathematics, Sanskrit, Persian, Arabic, History and Philosophy, and 
it was further extended to tlie B.A. Honours standard in English, Mathematics, 
History, Philosophy, Persian, Arabic and Sanskrit. 

The fees in the college classes are as follows : — 

Intermediate Classes ... ... Rs. 4 per mensem 

B.A. Classes ... ... ... Rs. 5 „ ,, 

There are three Hostels attached to the College, two for Hindu pupils to 
accommodate 116 and the other for Mahomedan pupils to accommodate 38. 
The Hostels are under competent supervision. 

Land to the extent of 26 acres w'as acquired for the permanent establish- 
ment of the college, situated in the heart of the town of Sylhet. This has, 
however, been abandoned in favour of a better site outside the town, contain- 
ing about 112 acres of land, the acquisition of which has been completed. 

The foundation stone of the college was laid by His Excellency the 
Governor of Assam on 19th August, 1921. The construction of the buildings 
has been taken in hand. It is expected that the Arts block with quarters 
and Hostels, which has been estimated to cost over 8^ lakhs, will be com- 
pleted by the end of the next financial year.

Affiliated, 1896. 

This Institution was founded as a higher class English School under the 
name of the University Institution,” on the 2rid Juno, 1893. The name, 
however, was shortly changed and the Institution was recognised by the 
University of Calcutta under the name of the “ Central Institution ” which 
was altered again, in 1896, into the one it at present bears. The unexpected- 
success of the School within a short period of its starting and the connec- 
tion of a number of experienced educationists with its teaching staff, led to 
its being raised to the status of a Second Grade College in June, 1894. 

The results for 1895, both in the Entrance and F.A. Examinations having 
still further improved the prospects of the Institution, an application was 
made for its affiliation up to the B.A. standard of the University, and it at- 
tained to the status of a First Grade College in January, 1896. It completed 
the full period of five years for which it was stipulated to be maintained in 
June, 1901 and retained its rank and position as a First Grade College for 
full 14 years, that is up to May, 1910, when, under the operation of the new 
Regulations, its affiliation came to be restricted to Intermediate Arts standard 
of the University. 

The institution is not, and has never been, supported by any donations, 
subscriptions or other aids, and its proprietory rights and responsibilities have 
absolutely been in the hands of its founder, Babu Khudiram Bose. Recently 
however, a change in its present constitution has been proposed. 

Since the enforcement of the new Regulations of the University the 
management of the College and the Collegiate School has been vested in a 
regularly constituted Governing Body and on the demise and resignation of 
some of its old members daring the previous years it has been reconstituted 
in the following way : — Dr. Dwaikanath Witter, M.A., D.L. (President), 
A. K, Ghosh, Esq., B.A. (Cantab.), Bar-at-Law (Vice-President), C. H. Linton, 
Esq., M.A., and R.L. Dutt, Esq., D.Sc. (Members) and the Principal of the 
College (Member and Secretary), 

The object of the Institution, as remodelled after the promulgation of the 
new Regulations of the University, is to provide an un-aided College after 
the model of the great educationist, Pandit Vidyasagar, in the northern part 
of the city for students of moderate means and resources, combining physical 
and moral training with the type of intellectual training, principally of the 
Arts side, adapted to the present day requirements of the University. Atten- 
tion is paid to proper enforcement of discipline by precept and example ; and 
examinations and exercises are held fiequently. B.A. classes had been at 
work since June, 1896 and several among the many graduates from this 
Institution ' had graduated with Honours in the course 'of these years. The 
percentage of F.A. success for 1907 was exactly 60 ; and that of B.A. (A 
Course) close upon that figure — an indubitable evidence of the success and 
efficiency of the College work for the year, marke dly in connection with the 
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B-A. test — beating, as it did not only its own past records but also, those of 
all its sister institutions in this city for the year. [Calcutta University 
Minutes, 1Q^7.] In 1919, again the number of I. A. successes was 210 (with 
52 in the Ist Div.) ; and eren during recent years of Non-co-operation, 
thinning away the college forms more or less, the number of I. A. successes 
has exceeded or approximated 100. 

The ordinary rate of the monthly tuition-fee in the College Department 
is Rs. 6. The fee for admission is equal to a month’s tuition-fee. 

Two scholarships named “ King-Emperor and Queen-Empress Coronation 
Memorial Scholarships** of the annual value of Rs. 72 to be awarded to two 
such students of the Institution as would pass with distinction the Matricu- 
lation test of the University from this Collegiate School, have been recently 
provided for, in addition to a lot of School Annual (Victoria Memorial) Scholar- 
ships determined by the results of the school annual examinations. Two 
other Scholarships — Vidyasagar Memorial and Biresivar Mitter Memorial are 
also awarded ; one, to the student who stands first in the test examination 
in all the subjects taken together, and the other, in Mathematics only, of the 
Matriculation Class of the School. Another Scholarship to be styled — 
*' Col. Sarbadhicary Memorial ** of the annual value of Rs. 72, has recently been 
instituted, and is to be awarded to a successful First Class Matriculate from 
this Collegiate School, scoring the highest number of marks in Languages 
and Mathematics (taken together) at the School Test Examination and pro- 
posing to prosecute his studies in this college. Two gold medals, named 
“ Durgacharan Sarkar Medal.” and “Gaganchandra Basu Medal,” are to be 
awarded by the Founder or Principal of the Institution — the one, in memory 
of one of his youngest brother and pupil and the other, in memory of one 
of his distinguished pupils, both in Pandit Vidyasagar’s Metropolitan In- 
stitution — to two such students of this college as w'ould secure a Duff Scholar- 
ship and the highest nuuiber of marks in Logic, respectively, at the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Arts of the University for any year. The Logic 
Gold Medal (Gaganchandra Bose) has been awarded in a Tery recent year.

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KRISHNACHANDRA COLLEGE, HETAMPUR. 

Affiliated, 1897. 

This institution founded in the name of her father-in-law by late Rani 
Padmasii^dari Devi of Hetampur and opened on 27th June, 1897, is situated at 
Hetampur, a village in the District of Birbhum within 2\ miles of the Railway 
Station, Dnbrajpur (Ondal-Sainthia Chord) East Indian Railway, The place 
is reported to be very healthy and haa a relatively dry climate and haring 
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none of the distractions of largo towns it is speciall}’’ suited for development 
of a sound and healthy Collegiate life. 

The College building is a handsome structure formerly used for the worship 
of the Goddess Saraswati. By a registered trust deed the late proprietress 
endowed the College with an annual income of Rs. 6,100 chargeable on certain 
of her estates in the districts of Birbhum and Santhal Parganas. The 
management of the College is in the hands of a committee. 

This College has been affiliated up to the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts under the new Regulations in the following subjects : — English, Bengali, 
Logic, History, Sanskrit, Mathematics and Physics. Of the optional subjects 
taught all combinations are allowed. 

The tuition fee is Rs. 4 per month. Five free studentships are granted 
according to the rules of the College to deserving stndeuts in each class. All 
Government Scholars are admitted free. The number of students in each 
class being limited they receive an c?xceptional amount of individual 
attention. 

There is a Hostel attached to the College pleasantly situated outside the 
village and is under the charge of a Resident Medical Superintendent. The 
monthly charge for each hoarder is about Rs. 9.

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EDWARD COLLEGE, PABNA, 

Affiliated, 1898. 

This College was originally founded by Babu Gopalchandra Lahiri, who in 
1898 added the F.A. classes to his school teaching up to the .Entrance standard 
Sind called the Pabna Institution. In 1906 the management of the College 
which obtained the new name of “ Pabna College ** was made over to a 
committee elected by the public. In August, 1911, with a vie"^ to com- 
memorate the loving memory of the King-Emperor Edward VII, the College 
w'as named after His late Imperial Majesty. New buildings for the College and 
its Hostels were erected in 1915-16 on a spacious site on the river lohhamati 
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at a cost of over a* lakh of rupees, a substantial portion of which (Rs. 50,000) 
was contributed by the late Rai Banamali Ray, Bahadur, Zemindar of Tarash. 

The constitution of the Governing Body of the College has recently 
und<=^rgone a thorough change. New rules have been adopted with the 
approval of Government, under which the management of the College is vested 
in a committee consisting of ; —

The tuition fee is Rs. 5 a month. An additional fee of Re. 1 a month is 
charged from Scieni^e students. The boarding charges amount to about Rs. 
12 per mensem. 

Five per cent of the students on the rolls are admitted free, besides 
Government scholars. 

There are two scholarships, called the Banamali Jubilee Scholarships 
named after their donor, Rai Banamali Ray, Bahadur, of Tarash, Pabna, of the 
value of Rs. 8 a month, and originally tenable for two years at the Rajshahi 
College, have been made tenable at the Edward College also from the year 
1900-07. They are open to two best and poor students who pass the Matri- 
culation Examination — one from the Pabna Zila School and the other from 
the Seraj gunge H. E. School and who fail to obtain a Government scholarship.

ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL MISSION COLLEGE. 

{Formerly C. M, S. College.) 

Founded, 1865; Rb-founded. 1899. 

The Collge was originally founded as the Cathedral Mission College in 
1865 at 22, Mirzapore Street. It was re-founded in 1899 under the name of 
Churches Missionary Society’s College. The College moved to its present 
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premises at 33, Amherst Street in 1908. It was raised to the B.A. standard and 
the present name adopted in 1914. 

The College is affiliated to the B.A. standard in English (Honours), Bengali, 
Sanskrit, Philo8oph7, History ( Honours), Mathematics, Economics and to the 
I. A. standard in Chemistry. 

About 250 students are admitted, so that the classes are small enough to 
admit of close individual attention. Every student receives private tuition 
in each subject once a fortnight. At present there is Hostel accommodation 
for about 160 students. Games or Physical drill are compulsory. Religious 
instruction is a part of the College curriculum 

The College stands in spacious grounds. The buildings are large, airy and 
thoroughly up to date in equipment of every kind. Nirmalendu Hall of Learn- 
ing contains a good library, and a bright and comfortable Common Room. 
The College grounds provide a field for foot-ball, cricket and hockey, three 
tennis, one basket ball court, one volley ball court. There are three Fives 
courts and a gymnasium. The hostel buildings are commodious and lighted 
throughout by electricity. Each student has a separsite furnished room, There 
are two dining rooms for Hindu students. Christians, Mahomedans, Buddhists, 
Brahmos and others dine in Hall. The mess arrangements are in the bands of 
the students. The Principal, Vice- Principal and several Professors reside in 
the Hostel with the students.

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COTTON COLLEGE, GAUHATL 

Affiliated, 1901. 

The College was established in 1901 as a pnrely Government Institution 
during the administration of Sir Henry Cotton, after whom it has been named 
and is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction, Assam. 

Originally started as a second grade institution teaching up to the F.A. 
standard it was housed in a building croited by Government at a cost of over 
half a lakh of rupees. The short history of the college is one of steady growth 
since the establishment, due chiefly to the keen interest taken by Sir Lancelot 
Hare and Sir Archdale Earle, in extending its sphere of usefulness. In 1909, 
when Assam formed part of Eastern Bengal, B A. and B.Sc. Classes were first 
opened and a new Science block was added to the main building. Since 1912, 
when Assam was reconstituted into a separate administration, the College has 
undergone further expansion. Honours classes in different branches of studies 
were opened in 1914 and numerous additions have been made to meet increas- 
ing demands, a new block having been added for the exclusive accommodation 
of the Arts Section. The College has a large Science Theatre with well- 
equipped Chemical and Physical Laboratories, a good Library and a common 
room for students provided with leading periodicals and newspapers. At .a 
distance of half a mile from the Colleffe there is a spacious play -ground entirely 
belonging to the College and the Collegiate School. 

Courses op Study. 

The College is affiliated to the University up to the M.A. standard in 
English (Group A), to the B. A. and B.Sc, Honours stage in English, Economics, 
Mathematics, Philosophy, History, Sanskrit, Physics and Chemistry, and to 
the B.A. Pass standard in Arabic and Persian. In Intermediate iu Arts and 
Science it is affiliated in English, Mathematics, History, Sanskrit, Persian, 
Arabic, Logic, Physics, Chemistry and Vernacular Composition. 

Connected with the College under the control of the Principal, there are 
two separate Hostels for the Hindus and the Mahomedans under the super- 
vision and management of four Resident Snperintendents. The College 
Hostels have now accommodation for 276 boarders. The cost of of living in 
the Hostels ranges from Rs. 10 to 11 according to market fluctuations. A 
visiting Medical College Officer is in charge of the Hostels and looks after the 
health of the boarders. 

The fees levied in the College are Rs. 5 monthly tuition fee and Rs. *5 
admission fee. There is a limited number of free studentships which are 
awarded to deserving students. Junior Scholarships are awarded to the 
residents of the Assam Valley, upon the results of the Matriculation Examina- 
tion. Senior Scholarships of the value of Rs. 25, 20, 15 and 10 are also 
awarded on the results of the Intermediate Examinations.

WESLEYAN COLLEGE, BANKURA. 

Affiliated, 1907. 

This College was established by the Wesleyan Methodist Mission in June, 
1903, partly because of the success of the Mission High School, now known 
as the Collegiate School, but chiefly because of the great demand for higher 
education in this part of Bengal. There is no College within 60 miles, and 
the climate is dry and healthy The foundation of the College has been 
amply justified by the number of students who have entered it and the degree 
of success obtained. The College is affiliated in English (Pass and Honours), 
Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), Philosophy, Economics and Mathematics up to 
the B.A. standard, and in the usual subjects (including Chemistry and Phy- 
sics) for I.A. and I Sc. 

The College which is a handsome and convenient structure, stands in a 
compound of 115 bighas. Gas and electricity are manufactured on the 
premises. The College has an up-to-date workshop and an Astronomical 
observatory. The first College Hostel, a fine two storied building, holds 88 
students and the second, the Ronaldshay Hostel, eontains 64 single rooms. 
There is at present room for 60 students in attached Messes outside the 
compound. 

The aim of the College is to give a sound healthy education based on high 
moral and Christian principles. The closest possible intercourse between 
Professors and students is attained. Cramming is discouraged. Scripture 
is taught systematically. The playing fields are very extensive. Cricket, 
foot-ball, hockey, tennis and badminton are popular. 

Scholarships.

John Mitchell, M.A., as Principal of the College from 1903-1917. Rs. 10 
monthly for one year, tenable in the Third-year Class.

There is a substantial Library and a Laboratory fitted up with up-to-date 
equipment.

ANANDAMOHAN COLl.EGE, MVMENSINGH. 

Affiliated, 1908. 

The City College, Mymensingh Branch, established in July, was being 
maintained by the Council of the City College Institution, Calcutta. They 
directed it to be closed from the end of May, 1908, and applied to the Univer- 
sity for its disaffiliation. Hearing this state of things some representative 
gentlemen of Mymensingh formed themselves in May, 1908, into a Provision- 
al College Committee for the purpose of carrying on the College under the 
Provisional title of “ The Mymensingh College,” so as to meet the require- 
ments of the District of Mymensingh for higher education. Accordingly an 
application for the re-affiliation of the College under the aforesaid title was 
submitted by the Provisional College Committee to the University by the 
middle of June, 1908. The Syndicate considered this application for re- 
affiliation on the 2drd June, 1908 and their recommendation was subsequently 
confirmed by the Senate. The Registrar submitted the application and 
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proceedings of the Syndicate and Senate through the Hon’ble Rector of the 
University to Government for orders, the City College, Mymensingh Branch, 
having? been dis-affiliated in the meantime. 

The Registrar informed the Principal, that the new College should, in all 
future official correspondence, be properly designated by its correct name 
“ The Mymensingh College,” since the Government of India have accorded 
their sanction to the application for affiliation of the Mymensingh College 
under the name of “ The Anandamohan College, Mymensingh.” 

The College has undertaken for the present, the following courses of 
Instruction, (i) English, (ii) Vernacular Composition in Bengali and Urdu, 
(iii) Second Language, (a) Sanskrit, (b) Persian, (iv) History, (v) Logic, 
(\ri) Mathematics, and (vii) Chemistry, up to the Intermediate standard ; 
and (i) English, (ii) Vernacular Composition in Bengali, (iii) Second Language 
(a) Sanskrit, (b) Persian, (iv) History, (v) Philosophy and (vi) Economics 
up to B.A. Pass standard and Hononrs in English. 

The tuition foe is charged at the rate of Rs. 5-8 a month per head, except 
in the case of Chemistry students who have to pay Rs. 6*8 per month.

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SERAMPORE COLLEGE. 

Affiliated, 3910. 

Seranipore College was foanded in 1818, under the patronage of the 
Marquis of Hastings, then Governor-General of India, by the Revs. Dr. Carey, 
Dr. Marshman and William Ward, who together with Colonel Krefting, the 
Danish Governor of Seram pore and J. C. Marshman, Esq., formed the first 
College Council. 

The object of the College was the instruction of Indian youths, both 
Christian and non-Christian in Literature and Science, and the training of 
selected Indian and Anglo-Indian young men for the work of the Christian 
Ministry. 

In 1821 the College roceived a donation from King Frederick VI of 
Denmark of certain premises to the north-west of the College building and this 
act of liberality was followed in 1827 by the grant of a Royal Charter, giving 
perpetuity to the Institution and its endowments and empowering it to grant 
Degrees. At the cession of Serampore to the East India Company in 1845, 
this charter whs confirmed at the special request of the Danish Sovereign and 
a specijil clause was inserted in the treaty providing that ** the rights and 
immunities granted to Serampore College, shall not be interfered with, but 
continue in force in the same manner as if they had been obtained by a 
charter from the British Government." 

The ground on which the College stands was purchased chiefly by subscrip- 
tion; the entire expense of the original buildings, amounting to about iJ15,000, 
was met out of the private funds of the Serampore Missionaries, who wore the 
first promoters of the undertaking. The Institution was crippled at the outset 
by the loss of the greater part of its invested funds through a series of bank 
failures only a few years after the granting of the charter. It was enabled 
to continue its work through the liberality of J. C. Marshman, Esq., but not 
on the scale originally contemplated. The right of conferring degrees was 
therefore not exercised. 

On Mr. Marshman’s departuie from India in 1856, the College, though still 
legally under the control of its own Council, was placed under the general 
direction of the Baptist Missionary Society, which contributed the greater 
amount of the funds needed for its support. In the following year, 1857, 
Serampore was one of the first eight Colleges to be affiliated to the newly 
formed Calcutta University. I’his connection continued till 1882, when it was 
decided to close the Arts Department converting the College into a purely 
Theological Institution. 

Twenty ye.ars later, the decision of the Universities Commission that it 
was neither practical nor expedient to make provision fora Faculty of Theology 
in connection with any of the existing State Universities, led the Decennial 
Missionary Conference, representing all Protestant Missions in India, to ask 
the Serampore College Council whether it would not be possible - to make the 
Serampore Charter available for the granting of degrees in divinity. The 
Council advised by Dr. Howells, the present Principal, resolved to accede to 
this request and also to re-organise the College on the lines planned by its 
founders, making it capable of imparting instruction in Theology of a standard 
equal to that obtainable in Europe and America. With a view to providing a 
preliminary training in Arts for students intending to proceed to the B.D. 
degree and for the benefit of the Christian community and of Hindu and 
Musnlmau youths generally it was also resolved to re-open the Arts classes. 

Through the generosity of the Arthington trustees the Council has been 
enabled to rennovate the College and to build a new Hostel, including extra 
quarters for the professorial staff, at a cost of about two and half laks of 
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rupees. They have also made considerable progress towards the raising of a 
new endowment fund. 

The College is affiliated up to the Bachelor of Arts in English (Pass and 
Honours), Bengali, Philosophy (Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass’ and 
Honours), Hebrew (Pass), Syriac (Pass), History (Pass), Political Economy 
and Political Philosophy (Pass). In the Intermediate Arts, or Science the 
College is affiliated in English, Bengali, History, Logic, Sanskrit, Hebrew, 
Syriac, Mathematics, Chemistry, Physics. 

Tuition fees — Rs. 5 for Intermediate Arts (with an additional Rs. 2 for a 
science subject), Rs. 7-8 for Intermediate science and Rs. 7 for B.A. Classes. 
A few scholarships are granted to poor and deserving students. An annual 
charge of Rs. 4 is payable to the Union Society, this including the subscription 
to the Athletic dubs. 

Attached to the College is a well-equipped Hostel. The Hostel establish- 
incnt fee is from Rs. 4-8 to Rs. 7 according to the character of the accommo- 
dation. The charge covers seat rent, use of furniture, and cost of servants, 
light and medical attendance. Almost all the rooms are single-seated, but 
there are a few double rooms, for which the fee is Rs. 4 (ground floor) or Rs. 6 
(first floor). 

There is an additional Hostel healthily situated on the riverside under the 
direct supervision of the College. The establishment fee in this Hostel is 
Rs. 4-8 (ground floor) or Rs. 5-8 (first floor). There are no single-seated rooms 
in this Hostel. 

The admission fee for the Hostels is Rs. 3. 

The normal cost of food in the Hostels is Rs. 10-8 apart from tiffin. 

The ordinary fee payable on entrance {viz. thti admission charges, Union 
subscription and one month* s fees) must be remitted with every formal 
application. 

There is a large and valuable Library and considerable additions are being 
made to bring it up-to-date. 

The Union Society provides opportunities for the discussion of topics of 
general interest and serves to promote a corporate feeling antong the students 
of the College. 

The College is under the control of a Council, of which the members who 
hold office for life, are appointed in nccordance with the Charter and Statutes. 
This Council which sits in London, is at present composed of the following

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LORETO HOUSE, CALCUTTA. 

Affiliated, 1913. 

This Institution was established under the direction of the Sisters of 
Loreto in 1842. 

It includes four departments, viz., a College Department, a Teacher^s 
Training Department, a School Department and a Kindergarten Department 
conducted according to the principles laid down by the National Frobel Union 
for Kindergarten Teachers. 

The practical teaching required in the Teacher’s Training Department is 
carried on in the School of Loreto House. Each studeot-in-training gives sets 
of lessons in the ordinary school subjects under the supervision of the staff. 

The Institution has been connected with the Calcutta University since 
1889 and is now affiliated up to the I.A. and L.T. standards. The following 
are the subjects in which affiliation has been granted — English, French, 
History, Mathematics and Botany.

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SOUTH SUBURBAN COLLEGE, BHOWANIPUR. 

Affiliated, 1916. 

This College was started in 1916 at the instance of the authorities of the 
South Suburban School, a flourishing institution of Bho^anipnr, which had 
been founded in 1874 by the local public with the object of promoting the 
growth and spread of higher education in the south suburban areas of 
Calcutta. The immediate occasion which led to the development of the 
school into a college was the abolition of the University Departments, both on 
the Arts and Science sides, by the two existing Colleges in and near 
Bhowanipur, namely, the L.M.S. Institution and the Bishop’s College. That 
there was room for a first grade college here was abundantly clear from the 
very beginning, but partly from financial and partly from other considera- 
tions, the authorities of the South Suburban School were anxious to move 
cautiously, and they, therefore, applied in the first instance for affiliation up 
to the Intermediate standard only. They had great difficulty, however, in 
persuading the Government of India that second grade colleges did fulfil a 
definite function in the educational machinery of the country, and ♦^hat it was 
a mistake to suppose that the view of the Indian Universities Commission 
of 1904 condemning the affiliation of such colleges had been endorsed in its 
entirety by the Government of India at the time. The result of the protracted 
correspondence on the subject was to delay the affiliation of the college 
which was obtained with effect from the commencement of the session 1916-17, 
although application for it had been made early in 1915. Affiliation was 
granted up to the Intermediate standard in Arts and Science in the following 
subjects, as asked for English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, Logic, 
History, Mathematics and Botany. The College was started in a fine two. 
storied building at 26, Lansdowne Road in one of ^he best quarters of 
Bhowanipur with over 250 students on the rolls, but the very next year it 
became necessary to remove it to more spacious and more conveniently 
situated \ remises at No. 147, Russa Road South, where it is at present located 
and where there was accommodation for nearly 700 students. In October, 
1917, the College authorities applied for extension of the affiliation up to 
the B.A. Pass standard in a few selected subjects, namely, in English, Verna- 
cular Composition, Sanskrit, Mental and Moral Philosophy, History, Political 
Economy and Political Philosophy, and Mathematics, and this was granted 
with effect from the commencement of the session 1918-19. During 
session 1919-20 accommodation was enlarged to suit the requirements of 
about 825 students. During session 1920-21 the authorities applied for exten- 
sion of affiliation up to B.A. Honours standard in English and Philosophy 
and in Geography up to the Intermediate standard. The application having 
been sanctioned the classes have been opened during present session. 

Both the School and the College are under a General Committee, composed 
of 50 representatives of the local public, who constitute the ultimate con- 
trolling authority over the whole Institution in financial matters. The 
actual management of the College is vested in a Governing Body which is 
quite distinct from the Managing Committee of the school, and consists of 
11 members who are annually elected by the General Committee except that 
the Principal and another representative of the teaching staff are members 
ex-officio, 

A special featore of the College is that in no section is the number of 
students allowed to exceed 75 : in several subjects the number is in faet much 
smaller, the object aimed at being to ensure individual attention to every 
student as far as practicable. Copious provision is also made for tutorial 
work in every subject in small batches, as well as for frequent exercises and 
examinations- The College Council, consisting of all the Professors on the 
staff, has recently introduced a system under which each Profensor is placed in 
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charge of, and made responsible for, a specified number of students, who are 
required to look up to him on all matters, both in and outside the College, 
for help, guidance and advice. 

There is a Debating Club and an Athletic Club, each under the personal 
supervision of one or more Professors, which are very popular among the 
students. 

A large percentage of the students reading in the College live in the 
locality with their fathers or natural guardians. For those that do not do so, 
provision is made in Attached Messes or Hostels under the supervision of 
members of the staff. The seat rents are charged according; to the scale fixed 
by the University under the Calcutta Messing Scheme. The College has a 
Special Officer for inspecting the residences of students. 

The College fees are as follows ; — 

Admission fees Rupees six : Tution fee Rupees six per month; Labora- 
tory fee (for Botany students only) Re. 1 per month. Punkha fee Rupees 
two and Athletic fee Rupee one for the session. Liberal provision is made 
for free and half-free studentships for deserving candidates. A fair number 
of College scholarships of Rs. 6 a month are also awarded every year on the 
results of a College Test. 

The College possesses a fairly good Library (worth over 15,000 Rupees) 
of which free use is made by the students. Constant additions are being made 
to the stock of books.

Affiliatkd, 1917 

The College was started in July, 1917, and is the result of the earnest efforts 
of the residents of this district to remove a long-felt want. A scheme for the 
establishraent of a college had originated as early as 1913, but it was not till 
1914 that active steps were taken to carry it out. A Committee of the local 
representative gentlemen met under the Presidenjjy of Mr. J. N. Gupta, M.A., 

I.C.8., the then District Magistrate, and the scheme took definite shape. By 
March, 1917, donations to the extent of about 7.} lacs had been raised. An 
application to the University was then made for affiliation of the proposed 
college up to the B.A. standard, which was subsequently obtained. 

The College occupied the new building in July, 1918. It is situated on a 
plot of ground measuring over 900 bighas of land, on the outskirts of the 
town and away from all contaminating influences. There are three boarding 
houses for Hindu and two for Mahoniedan students accommodating 300 
boarders, and the Principal and staff of the college have been provided with 
quarters in the college compound, the idea being to develop it eventually into 
an entirely residential institution. 

The College buildings are among the finest in Bengal. From the funds 
subscribed over two lacs have been invested in War Loan. Among the 
principal single donors may be mentioned the names of Raja Bahadur Gopal 
Lai Ray of Tajhat (Rs. 1,00,000), Rai Annadamohan Ilaychaudhuri, Bahadur, 
of Tepa (Rs. 1,00,000), and the Hon’ble Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra Nandi, 
Bahadur, K.C.LE. (Rs. 50.000). 

In February, 1918, His Excellency the Earl of Ronaldshay, Governor of 
Bengal, declared the new buildings open, spoke of the College scheme with 
the warmest approval, and anonneed a Government grant of 50,000 
rupees towar<l8 land acquisition and capital expenditure on buildings to W’hich 
another 40,000 rupees was afterwards a<lded. 

The College is under the management of a Governing Body with the 
District Magistrate as President. Mr. J. N. Gupta, the late Collector — to 
whoso strenuous efforts the college owes its existence — as well as Raja 
Bahadur Gopal Lai Kay of Tajhat and Rai Annadamohan Raychandhuri 
Bahadur of Topa, in consideration of their generous contributions, are life 
members of the Governing Body. 

The College is affiliated to the University up to the B.A. Pass standard in 
English (Pass & Honours), Vernacular Composition (Bengali and Urdu), 
Sanskrit (Pass and Honours), Arabic, Persian, Mathematics (Pass & Honours), 
History, Political Economy and Political Philosophy, and Mental and Moral 
Philosophy (Pass & Honours.) In Intermediate Arts it is affiliated in English, 
Vernacular Coinposition (Bengali and Urdu), Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, 
Mathematics, History and, Logic. 

The tuition fee? is Rs. 5-8 per mensem ; the seat rent charged from the 
hostel students is Rs. 3 for the upper storey and Rs. 2 for the lower storey.

The total area of the College ground is 555 acres or 17 bighas approxi- 
mately, which have been convoyed by the Government in permanent lease 
at a nominal rent of Re. 1 per annum for which the Faridpur public is 
particularly grateful to His Excellency Lord Ronaldshay and the Rt. Hon'blo 
Lord Sinha as also to Mr. J. G, Dunlop, I.C.S., the then Collector of the District 
who was kind enough to move in the matter. About three bighas of this 
land are now occupied by the Hostel buildings. The College building has 
accommodation for a maximum number of 500 students. Close by, there is 
another commodious building which has been purchased by the College 
authorities and which is intended to be used as a meeting-hall, an examina- 
tion-hall or a laboratory, as the case may be. A plot of land has been set 
apart for games and sports. 

The site of the College is an ideal one. It is at one end of the town, far 
from din and tumult, open in all directions, accessible by streets and it faces 
an enormous lake which fades away in the distant horizon. 

The College is under the management of a Governing Body presided 
over by the Hon’ble Babu Ambikacharan Mazumdar, M.A., B.L., the Grand 
Old Man of East Bengal, one of the foremost leaders of the country, to whose 
indefatigable endeavour and strenuous exertions the College mainly owes its 
existence and whose connection with it is a guarantee for its steady expansion 
and progress. 

The College has a Literary Club or a Debating Society and also a Mutual 
Aid Society— institutions which bring the students and professors together, 
foster a healthy corporate life and afford opportunities for co-operation and 
fellow-feeling the educative value of which it is impossible to exaggerate.

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DAVID HARE TRAINING COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 

Affiliated, 1908 . 

The David Haro Training? College was opened on July 1, 1908, by the 
Gorerumerit of Bengal, to train teachers for the Secondary Schools of the 
Province. 

It is affiliated to the University of Calcutta up to the Bachelor of Teaching? 
standard, and prepares students for the L.T. and B.T. Examinations- 

Students who have passed the B.A. or B Sc. Examination and the Inter- 
mediate Examination are eligible for admission to the College. 

At the present time, the number of students-in-training is fifty. They 
come from Government, Aided and Private Institutions, and include Deputy 
Inspectors, Sub- Inspectors, Head Masters and Assistant Masters of Schools, 
and those who are engaged or intend to be engaged in the work of education 
but who are not in the employ of Government or members of the staff of 
aided schools and are not more than thirty years of age. 

There are no admission and tuition fees. Teachers from Government 
Institutions continue to receive their salaries during their period of deputation. 
Those who come from Aided High Schools receive an allowance equivalent to 
three quarters of their salary up to a maximum of Rs. 50 per month. Several 
stipend.s of Rs. 20 each are awarded per month to private students on certain 
conditions. 

The course is of one year’s duration. It includes both theoretical and 
practical teaching. 

The pra(;tioal teaching is carried on in the Hare, the Hindu and the Sanskrit. 
Collegiate Schools. Each stndent-in-training gives sets of lessons in the 
ordinary school subjects under the supervision of the staff. 

There is a Hostel attached to the College with twenty-five rent-free seats 
under the direct control of the Principnl. One of the Professors holds the post 
of Snperiiitendent and resides in the buildings. Seven rent-free seats are 
reserved for the Mahomedan students of the College in the Carmichael Hostel.

1 Three classes of students are admitted for study in the College —

The admission to this class is restricted to students (male and female) 

who are natives of, or whose parents are domiciled in the area within 
the territorial limits of the Calcutta University, and the Province of Bihar 
and Orissa. 

(b) “ Military Class” (only students of European or Eurasian 

parentage are admitted to this class). See separate pros* 
pectus for Military students). 

The admission to this class is regulated by the Director-General, Indian 
Medical Service, 

2 The minimum preliminary qualification for admission to the — 

(a) “ Regular Class” is the l.Sc. Pass Certificate of the Calcutta 
IJniversity.

5 The number of regular students to be addmitted each year is generally 
120, but the Principal, may at his discretion, increase or decrease this number. 
Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates who have 
superior qualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with the 
Principal. 

One-fourth of the total number to be admitted shall be Mahomedans, 
Twelve candidates will be nominated by the Inspector* General of Civil 
Hospitals of Bihar and Orissa and six candidates by the Inspector- General 
of Civil Hospitals of Assam. These candidates must possess the qualifications 
mentioned in rule 2(a). In addition, the Bihar and Orissa Government will 
nominate six scholars, who after 1918. must possess the 1. 8c. Pass Certificates. 
These nominations must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the 10th June in each year failing which the Principal will fill up 
vacancies with local candidates. 

6 Female students of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Assam and Bnrma 
belonging to the Calcutta University will be admitted to the College provided 
they possess the requisite preliminary qualification and provided there 
is a vacanc}' in the Surnomoyee Hostel in which all female students most 
reside. 

7 Failed students must apply for admission and pay fees before the 15th 
May, otherwise their prior claim lapses. 

8 All Regular students must pay an annual fee of Bs. 126 in two instaH 
ments, viz., Rs. 62-8 for the summer term and Rs. 62-8 for the Winter term. 
Fees once paid cannot be refunded. 

9 The fees for each term are to be paid in one instalment. Except in the 
case of new students, the fees for summer term are due on the 15th June and 
those for the Winter term on the 1st November and must be paid on those 
dates or on snch subsequent dates as the Principal may direct after which 
a daily fine of annas 4 will be levied along with the fee in each case of 
default. 

10 All Regular students excepting the female students must pay an 
annual fee of Re. 1 to the Medical College Athletic Club along with fees for 
the summer term.

15 In calculating the sum to be paid under rule 13 by a Regular 
student, the amount of College fees paid by him or in the case of a student 
enjoj’ing a stipendiary scholarship and fiee tuition, the amount which 
would have been paid by him had he been a paying student, shall be 
deducted. 

16. The fees payable by a Muhammadan student requiring certificates in 
the same way will be calculated on the same principle, i.c., ho will bo nllowod 
a deduction for the full annual fee, half of which has been paid by himself 
and half by the Mohsin Fund. 

17. Students of the Military class requiring certificates in the same way 
will be required to pay tho rate of fees laid down in paragraph 13 for the full 
curriculum or for such portion as they have attended. No deduction will be 
made in this case as they are not free students in the sense in which that 
term is defined in Bengal Government Resolution (Education) No. 601 of the 
7th December, 1880. 

18 The fee for Post-Graduates undergoing n course of training in the 
Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical Laboratory is Rs. 90 
for a period not exceeding six months. 

19. Holders of scholarships awarded by the Govofnmont of Bengal, are 
not required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 125 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships. All holders of other scholarships, whether granted 
by other Local Government, Local Bodies, or Diifferin Fund, shall pay tho 
same fees as regular students.

Examination of the Calcutta University at the first attempt. 

(b) Ten College scholarships of Rs. 12 each, tenable for one year, together 

with free tuition, are awarded to ten students on the results of 
the Second-year’s Scholarship Examination. 

(c) Ten scholarships of Hs. 12 each, tenable for three years, together with 

free tuition, are aw'arded to ten students on the results of the 
Honour Examination of the Third-year Class, provided such 
students also pass the First M.B. Examination of the Calcutta 
University at the first attempt. 

(d) Six Government scholarships (one for each year) of the value of 

Rs. ^5 each, will be awarded to the female students of the regular 
class who do not get the Dufferin or other Scholarships. 

(e) Special scholarships for Bihari and Uriya students — 

Six scholarships of Hs. 12 each to six students from Bihar and 
Orissa, tenable for six years from the date on which the students 
enter the College, are awarded by the In specter- General of Civil 
Hospitals of Bihar and Orissa. 

(/) Mohsin Scholarships — Six stipends of Rs. *15 each tenable in the 
Medical College, Calcutta, two of which tenable for one year only 
will be avk'arded by the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, on the 
result of the i.A. and I. Sc. Examinations of the Calcutta University 
and of the remaining four, two tenable for two years each will be 
awarded annually on the result of the Frel. Sc. M.B. Examination 
and the remaining two tenable for 3 years each will be awarded 
on the result of the First M.B. Examination to Bengali Mahomedans 
of indigent circumstances. 

(gf) A limited number of scholarships will be granted to Mahomedan 
students of straitened circumstances who must prove t' the 
satisfaction of the Principal that they are too poor to pay the 
College fees. 

22. If on account of the death, resignation or dismissal of any College 
scholar, a scholarship falls v'acant, such scholarship will be awarded to the 
next best student in the list of the last Scholarship Examination, or to such 
other student as the Principal may consider fit. 

23. Holders of the College Scholarships, any other Government Scholar- 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government, are not 
eligible for the Dnrga Charan Lnha Scholarship. Similarly, a stndent already 
holding a scholarship, either on the result of the University Examination or 
granted by any other Government, is not eligible to compete for the College 
Scholarships. 

24. Regular students, who at any time are referred, for a second year of 
study in all the subjects of one cmrricnlum, are thereby rendeied ineligible for 
any of the stipendiary scholar-hips awarded by the Government of Bengal for 
them. They are however, eligible for the special scholarships and class prizes, 
and medals and certificates of Honour of the College. 

26. Certificates of Honour, to the number of three in each snbjeot, may 
be awardt'd by the Professors, subject to the sanction of the Principal, to such 
students who have not obtained the medal, but are deemed worthy of it. 
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Immediately after the Test Examination in Pathology.

CARMICHAEL MEDICAL COLLEGE. 

Founded, 1916. 

This College, the first non-official recognised Medical College in India, 
came into existence in 1916. The affiliation to the University of Calcutta 
in the Preliminary Scientific M.B. standard was obtained in April, 1916. The 
Institution that developed into this College was at the time of affiliation 
known as the Calcutta Medical School and College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Bengal. It had its origin in the year 1886 when some independent 
medical practitioners met and thought that there was a great demand for 
medical education and that the Government medical schools were unable 
either to cope with it or to supply a sufficient number of trained medical 
men for the people. It was decided to start the first private medical 
school under the name of tho Calcutta School of Medicine to supplement 
the efforts of the Government, The school continued in rented houses 
for seventeen years. The bulk of the present site was bought in 1896 and the 
school was removed to Belgachia in 1903. The curriculum was modified in 
1887 and framed according to that of the Government medical schools. The 
name was also changed to “ Calcutta Medical School.’* For Clinical instruc- 
tion the students used to attend the Mayo Hospital from the year 1888. 
The Albert Victor Hospital (one storeyed building) was formally opened 
with 40 beds in 1902. Tho upper storey was built and the new wards were 
opened in 1909, the total number of beds being thus increased to 100. The 
institution flourished, numerous students wanted admission every year and 
many trained men df the Hospital Assistants standard were passed out. The 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Bengal, another private institution 
started in 1895 aiming at medical education of the collegiate standard, was 
amalgamated with it in 1903. The combined institution was now called the 
Calcutta Medical School and College of Physicians and Surgeons of Bengal, 
and continued to do useful work till session 1917-18. During thirty years 
hundreds of trained medical men passed out who are doing useful work under 
Government, Municipalities, in the various industries, (jute, tea, shipping, 
&c,) or as country practitioners. This was rendered possible, mainly by the 
voluntary, nngrudgitig, and unpaid work done both in the school and in the 
Hospital by the independent medical profession. 

In 1911, before the introduction of the Medical Registration Bill the 
Government asked the private medical institutions in Calcutta to unite and 
form one good and efficient teaching institution with a view to help its recog- 
nition by the University or the Bengal Council of Medical Registration. 
Attempts at this union continued for nearly two years but failed. The 
Government of India then decided to render financial help to the parent 
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institution at Belgachia with a view to its ultimate affiliation to the University 
of Galoucta. Negotiations were opened between the Government and the 
representatives of the institation in May, 1913. Ultimately a scheme was 
framed, the main conditions of which were that the Government offered to 
give a capital grant. of 5 lacs, provided the Conimittee raised 2^ lacs from the 
public and a recurring grant of tts. 50,000 provided they got Rs. 30,000 a year 
from the Calcutta Corporation and Rs. 10,000 annually from the University. 
The authorities had great difficulties in fultilling the conditions of the Secretary 
of State and in obtaining affiliation of the University. However, at last these 
struggles were over and the difficulties overcome and the first affiliation to the 
University of Calcutta was obtained in April, 1916. The College was formally 
opened as Belgachia Medical College by Lord Carmichael, Governor of Bengal, 
on the 5th July, 1916. 

In July 1917 the College was affiliated up to the standard of the 1st M.B. 
Examination. The affiliation of the college was extended to the Final M B. 
Examination in July, 1919. Studonfs of this <5ollege appoaced for the Final 
M.B. Examination for the first time in April, 1922. 

The College Curricula are in accordance with the M.B. Examination rules 
in the Regulations of the Calcutta Universitj». 

The College was named after Lord Carmichael on 7th April, 1919 in 
appreciation of his services in connection with its instruction. In May, 1918 the 
name of the Society was altered to “ Medical Educatio/i Society of Bengal.” 
New Rules and B^’^e-laws were framed and the Government of the College is 
now vested in a Council consisting of 11 members of whom 3 are nominated 
by Government and 1 by tlie Corporation of Calcutta. The Principal is a 
member ex-officio. Of the remaining six, 3 are selected by the College and 
the Hospital staff, and 3 by the members of the Society.

The Students.

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Rules for the Ouidance of students 1921-22 session. 


1. The College re-opena on the 4th July. 

2. A candidate for admission must furnish a certificate of having passed 
the Intermediate Examination with Physics and Chemistry or any higher 
examination of the Calcutta University or the pass certificate of an exami- 
nation of any other University which is considered by the Syndicate of the 
Calcutta University to be equivalent to any of those examinations. Prefer- 
ence is ordinarily given to those who have passed the higher examinations. 

Note — ( i) A candidate who has passed the Intermediate Examination in Arts 
with either Physics or Chemistry may also apply for admis- 
sion and if aelected he shall have to pass in the other subjects after 
admission. 


(ii) Students belonging to Universities other than that of Calcutta must 
submit a certificate from *.he Registrar of the Calcutta University that 
they will be allowed by its Syndicate to study in the Calcutta 
University . 

8. A new candidate for admission must apply to the Principal before 
the 7th June in the prescribed form available in his office and submit a mark 
list from the Registrar of his University along with the application or before 
admission. 


Note. — All Candidates will receive acknowledgment of their applications from 
the Principal. Candidates selected for admission will he informed by the 
Principal before the 30th of Jnne^ or as soon after as possible. 

4. A selected candidate must pay the following fees within 4 days if he 
resides in Calcutta, otherwise within 7 days of the date of notice of selection 
being posted, failing which his name will be struck off the selected list and 
a fresh candidate will be selected who may however receive shorter notices 
for payment of fees.

This is the only College affiliated in Engineering to the Calcutta Univer- 
sity. It was opened at Slbpur on 5th April, 1880, and is under the control 
of a Governing Body, appointed by the Bengal Government. 

It is a residential College to which all classes of the community are 
admitted. 

There are two Departments. 
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I. The Engineer Department, affiliated to the standard of the Degree of 
Bachelor of Engineering in the Civil Engineering Branch and offering the full 
College Diploma of Civil Engineer. 

II. The Apprentice Department, offering coarses in (a) Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineering and (b) Mining. 

1. ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

Admissions are made yearly up to a maximum of 40 of whom 20 per cent, 
may be occasional students. 

Of the Regular ^ students 6 vacancies are reserved for Burma, Bihar and 
Orissa, and Assam. * 

Candidates from Burma and Assam must apply for nominations to the 
Directors of Public Instruction of those Provinces. 

Occasional students are defined as being the sons of professional men, 
owners of landed or mineral property and others who wish to receive training 
in connection with priv'^ate business, for the development of the country and 
its resources. They are admitted at the discretion of the Principal 

For admission to the Engiueer Department of the College the candidate 
must have passed (a) the Intermediate Examination in Science with English 
Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry and in addition (b) a special Test in 
Drawing. 

Candidates for admission as regular students must be under 21 years 
of age on the first of January of the year in which they seek admission. 

Applications for registration for the Drawing Examination and for admis- 
sion must reach the Principal not later than such date as may be fired and 
they must be accompanied by an Examination and Registration Pee 
of Rs. 4. 

The course for the full College Certificate of “ Civil Engineer’* extends 
over five years — four years at the College followed by one year of practical 
training on works in progress. The Ist two years of the College course pre- 
pare students for the. Intermediate Examination in Engineering and the last 
two for the Bachelor of Engineering Examination, — at present this is offered 
only in the Civil Engineering Branch. Regular student are allowed three years 
to complete the Intermediate Course, if they take longer they are not re- 
admitted to the College as Regular students. Three years also are allowed 
for the Graduate Course.

• A cook and a servant are engaged by Government for the Mahomedan 
Mess and special stipends are awarded to Mahomedan students of a value 
from Rs/ 6 to Rs. 2 depending on the number in the Mess. The object of 
their provisions is to reduce the cost of living in the College of Mahomedan 
students to the same level as in the case of other Indian students. 
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Occasional students pay Rs. 7-8 extra throughout the course for tuition and 
are not eligible for College stipends or for posts guaranteed by Goyernment. 

8cholarBhi%>s, 

Payable in 8 equal monthly instalments during the session as follows : — 

One of Rs. 300 yearly, and 6ve of Rs. 180 each yearly tenable for 2 years, 
are awarded to Regular students entering the First-year Class, provided that 
they do not hold any other Government or University Scholarships. 

Mohsin Stipends — Two of Rs. 120 yearly awarded on admission. Two of 
Ra. 120 yearly awarded in the 3rd and 4th years. * 

One of Rs. 300 yearly is reserved for qualified Europeans or Eurasians ; 
but if no such are applicants, they are open to any one else. 

One Senior Scholarship of Rs. 300 yearl}^ one of Rs. 300 yearly, two of 
Rs. 240, each yearly tenable for two years, are awarded to Regular students 
on the results of the Intermediate Examination in Engineering and the 
workshop tests combined. One Senior Scholarship of Ra. 360 yearly is 
reserved for Europeans. The number of these Senior Scholarships shall not 
exceed one-half the number of candidates appearing or two thirds the number 
that pass the Intermediate Examination in Engineering. 

A Forbes Memorial Scholarship of Rs. 120 yearly tenable for two years 
accompanied by a Medal is awarded by the Principal on the result of the 
Intermediate Examination and workshop Tests. This scholarship may be 
held concurrently with a Senior Scholarship. 

After obtaining the University Degree in Engineering every Regular 
student is as far as possible given the opportunity of undergoing one year’s 
coarse of practical training and of thus earning the full College DIPLOMA 
OF CIVIL ENGINEER. During thix period 13 scholarships are available of 
which 3 are specially reserved for training under the Sanitary Engineer. 

These scholarships are of the value of Rs. 100 for Europeans, Rs. 60 for 
Indians, but Rs. 10 is retained and handed over to the student on the 
satisfactory completion of his training. 

The Government of India guarantees each year one appointment of 
Assistant Engineer in the Superior Provincial service of the Public Works 
Department to a student of this College who is statutory native of India. The 
successful students are posted in alternate years to Bengal and to the State 
Railways. 


II. APPRENTICE DEPARTMENT. 

Offers courses in Mining and Mechanical and Electrical Engineering. 

(o) Mining — A three years’ College course preparing students for the 
Government Diploma in the Principles of mining. The Ist-year session begins 
in February. Matriculation and B. Final candidates are eligible for admission 
to the Ist-year and Sub-Overseer to the 2nd-year. Students over 20 years of 
age are not admitted. 

(6) Mechanical and Electrical Engineering — A three years’ College course 
followed by one year of pi^ictioal training. Admission — as laid down above for 
Mining. 

The tuition fee is Rs. 36 yearly except during the practical training period 
when no tuition fee is charged. This fee is payable in 8 instalments- 

All students must be boarders. A consolidated Barrack charge of Rs. 32 
yearly is made. 

Boarding stipends . 

There are 6 Boarding stipends of Rs. 25 and 25 Boarding stipends of Rs- 
20 each per month for Anglo-Indians and 32 of Rs. 10 each per month for 
Indians. Holders bf Boarding stipends pay no tuition fee. 
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Seholarahipt. 

A few Scholarships tenable for two years in the Mining Branch are grant- 
ed on the result of the Examination for promotion held at the end of the 
Ist-year. 

Ten stipends of Rs. 16 and ten of Rs. 9 monthly, tenable daring the final 
period of Practical Training, are awarded on the result of the Overseer 
Examination. 


Electrical Power Plant. 

Students studying Electrical Engineering are trained upon the College 
Electrical Power Installations, which comprise : 

L An Electric Lighting Plant 110 volt, direct current with a large 
accumulator Battery. 

2. An Electric Power Plant for the workshops 220 volt. 3 phase alter- 
nating current. 


Workahope. 

The students of the Engineer Department undergo workshop training for 
about 8 hours weekly, during the let two years, attending the Carpenter’s 
shop in the Ist year and the Blacksmith’s in the 2ud year. Passing in the 
Practical tests of these shops is obligatory. The marks obtained are taken 
into account in the award of the guaranteed Assistant Engineer’s post. 

The students of the Apprentice Department spend 3 hours daily in the 
workshops. 

There are the following workshops : — 

(1) Carpenter’s, (2) Blacksmith’s, (3) Iron and Brass Foundry, (4) Fitting 
and Machine shop.

(3) The “Comparative” series of large wall maps of the conitnonts 
published by George Philip and Son is good and up to date ; so also are the 
Orographical wall map* published by Edward Standford. Messrs. Ruddiman 
Johnston publish a series of smaller wall maps which include maps of India 
illustrating various distributions. 

Messrs. Nelson’s wall atlases are good ; Mr. S. B. Chattorjee publishes 
District maps : also ordinary and relief maps of the province. 

Babu L. M. Basu, the drawing master of the Dacca Collegiate school, has 
published good relief maps of Eastern Bengal and Assam and of India. 

The Vidal-Lablache French wall maps on strong cardboard, named on one 
side, and the same map without names on the reverse, published by Armond 
Colin, Paris, are good and cheap. They measure 46 inches by 39 inches and 
can be delivered in Calcutta for Rs. 4-14 each. 

(4) The hand- maps coloured to indicate relief, published by the Diagram 
Company, West Barnes Lane, New Malden, Surrey, at one penny each, are 
the best of their kind. 

The uncoloured half-penny mapn, showing river systems and a few towns, 
published by the same Company , are excellent for class use. 

The Autograph hand-maps with hill shading in brown, published by 
Messrs. Edward Standford, London, at one penny each, are very good, and 
are larger than the Diagram Company’s hand maps. The 15-inch map of 
the World on Mollweide’s equal area projection is especially to bo commended. 

(5) Wall pictures of considerable artistic merit are published by Messrs. 
Edward Arnold of Leeds, Messrs. Hacbette of Paris and Messrs. Holzel of 
Vienna, and Messrs. Longmans, Green and Company. They cost, delivered in 
India, from two to three rupees each. 

Map lantern slides and view slides especially prepared for Geography 
teaching are sold by the Dingram Company for two or three shillings each.

Small hand Globes of German make can bo obtained through the Indian

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3. The “ Comparative ” series of large wall maps of the continents 
published by George Philip and Son is good and up to date ; so also are the 
Orographical wall maps published by Edward Staiidford. Messrs. Ruddiman 
Johnston publish a series of smaller wall maps which include maps of India 
illustrating various distributions. 

Messrs. Nelson’s wall atlases are good. Mr. S. B. Chatterjeo publishes 
District maps : also ordinary and relief maps of the province. 

Babu L. M. Basil, the drawing master of the Dacca Collegiate School, had 
published good relief maps of Eastern Bengal and Assam and of India. 

The Vidal-Lablache French wall maps on strong cardboard, named on one 
side, and the same map without names on the reverse, published by Armond 
Collin, Paris, are good and cheap. They measure 46 inches by 39 inches and 
can be delivered in Calcutta for Rs. 4-14 each. 

4. The hand-maps, coloured to indicate relief, published by the Diagram 
Company, West Barnes Lane, New Malden, Surrey, at one penny each are the 
best of their kind. 

The un coloured half penny maps, showing river systems and a few towns, 
published by the same Company are excellent for class use. 

The Autograph hand-maps, with hill shading in brown, published by 
Messrs. Edward Standford, London, at one penny each, are very good, and 
are larger than the Diagram Company’s hand-maps. The 15-inch map of the 
world on Mollweide’s equal area projection is especially to be commended. 

(6) Wall pictures of considerable artistic merit are published by Messrs. 
Edward Arnold of Leeds, Messrs. Hacbette of Paris and Messrs. Holzol of 
Vienna, and Messrs. Longmans Green and Company, They cost, delivered in 
India, from two to throe rupees each. 

Map lantern slides and view slides especially prepared for Geography 
teaching are sold by the Diagram Company for two or three shillings each, 
Mr. Bartington Smith of Darjeeling also sells good picture slides of the 
Jlimalayas at Rs. 15 per dozen.

Messrs. Nelson’s wall atlases are good. Mr, S. B. Chatter jee publishes 
District maps : also ordinary and relief map of the province. 

Babu L. M. Basu, the drawing master of the Dacca Collegiate School, has 
published good relief maps of Ea-stern Bengal and Assam and of India. 

The Vidal- Lablache French wall maps on strong card-board, named on 
one side, and the same map without names on tho reverse, published by 
Armond Collin, Paris, are good and cheap. They measure 46 inches by 
39 inches and can be delivered in Calcutta for Rs. 4-14 each, 

(4) Tho hand-maps, coloured to indicate relief, published by the Diagram 
Company, West Barnes Lane, New Malden, Surrey, at one penny each are 
the best of their kind. 

The uncoloured half penny maps, showing river systems and a few towns, 
published by the same Company are excellent for class use. 

The Autograph hand maps, with hill shading in brown, published by 
Messrs. Edward Standford, London, at one penny each, are very good, and 
are larger than the Diagram Company’s hand maps. The 15-inch map of 
the world on Mollweide’s equal area projection is especially to be commended, 

(5) Wall pictures of considerable artistic merit are published by Messrs. 
Edward Arnold of Leeds, Messrs. Hacbette of Paris and Messrs. Holzel of 
Vienna, and Messrs. Longmans, Green and Company- They cost, delivered 
in India, from two to three rupees each . 

Map lantern slides and view slides especially j)repared for Geography tea- 
ching are sold by the Diagram Company for two or three shillings each.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 

(i) ARTS AND SCIENCE 

(I)— GENERAL 

(a^ Appointment of Examiners 

1. Head Examiners shall be appointed to superintend the work of the 
Matriculation Examiners in the following subjects ; — 

(1) English (4) Bengali Composition (7) Pali 

(2) Mathematics (5) History (8) Persian 

(3) Sanskrit (6) Geography 

The Syndicate may also, if necessary, appoint a Head Examiner in any 
other subject. 

2. Hoad Examiners shall be appointed to superintend the work of the 
Examiners ^in the Intermediate Examinations in Arts and Science, one in each 
of the following subjects : — 

(1) English. (5) Mathematics (8) Logic 

(2) Bengali Composition (6) Physics (9) Botany 

(3) Sanskrit (7) Chemistry 

(4) History 

The Syndicate may also, if necessary, appoint a Head Examiner in any 
other subject. 

3. There shall be one Chairman of the B.A. Board of Examiners in 
English Pass Course, and a Head Examiner in Bengali Composition. 

(6) Skti'ing of Papers. 

4. (a) The question papers set for the Intermediate Examination in Arts 
and the Intermediate Examination in Science, shall be identical in all subjects 
which are common to the two examinations. 

In the Intermediate Examinations, candidates are expected to possess only 
a knowledge and understanding of the prescribed pieces (both prose and 
poetry) ; questions will not be set to test their knowledge of the lives, works 
and styles of the authors, beyond what is involved in the set pieces them- 
selves. 

(b^ The question papers set for the B.A. and B Sc. Examinations shall be 
identical in all subjects common to the two examinations. 

(c) The question papers for the M.A. and M. Sc. Examinations shall be 
identical in all subjects common to the two examinations. 

(d) The Paper-Setters for the Alternative Paper in English for the Matri- 

culation Examination should keep in view, when framing the questions, the 
fact that many candidates whose vernacular is not English, are compelled to 
take up the Alternative Paper in English in as muoh as their vernacular is not 
recognised by the University. ^ 

5. The Gentlemen appointed to set the examination papers are requested to 
write in the margin opposite to each question, the maximum number of marks 
they intend to assign to it. 

6. The examination papers, in dupUcatCt written very legibly on one side 
only of foolscap paper, are to be sent by post in a sealed and registered double 
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cover to the Controller at his office. No copy of any examination paper is to 
be retained by the gentlemen setting it. 

7. The papers set shall be submitted to the Controller with a certification 
over the joint signatures, of the persons appointed that the papers conform to 
the prescribed conditions and not involve a material variation from the average 
standard. 

(c) Examination op Papers. 


8. Examiners will be expecte^ to be present in Calcutta during the exa- 
mination in the subjects for which they have been specially appointed. 

9. When the answers to a paper or half -paper are divided between two 
Examiners, they shall determine, at a meeting, the standard to be adopted and 
compare their marks at a meeting, before submitting them. 

10. Each Examiner shall be furnished with a roll containing the names 
and numbers of all the candidates to be examined by him in which he shall 
enter the total number of marks, assigned to each candidate in each paper. 

The total number of marks must in every case be a whole number; if the 
roll submitted by an Examiner contains fractional marks it will be returned to 
him for correction. 

1 1 . The Examiners shall mark on each answer paper the marks assigned 
to each question, as well as the total marks. 

12. The Examiners are required to examine the papers of the candidates 
in the order in which their names appear on the roll, and at the end of each 
week send to the Controller or to the Head Examiner, as the case may be, the 
pages of the roll containing the marks assigned to the papers examined. The 
number of papers examined each week is expected to be fairly proportionate 
to the total number of papers to be examined within the time prescribed. 
The attention of the Examiners is especially directed to this rule, and the 
Registrar is required to report to the Syndicate, after the examinations are 
over, any case of infraction of this or any other rule. 

13. To facilitate the work of re-examination, the Examiners or the Head 
Examiners, as the case may be, shall keep the answer papers of the candidates 
arranged in the order in which their names appear in the roll. 

In cases in which there is a Head Examiner, the re-examination may be 
done by the Head Examiner himself or by one or more of the Assistant Exa- 
miners at his discretion. 

14. The answer papers shall be returned to the Controller as soon as the 
work of re-examination is over. 

16. Six weeks before the Matriculation, Intermediate, B.A. and B.Sc. 
Examinations take place, the Syndicate shall fix the latest date for sending in 
marks. The time allowed for the re-examination of answer papers shall be 
four days for 100 papers and under, and one day additional for every 26 papers 
or portion whereof, over 100, Sundays being excluded. 

Where an Examiner has over 100 papers to re-examine, he shall send in 
the marks of these papers by instalments of 100 or less, as the re-examination 
of them is completed. 

If any Examiner fails to send in his marks within the limits of time 
prescribed for examination and re-examination, the amount of his remunera- 
tion shall be reduced by Rs. 16 for each day by which be exceeds that period. 

16. Each Examiner shall write his name and the subject of the examina* 
tion at the foot of every page of his roll. 

17. No entry shall be made in the roll against the name of any candidate 
from whom no paper is received.

Their conclusions shall be embodied in a memorandum to be jointly signed 
by them and forwarded to the Controller. If, owing to unavoidable circums- 
tances, any Examiner who has set a paper is unable to attend the meeting, 
the remaining Examiners, contemplated by this Regulation, shall meet and 
transact the aforesaid business. 

For this purpose a meeting of the Examiners in each subject shall be held 
as soon as possible after the close of the examination, at which provisional 
rules shall be drawn up. After this meeting, each Examiner shall look over 
a certain number of papers {tho number to be determined at the meeting) and 
shall submit them to the Head Examiner for re-examination. After he has re- 
examined these papers, the Head Examiner shall call another meeting for the 
final determination of the rules. A copy of these rules shall be sent to each 
Intermediate Examiner and to the Controller. 

3. Eaoh Head Examiner shall re-examine 5 per cent, of the answer papers 
looked over by each of the Intermediate Examiners in the subject with a view 
to see whether they are working uniformly according to the method indicated 
and shall direct, if necessary, any Examiner to conform to that method. 

The re-examination of «the answer papers shall be conducted in the follow- 
ing manner : — 

Every Intermediate Examiner shall, as soon as he finishes the examination 
of about 100 papers, send them with the corresponding pages of his roll to his 
Head Examiner, who shall examine at least five papers taken at random out of 
them, and shall give the Examiner any further instructions he may deem fit or 
shall return the remaining papers for re-examination, if he is of opinion that 
the rules have not been complied with. The same course shall be followed 
with every subsequent batch of 100 papers. 
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4. The funotions of Head Examiners are — 

(1) to distribato in consnltation with the Examiners, the marks 9.11otted> 

to a question oonsisting of several parts over those parts ; 

(2) to give genersl directions in consultation with the Examiners, as to 

what should be included within the scope of each answer, and 
as to how far any particular answer should be dealt with liniently 
or strictly by reason of the difficulty or simplicity of the qnestion ; 

(8) to look over a few of the papers examined by each Examiner imme^ 
diately after the meeting of Examiners to ascertain how far the stan- 
dard, agreed upon is being followed ; and in cases of deviation from 
such standard, to give general directions to be more or less strict 
as may be required ; 

(4) to re-examine 5 per cent, of the answer papers examined by each 
Examiner with the object of seeing whether the standard adopted 
has been generally and fairly adhered to, but not to insist upon 
mechanical uniformity. 

5. In no case shall the Head Examiner increase or diminish the marks 
assigned to any paper by an Intermediate Examiner without himself examin- 
ing that paper. 

6. In case of a difference arising between a Head Examiner and an 
Intermediate Examiner, an appeal shall lie to the Moderators. 

7. Every Intermediate Examiner must remain in Calcutta as long as his 
services are required by his Head Examiner. 

8. The Head Examiner shall forward to the Controller by instalments the- 
marks or totalised marks as the case may be, in his Bul:)ject with observations 
on those cases which he may deem worthy of special consideration. 

In order to avoid delay in the submission of the totalised marks Head 
Examiners are requested to see that the Intermediate Examiners look over 
the papers of candidates in the order in which their names appear in the rolls* 
(General Rule 11).

9. Examiners, in giving marks, shall take the correctness of the language 
of the answers into account.

1 1 . Candidates must produce note books of their laboratory work, which 
must be duly certified by the Professor, and shall be taken into account in 
estimating their qualifications. 

12. Examiners are requested to place opposite each question in their 
paper the full number of marks assigned to it and in subjects wherein the 
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examination is Ivritten, oral, practical and clinical, candidates should be in- 
form^ed what is the maximum of marks obtainable under each head. 

^ 13. The paper should be delivered by the Examiners in person to the 

Controller or sent to him at the Senate House in a sealed double cover OH or 
before a prescribed date. 

14. Rolls, in which the marks awarded are to be entered in the Examiner’s 
hand-writing, will be supplied by the Controller on the day of Examination, 
and the answer-papers duly marked should be returned to the Controller along 
with the completed rolls. 

The total number of marks must, in every case, be a whole number. If the 
roll submitted by an Examiner contains fractional marks, it will be returned 
to him for correction. 

15. The rolls containing the result** of the examination must be submit- 
ted on or before a date to be fixed by the Syndicate. 

16. Examiners will be good enough to retain a duplicate of the roll and 
bring it with them at the final meeting of Examiners for the purpose of 
checking the marks. 

17. As soon as possible after the tabulation of the results, the entire 
body of Examiners shall meet and draw up a report on the examination as a 
whole for the consideration of the Syndicate. If the Examiners are of opi- 
nion that in the case of any candidate who has not attained the standard

18. As soon as possible after the publication of the results of the Exami- 
nation, the Examiners in each subject shall meet together and draw up a 
report upon the examination in that subject for the consideration of the 
Syndicate.
